2002  Extra  Session  of  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly 

On  May  7,  2002,  Governor  Michael  F.  Easley  called  an  extra  session  of  the  General  Assembly  for  the 
purpose  of  adopting  new  redistricting  plans  for  the  North  Carolina  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
response  to  the  North  Carolina  Supreme  Court’s  decision  in  Stephenson  v.  Bartlett.  The  Governor’s  Proclamation, 
made  pursuant  to  Article  ill.  Section  5(7),  of  the  North  Carolina  Constitution,  called  for  the  session  to  convene  on 
May  14,  2002. 

The  Governor  appointed  Shelly  M.  Willingham  to  replace  Rep.  Milton  F.  Fitch,  Jr.,  effective  January  28, 

2002.  Speaker  Black  appointed  Rep.  Willingham  to  the  following  committees:  Congressional  Redistricting; 
Finance;  Judiciary  II;  Rules,  Calendar,  and  Operations  of  the  House;  and  State  Personnel. 

Senator  Basnight  appointed  all  members  of  the  Senate  to  the  Redistricting  Committee  for  the  2002  Extra 
Session.  The  Chair,  Co-Chairs,  and  Vice-Chairs  of  the  Committee  are:  Senior  Chair — Senator  Miller,  Co-Chairs — 
Senators  Ballance  and  Metcalf;  Vice-Chairs — Senators  Hagan,  William  Martin,  Wellons,  and  Ballantine. 

Speaker  Black  appointed  the  following  Representatives  to  the  Select  Committee  on  Redistricting: 
Representative  Sutton,  Chair;  Representatives  Justus  and  Hackney,  Co-Chairs;  Representatives  Baddour, 
Buchanan,  Culpepper,  Cunningham,  Morgan,  Sherrill,  and  Wainwright,  members.

May  15,  2002;  all  bills  reported  by  committee  may  be 
passed  on  second  and  third  reading  on  the  same  day  unless  a  reading  on  separate  days  is  required  by  the 
constitution;  and  when  the  House  has  adopted  an  amendment  or  committee  substitute  for  a  Senate  bill  and  has 
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returned  the  bill  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence,  the  Senate  may  concur  in  that  amendment  or  committee  substitute 
on  the  same  legislative  day.

Provides  that  the 
proposed  constitutional  amendment  allowing  dedication  and  acceptance  of  property  into  the  State  Nature  and 
Historic  Preserve  by  enactment  of  a  bill  rather  than  by  joint  resolution  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  at  the 
statewide  general  election  in  2002  rather  than  at  the  next  primary  election.  Provides  that  if  any  members  of  any 
county  board  of  education  elected  at  the  primary  election  and  are  to  take  office  under  a  local  act  in  July  after  the 
primary,  in  2002  only,  such  board  members  shall  instead  take  office  on  the  same  day  in  the  second  month  after 
the  primary,  and  the  terms  of  any  board  members  that  would  otherwise  expire  in  July  2002  are  extended 
accordingly.

The  2002  session  of  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly  convened  at  noon  on  Tuesday,  May  28.  2002 
The  2001  session  adjourned  on  December  6,  2002.  A  special  session  was  held  during  the  intervening  period 
convening  May  14,  2002,  to  prepare  revised  House  and  Senate  redistricting  plans  in  response  to  Stephenson  v 
Bartlett. 

Bills  on  the  following  matters  may  be  considered  in  the  2002  session:  (1)  bills  directly  affecting  the  budget  for 
fiscal  year  2002-2003;  (2)  bills  introduced  in  2001  and  having  passed  third  reading  in  the  house  of  introduction 
and  not  unfavorably  disposed  of  in  the  other  house;  (3)  bills  implementing  recommendations  of  study  and 
statutory  commissions;  (4)  noncontroversial  local  bills;  (5)  selection,  appointment,  or  confirmation  of  members  of 
state  boards  and  commissions;  (6)  any  matter  authorized  by  joint  resolution  passed  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
House  and  Senate;  (7)  bills  pnmarily  affecting  state  or  local  retirement  plans;  and  (8)  bills  and  resolutions 
regarding  state  government  reorganization,  memorial  resolutions,  adjournment  resolutions,  resolutions 
disapproving  administrative  rules,  and  proposed  constitutional  amendments.

Notwithstanding  the  prohibition  against  disclosure,  a  state  agency  may  disclose  personal  information  if  the 
disclosure  is  (1)  necessary  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  as  defined  in  applicable  state  law,  (2)  made 
pursuant  to  court  order  or  by  law,  (3)  for  the  purpose  of  validating  the  identity  of  the  user,  and  (4)  if  the  information 
or  data  is  used  solely  for  statistical  purposes  in  aggregate  form.  Provides  a  user,  upon  request,  a  right  of  access 
to  all  personal  information  regarding  the  user  that  is  collected  and  maintained  by  a  state  agency  via  an  interactive 
computer  network,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law.

“Access  or  cause  to  be  accessed” 
includes  introducing  a  computer  program,  including  a  self-replicating  or  self-propagating  computer  program,  into  a 
government  computer.  Makes  it  a  Class  1  misdemeanor  to  willfully  and  without  authorization,  directly  or 
indirectly,  access  or  cause  to  be  accessed  any  educational  testing  material  or  academic  or  vocational  testing 
scores  or  grades  that  are  in  a  government  computer.  Amends  GS  14-445  to  make  it  a  Class  G  felony  to  willfully 
and  without  authorization  alter,  damage,  or  destroy  a  government  computer.  Creates  new  GS  14-456.1  to  make  it 
a  Class  G  felony  to  willfully  and  without  authorization  deny  or  cause  to  be  denied  a  service  provided  or  performed 
by  a  government  computer,  including  a  denial  of  services  caused  by  introducing  a  computer  program  into  a 
government  computer.  Effective  Dec.  1,  2002.

S  1161.  AMEND  USE  VALUE  STATUTES.  TO  AMEND  THE  PRESENT-USE  VALUE  STATUTES.  Makes 
numerous  changes  to  the  property  tax  statutes  governing  the  assessment  of  farmland,  forestland,  and 
horticultural  land  at  present-use  value  rather  than  at  market  value,  the  assessment  standard  for  virtually  all  other 
taxable  real  property.  Amends  GS  105-277.2(1),  defining  “agricultural  land,”  and  -277.2(3),  defining  “horticultural 
land,”  to  provide  that  if  the  land  includes  less  than  20  acres  of  woodland,  the  woodland  portion  is  not  required  to 
be  under  a  sound  management  program.  Amends  GS  105-277.2(2),  defining  “forestland,”  to  provide  that 
forestland  is  not  required  to  be  under  a  sound  management  program  if  it  is  determined  that  the  highest  and  best 
use  of  the  land  is  to  diminish  wind  erosion,  protect  water  quality,  or  serve  as  a  buffer  for  livestock  or  poultry 
operations.  Amends  GS  105-277.2(4),  which  lists  the  classes  of  entities  that  meet  the  definition  of  “individually 
owned,”  to  add  new  subsection  e  to  provide  that  certain  land  owned  by  tenants  in  common  may  qualify.  Amends 
GS  105-277.2(5),  defining  “present-use  value,”  to  provide  that  a  capitalization  rate  of  9%  shall  be  applied  to  the 
net  income  of  forestland,  but  that  the  capitalization  rate  for  agricultural  and  horticultural  land  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Use-Value  Advisory  Board  in  accordance  with  GS  105-277.7. 

Currently,  GS  105-277.2  requires  that  to  qualify  for  use-value  assessment,  land  be  part  of  a  farm,  forest,  or 
horticultural  “unit.”  This  bill  adds  new  GS  105-277.2(7)  to  define  “unit”  as  one  or  more  tracts,  and  if  multiple  tracts 
are  sought  to  be  qualified,  they  must  be  under  the  same  ownership.  If  they  are  located  in  different  counties,  they 
must  be  within  50  miles  of  a  tract  qualifying  under  GS  105-277. 3(a)  (minimum  acreage  and  income  requirements) 
and  share  one  of  the  following  characteristics:  (1)  type  of  classification;  or  (2)  use  of  the  same  equipment  or  labor 
force.  GS  105-277.3(b2)  currently  deals  with  the  situation  in  which  qualified  land  is  transferred  to  a  new  owner 
and  is  eligible  for  continued  qualification.  This  bill  makes  it  clear  that  the  lien  for  deferred  taxes  remains  on  the 
land  and  adds  as  a  condition  for  qualification  that  the  new  owner  timely  file  an  application  for  use-value 
assessment  and  certify  that  he  accepts  liability  for  the  deferred  taxes.  The  application  may  be  filed  at  any  time 
during  the  year  but  must  be  submitted  within  60  days  of  the  date  of  the  property’s  transfer. 

One  of  the  requirements  for  qualification  is  that  the  land  be  under  a  sound  management  program.  New  GS 
105-277. 3(f)  attempts  to  define  what  this  is  by  setting  forth  7  factors  that  will  demonstrate  such  a  program,  but 
also  allows  the  owner  to  demonstrate  the  existence  of  sound  management  by  the  showing  of  other,  similar 
factors.  It  further  provides  that  as  long  as  a  farm  operator  meets  the  sound  management  requirements,  it  is 
irrelevant  whether  the  property  owner  received  income  or  rent  from  the  farm  operator.  GS  105-277. 4(c)  is 
amended  to  provide  that  the  failure  to  have  an  application  for  use-value  assessment  approved  is  ground  for 
disqualification.  The  bill  adds  4  members  to  the  Use-Value  Advisory  Board;  (1)  a  representative  of  the  NC  Farm 
Bureau;  a  representative  of  the  NC  Association  of  Assessing  Officers;  (3)  director  of  the  Property  Tax  Div.,  Dep’t 
of  Revenue;  and  (4)  a  representative  of  the  NC  Association  of  County  Commissioners.  New  GS  105-277. 7(c) 
charges  the  advisory  board  with  preparing  a  recommended  use-value  manual  and  submitting  it  to  the  Dep’t  of 
Revenue  annually.  The  manual  is  to  contain  estimated  cash  rental  rates  for  agricultural  and  horticultural  lands  and 
recommended  net  income  ranges  for  forestland.  The  capitalization  rate  for  forestland  shall  be  9%,  for  agricultural 
and  horticultural  land,  no  less  than  6%  and  no  more  than  7%.  The  value  per  acre  for  the  best  agricultural  land 
may  not  exceed  $1 ,200,  regardless  of  the  actual  value.

CRC  must  hear  a  variance  petition  no  later  than  the  second  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  CRC  after  such  an 
agreement  is  reached.

Defines 
“eligible  risk”  to  mean  a  person  who  has  an  insurable  interest  in  insurable  property  located  in  NC,  except  persons 
who  have  not  tendered  timely  payment  of  premium,  have  a  valid  unsatisfied  judgment  of  record  against  them,  or 
do  not  furnish  information  necessary  to  effect  insurance.  When  the  plan  is  effective,  all  insurance  companies 
licensed  to  write  homeowner’s  insurance  in  NC  must  subscribe  to  and  participate  in  the  plan  as  a  prerequisite  to 
further  engage  in  the  writing  of  insurance.  Provides  for  the  appointment  of  designated  agents  to  contract  with  the 
Facility  for  insurance  business  that  may  be  “ceded”  (defined  to  mean  the  act  of  transferring  the  risk  of  loss  from 
an  individual  insurer  to  all  insurers  through  the  operation  of  the  Facility).  As  a  prerequisite  to  further  engaging  in 
the  writing  of  homeowner’s  insurance,  all  insurers  must  accept  and  insure  any  otherwise  unacceptable  applicant 
who  is  an  eligible  risk  if  cession  of  the  coverage  applied  for  is  authorized  in  accordance  with  the  act.  Each 
member  must  provide  the  same  service  to  ceded  business  that  it  provides  for  voluntary  market  business.  No 
member  may  terminate  insurance  to  the  extent  that  cession  of  a  particular  type  of  coverage  and  limits  is  available 
under  the  act  except  for  limited  reasons  specified  in  the  act.  Each  Facility  member  must  participate  in  the 
expenses,  profits,  and  losses  of  the  Facility  in  the  proportion  that  the  member’s  written  exposure  in  NC  during  the 
preceding  calendar  year  for  residential  properties  bears  to  the  aggregate  written  exposure  for  residential 
properties  by  all  members. 

Facility  to  be  administered  by  a  board  of  directors  comprised  of  the  following  15  members:  (1)  seven 
members,  at  least  two  of  which  are  domestic  insurers,  elected  annually  by  the  members;  (2)  three  individuals 
appointed  by  the  commissioner  of  insurance  who  are  not  employed  by,  or  otherwise  affiliated  with,  insurers, 
insurance  agents,  insurance  brokers,  producers,  or  other  entities  of  the  insurance  industry;  (3)  four  individuals 
appointed  by  the  Comm’r  who  are  NC  licensed  insurance  agents  or  brokers;  and  (4)  the  Comm’r  as  an  ex  officio 
member.  Powers  of  the  board  include  the  power  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  name  of  the  Facility,  to  receive  and 
record  cessions,  to  assess  members  to  cover  anticipated  or  incurred  costs,  to  contract  for  goods  and  services,  to 
purchase  reinsurance  on  behalf  of  members,  to  maintain  data  relative  to  all  risks  reinsured  in  the  Facility  and  to 
require  each  member  to  furnish  statistics  relative  to  insurance  reinsured  by  the  Facility,  to  establish  procedures 
for  reviewing  claims  practices  of  members,  and  to  adopt  and  enforce  rules  that  are  necessary  to  accomplish  the 
purpose  of  the  Facility.

\which  specifies  the  version  of  the  federal  Internal  Revenue  Code  that  is  the  one  referred  to  in  various  portions  of 
the  GS  Chapter  105;  current  law  specifies  the  code  as  in  effect  on  Jan.  1,  2001,  and  this  bill  would  change  that  to 
the  code  in  effect  on  May  1, 2002.  (2)  Amends  GS  105-130.5  (which  relates  to  corporate  income  tax)  and  GS 
105-134.6  (which  relates  to  individual  income  tax)  to  add  as  an  element  of  taxable  income  for  state  income  tax  the 
following  addition  to  federal  income  tax  taxable  income:  the  amount  allowed  as  a  30%  accelerated  depreciation 
deduction  under  section  168(k)  or  1400L  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code.  In  addition,  a  taxpayer  who  was  allowed 
a  30%  deduction  under  either  of  those  sections  in  a  taxable  year  beginning  before  Oct.  1,  2001,  and  whose  NC 
taxable  income  in  that  earlier  year  reflected  that  accelerated  depreciation  deduction  would  have  to  add  to  federal 
taxable  income  in  the  first  taxable  year  beginning  on  or  after  Oct.  1 ,  2001 ,  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  the 
deduction  allowed  in  the  earlier  taxable  year.  The  adjustment  would  not  result  in  a  difference  in  basis  of  the 
affected  assets  for  state  and  federal  income  tax  purposes.  This  provision  is  effective  for  taxable  years  beginning 
on  or  after  Jan.  1,  2002.  (3)  Amends  each  of  the  statutes  referenced  in  the  preceding  section  (GS  105-130.5  and 
-134.6)  to  add  provisions  specifying  that  in  each  of  the  taxpayer’s  first  five  taxable  years  beginning  on  or  after 
Jan.  1,  2005,  a  deduction  is  to  be  made  from  federal  income  tax  taxable  income  of  the  following  amounts  in 
calculating  state  income  tax  taxable  income:  20%of  the  amount  added  as  taxable  income  in  a  previous  year  as 
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accelerated  depreciation  as  a  result  of  the  provisions  in  the  preceding  section.  (4)  Amends  GS  1 ''5-32.2,  which 
provides  that  the  amount  of  the  NC  estate  tax  is  the  maximum  credit  for  state  death  taxes  allowed  under  Section 
201 1  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  to  specify  that  this  remains  the  case  without  regard  to  the  phaseout  of  that 
credit  under  subdivision  (b)(2)  of  Section  201 1 .  This  provision  is  effective  on  and  after  Jan.  1 ,  2002,  and  applies 
to  estates  of  decedents  dying  on  or  after  that  date.  It  is  repealed  for  estates  of  decedents  dying  on  or  after  Jan.  1 , 
2004.  (5)  Effective  for  taxable  years  beginning  on  or  after  Jan.  1,2002,  repeals  GS  105-134.6(b)(13),  which 
provides  a  deduction  from  income  for  state  income  tax  purposes  for  the  amount  that  is  distributed  to  a  beneficiary 
of  the  Parental  Savings  Trust  Fund  of  the  State  Educational  Assistance  Authority.

Adds  new  GS  53-281 .1  providing  that  the  deposit  of  the  check  or  payment  device 
must  be  deferred  for  not  less  than  30  days,  limiting  the  amount  of  credit  extended  by  such  a  transaction  to  $300, 
and  limiting  total  charges  for  such  transactions  to  36%  per  annum.  Prohibits  repaying  payment  device  cashed 
under  the  new  section  by  proceeds  of  another  payment  device  cashed  by  same  licensee  or  affiliate. 
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Amends  GS  53-278  to  provide  that  application  fee  for  licensing  under  Article  is  to  be  $500,  plus  $1000 
investigation  fee,  if  applicant  intends  to  offer  deferred  deposit  check-cashing  services;  and  provides  that  renewal 
fee  for  licensee  offering  such  service  to  be  $1500  plus  $250  for  each  branch  location  certificate.  Amends  GS  53- 
283  to  prohibit  licensees  under  Article  from  using  or  threatening  to  use  criminal  process  to  collect  on  payment 
device  in  a  deferred  deposit  transaction  returned  for  insufficient  funds,  and  from  making  or  holding  more  than  one 
deferred  deposit  transaction  to  a  customer  at  the  same  time.  Amends  GS  53-277(a)(1)  to  make  clear  that  Article 
does  not  apply  to  financial  institutions  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  US  or  any  state,  even  if  it  maintains  a  place 
of  business  in  NC.

H  1612.  STOP  UNWANTED  TELEPHONE  SOLICITATIONS.  TO  ESTABLISH  AND  MAINTAIN  A  NO-CALL 
REGISTRY  FOR  CONSUMERS  WHO  WISH  TO  STOP  UNWANTED  TELEPHONE  SOLICITATION  CALLS  AND 
TO  INCREASE  THE  PROTECTIONS  FOR  CONSUMERS  IN  TRANSACTIONS  INITIATED  BY 
TELEMARKETERS.  Makes  numerous  changes  in  several  statutes,  to  regulate  telephone  solicitations. 

No-Call  Registry.  Adds  new  GS  75-30.2  directing  the  state’s  Attorney  General  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
No-Call  Registry  containing  the  telephone  numbers  of  NC  residential  telephone  subscribers  who  do  not  wish  to 
receive  telephone  solicitations  (as  defined  in  the  bill)  at  those  numbers.  The  Attorney  General  is  to  make  the  No- 
Call  Registry  list  available  to  registered  telephone  solicitors  on  a  quarterly  basis.  Attorney  General  (1)  may 
contract  with  an  agent  to  operate  the  registry,  (2)  is  to  coordinate  to  the  extent  feasible  the  state  registry  with 
similar  federal  ones,  and  (3)  is  to  produce  a  document  that  notifies  consumers  of  the  registry  and  how  to  use  it; 
telephone  companies  are  to  distribute  the  document. 

Telephone  Solicitation.  Amends  GS  75-30.1  (which  now  places  certain  restrictions  on  unsolicited  telephone 
solicitations)  to  provide  that  the  registry  and  the  bill’s  other  provisions  apply  to  telephone  communications 
(whether  live,  pre-recorded,  or  facsimile)  over  a  telephone  line  that  (1)  solicits  or  encourages  the  purchase  or 
rental  of  or  investment  in  property,  goods,  or  services  (as  in  current  law;  remainder  is  new),  (2)  solicit  or 
encourage  participation  in  a  contest,  sweepstakes,  raffle  or  lottery  (whether  legal  or  illegal),  or  (3)  solicit  a 
donation.  Provisions  also  apply  to  a  call  that  is  initiated  by  the  residential  telephone  subscriber  responding  to  an 
unsolicited  letter,  telegram,  e-mail  message,  or  other  notice  that  states  that  the  subscriber  may  have  won  a  prize 
or  may  qualify  for  credit,  or  that  the  solicitor  has  a  buyer  interested  in  the  subscriber’s  property.  Provisions  do  not 
apply  to  calls  (1)  made  with  the  subscriber’s  permission  or  to  calls  made  by  the  subscriber,  except  those  in  which 
the  subscriber  is  responding  to  an  unsolicited  letter,  telegram,  e-mail  message,  or  other  notice  that  states  that  the 
subscriber  may  have  won  a  prize  or  may  qualify  for  credit,  or  that  the  solicitor  has  a  buyer  interested  in  the 
subscriber’s  property,  (2)  made  in  connection  with  an  existing  debt  or  contract  for  which  payment  or  performance 
has  not  been  completed  at  the  time  of  the  call  (current  law;  in  connection  with  an  “established  business 
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relationship”),  and  (3)  made  by  a  tax-exempt  nonprofit  organization  when  calls  are  being  niaced  by  direct 
employees  of  the  organization  or  volunteers  without  remuneration,  and  the  caller  immediately  discloses  his  or  her 
true  first  and  last  name  and  the  name,  address,  and  phone  number  of  the  organization  (italicized  portion  is  bill’s 
addition  to  current  law).  Makes  clear  that  provisions  apply  to  telephone  solicitations  made  from  outside  NC.  Bill 
amends  GS  66-260  to  delete  lengthy  list  of  types  of  callers  to  whom  restrictions  apply. 

Permitted  Solicitation  Hours.  Amends  GS  75-30.1,  which  now  limits  telephone  solicitations  to  the  hours  of 
8;00  a.m.  to  9:00  p.m.,  to  change  the  hours  to  10:00  a.m.  to  8:00  p.m. 

Contract  Requirements.  Adds  new  GS  75-30. 1(g1)  providing  that  no  contract  or  purchase  agreement 
secured  during  a  telephone  solicitation  is  valid  and  no  money  from  the  telephone  subscriber  is  due,  unless  (1)  the 
contract  is  reduced  to  writing  and  is  signed  by  the  consumer,  (2)  the  contract  complies  with  all  laws,  (3)  the 
contract  contains  specified  information  about  the  seller,  the  price,  and  the  goods  or  services  sold,  (4)  the  goods 
and  services  comply  with  the  description,  (5)  the  contract  contains  in  conspicuous  type:  “You  are  not  obligated  to 
pay  any  money  unless  you  sign  this  contact  and  return  it  to  the  seller,”  (6)  the  contract  does  not  exclude 
representations  made  in  the  solicitation.  A  consumer’s  credit  card,  debit  card,  checking  account,  or  other  account 
may  not  be  charged  and  no  electronic  draw  of  funds  may  be  made  until  the  solicitor  or  merchant  using  the 
solicitor  receives  the  signed  contract. 

Penalties  and  Remedies.  Amends  GS  75-30. 1(i)  to  raise  the  statutory  damages  for  violations  from  $500  per 
violation  to  $5000.  Adds  a  provision  for  declaring  void  any  contract  in  violation  of  the  requirements  summarized 
above. 

Automatic  Dialing  Solicitations.  GS  75-30  currently  provides  that  no  one  may  make  unsolicited  calls  by  use 
of  an  automatic  dialing  and  recorded  message  player,  except  for  certain  charitable,  political,  and  polling 
organizations,  which  may  use  recorded  messages  if  the  call  is  started  by  a  live  operator  who  seeks  the 
subscriber’s  permission  to  play  the  message.  This  bill  amends  the  statute  to  add  governmental  officials  to  the  list, 
and  to  provide  that  those  on  the  list  may  not  use  automatic  systems  to  obtain  donations,  sell  goods  or  services,  or 
obtain  information  for  selling  goods  and  services.  Makes  violations  of  the  automatic  dialing  provisions  an  unfair 
and  deceptive  practice  under  GS  75-1.1  and  provides  for  a  $5000  penalty  per  violation. 

Registration  of  Solicitors.  Amends  GS  66-261  and  -262  to  raise  the  registration  fee  for  telephone  solicitors 
from  $100  to  $1000  a  year  and  to  move  the  registration  from  the  Sec’y  of  State  to  the  Attorney  General.  Revises 
the  information  required  of  solicitors  with  respect  to  civil,  criminal,  or  administrative  proceedings  the  solicitor  has 
been  involved  in. 

Appropriation.  Appropriates  from  General  Fund  to  Dep’t  of  Justice  $900,000  for  fiscal  2002-03  to  establish 
and  maintain  the  registry.

SENATE  BILLS 

S  1078.  IMPROVE  AIR  QUALITY/ELECTRIC  UTILITIES.  Intro.  4/5/01.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  IMPROVE  AIR  QUALITY  IN  THE  STATE  BY 
IMPOSING  LIMITS  ON  THE  EMISSION  OF  CERTAIN  POLLUTANTS  FROM  CERTAIN  FACILITIES  THAT  BURN 
COAL  TO  GENERATE  ELECTRICITY  AND  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  RECOVERY  BY  ELECTRIC  UTILITIES  OF  THE 
COSTS  OF  ACHIEVING  COMPLIANCE  WITH  THOSE  LIMITS.  Rewrites  Senate  committee  substitute  which 
directed  Environmental  Management  Comm’n  to  adopt  standards  and  plans  for  implementation  of  programs  to 
control  emissions  of  oxides  of  nitrogen  and  sulfur  dioxide  and  to  set  environmental  compliance  expenditure 
recovery  factor. 

Emission  standards.  Sets  standards  for  investor-owned  public  utility  (as  defined  in  GS  62-3)  for  collective 
emissions  of  oxides  of  nitrogen  (NOx)  and  sulfur  dioxide  (S02),  beginning  Jan.  1,  2007.  Utilities  are  classified 
according  to  amount  of  emissions  in  2000,  and  future  emission  limits  are  set  for  each  class.  Permits  utility  to 
determine  how  it  will  achieve  collective  emissions  limits.  Does  not  limit  authority  of  Comm’n  to  impose  limitations 
of  emissions  of  NOx  and  S02  from  individual  coal-fired  generation  unit  owned  or  operated  by  investor-owned 
public  utility.  Authorizes  Governor  to  enter  agreement  with  investor-owned  public  utility  under  which  utility 
voluntarily  agrees  to  transfer  to  state  any  emissions  allowances  acquired  pursuant  to  federal  statutes  and 
regulations.  Provides  that  any  such  agreement  is  binding  and  enforceable  by  specific  performance.  Amends  GS 
143-215.108,  which  requires  permit  from  Comm’n,  before  person  engages  in  any  of  specified  activity  that 
contravenes  or  is  likely  to  contravene  new  standards. 

Penalties  for  violations.  Amends  GS  143-215.1 14A(a)  to  provide  that  civil  penalty  of  not  more  than  $10,000 
may  be  assessed  against  person  who  violates  emissions  limitations.  Adds  new  G.S.  143-215.1 14A(b1),  which 
authorizes  Sec’y  to  assess  a  civil  penalty  of  not  more  than  $10,000  per  day  for  violation  of  emissions  limitation.  In 
any  year,  penalty  may  be  assessed  from  day  limitation  was  first  exceeded  through  the  end  of  the  year.  Amends 
GS  143-215.1 1  B(f)  to  provide  that  person  who  negligently  violates  limitation  is  guilty  of  a  Class  2  misdemeanor 
and  may  be  fined  no  more  than  $15,000  per  day  of  violation,  though  fine  may  not  exceed  $200,000  for  each 
period  of  30  days  during  which  a  violation  continues.  Amends  GS  143-21 5.1 14B(g)  to  provide  that  person  who 
knowingly  and  willfully  violates  limitation  is  guilty  of  a  Class  H  felony  and  may  be  fined  no  more  that  $100,000  per 
day  of  violation,  though  fine  may  not  exceed  $500,000  for  each  period  of  30  days  during  which  a  violation 
continues.  Amends  GS  143-215.1 14B(h)(1)  to  provide  that  person  who  knowingly  violates  limitation  and  who 
knows  at  that  time  that  he  places  another  person  in  imminent  danger  of  death  or  serious  injury  is  guilty  of  a  Class 
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C  felony  and  may  be  fined  not  more  than  $250,00  per  day  of  violation,  though  fine  may  not  exceed  $1  million  for 
each  period  of  30  days  during  which  a  violation  continues. 

Environmental  compliance  costs  recovery.  New  GS  62-133.6  provides  for  environmental  compliance  cost 
recovery  for  investor-owned  public  utilities.  Allows  utilities  to  accelerate  the  cost  recovery  of  estimated 
environmental  compliance  costs  over  a  seven-year  period,  beginning  Jan.  1 ,  2003,  and  ending  Dec.  31 ,  2009. 
Defines  “costs”  and  sets  amounts  to  be  amortized,  although  estimated  amounts  do  not  define  or  limit 
expenditures  that  may  be  necessary  to  comply  with  limitations.  Sets  out  procedure  for  Comm’n  to  review 
compliance  costs.  Provides  that  base  rates  of  utilities  will  remain  unchanged  from  effective  date  of  act  through 
Dec.  31,  2007.  Authorizes  Comm’n  to  allow  adjustment  to  base  rates  or  deferral  of  costs  or  revenues,  due  to  one 
or  more  condition  set  out  in  act.  Comm’n  may  also  approve  reduction  in  rate  or  rates  for  customer  or  class  of 
customers  during  rate  freeze  if  utility  so  requests.  Permits  utility  to  recover  actual  compliance  costs,  less 
accelerated  cost  recovery,  in  adjustment  of  base  rates  effective  on  or  after  Jan.  1,  2008.  Directs  Sec’y  to  review 
annual  reports  from  utilities  to  determine  if  utility’s  proposed  actions  are  adequate  to  achieve  limitations. 

Other  provisions.  States  intent  of  General  Assembly  that  State  use  all  available  resources  and  means  to 
induce  other  states  and  entities  to  achieve  NOx  and  S02  emissions  reductions  on  comparable  schedule. 

Requires  Environmental  Management  Comm’n  to  study  desirability  and  feasibility  of  further  reductions  in 
emissions.  Requires  Div’n  of  Air  Quality  to  study  issues  related  to  monitoring  emissions  of  mercury  and  emissions 
of  C02  from  coal-fired  generating  plants  and  other  stationary  sources  of  air  pollution.  If  new  emissions  standards 
are  set,  the  costs  to  reduce  emissions  of  mercury  and  C02  are  not  recoverable  under  act,  except  to  extent 
reductions  occur  as  incidental  effects  of  reductions  of  emissions  of  NOx  and  S02. 

Effective  date.  Act  is  effective  when  it  becomes  law  except  GS  1 43-205. 107D(i)(agreements  between 
Governor  and  investor-owned  public  utility  for  transfer  of  emissions  allowances)  is  effective  retroactively  to  June 
1,  2002. 

S  1292.  REVENUE  LAW  CHANGES  1.  Intro.  6/10/02.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes 
to  1st  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  RAISE  REVENUE  TO  SUPPORT  THE  CURRENT  OPERATIONS  OF 
STATE  AND  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  AND  TO  UPDATE  THE  REFERENCE  DATE  TO  THE  INTERNAL 
REVENUE  CODE  TO  DEFINE  AND  DETERMINE  CERTAIN  STATE  TAX  PROVISIONS.  Replaces  blank  bill. 

Local  option  sales  tax.  Amends  GS  105-51 7(c)  to  authorize  counties  to  accelerate  additional  Vi  cent  local 
option  sales  tax  earliest  effective  date  from  July  1,  2003,  to  August  1,  2002.  Amends  GS  105-520,  effective  July 
1, 2002,  to  provide  for  quarterly,  not  monthly,  allocations  of  proceeds  until  July  1,  2003,  when  monthly 
distributions  resume.  Provides  that  state  retains  its  Vi  cent  of  proceeds  until  July  1, 2003.  Amends  GS  105-521  to 
provide  hold  harmless  distribution  for  counties  whose  projected  sales  tax  revenue  for  respective  fiscal  year  is  less 
than  its  reimbursement  amount;  county  receives  reimbursement  of  100%  of  difference.  County  whose  projected 
sales  tax  revenue  for  additional  %  cent  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  its  current  reimbursement  has  no  hold  harmless 
distribution.  Amends  GS  105-269. 14(b)  for  taxable  years  beginning  on  or  after  Jan.  1,  2002,  by  setting  new  tax 
distribution  formula.  Amends  GS  159-15  to  permit  a  local  government  to  amend  its  budget  ordinance  before  Jan. 
1,  if  after  July  1  the  government  receives  additional  and  unanticipated  revenues,  to  reduce  property  tax  levy. 
Amends  Sec.  34.15  of  SL  2001-424  to  repeal  reimbursements  to  local  governments,  effective  July  1,  2002. 
Reimbursements  repealed  include  amounts  distributed  to  a  local  government  to  compensate  for  revenue  lost  as  a 
result  of  the  state’s  repeal  of  the  property  tax  on  inventories,  poultry,  and  livestock;  intangibles  tax;  homestead 
exclusion  from  property  tax;  local  sale  and  use  taxes  on  food  purchased  with  food  stamps. 

Delay  2001  tax  breaks.  Amends  SL  2001-424  and  -476  and  GS  105-151.24  to  delay  effective  date  of  “sales 
tax  holiday”  from  August  2002  to  August  2003,  delay  phase-in  of  increase  in  the  standard  deduction  until  2003 
and  2004  tax  years,  and  delay  phase-in  of  child  care  tax  credit  until  the  2003  and  2004  tax  years. 

Update  Internal  Revenue  Code  References.  Amends  numerous  sections  of  GS  Ch.  105  to  bring  NC  statutes 
in  conformity  with  federal  tax  law  changes.  Amends  pension  tax  provisions  to  allow  taxpayers  to  contribute  more 
to  tax-deferred  retirement  accounts,  increase  amounts  taxpayers  can  contribute  to  IRAs  and  allows  taxpayers 
over  50  to  make  “catch-up”  contributions,  and  expands  types  of  eligible  tax-free  rollover  distributions  to  include 
distributions  from  various  plans.  Amends  education  tax  provisions  to  increase  annual  maximum  contribution  to 
education  IRAs  from  $500  to  $2,000;  allows  education  IRAs  to  be  used  for  grade,  middle,  and  high  school 
expenses;  provides  that  distributions  from  529  higher  education-savings  plans  are  income-tax  free  in  the  amount 
that  is  used  to  pay  qualified  higher  education  expenses.  Amends  estate  tax  provisions  to  conform  exemption 
limits  to  the  federal  exemption  limits  to  ensure  that  estates  in  NC  do  not  have  to  pay  state  tax  if  there  is  no  federal 
tax  due.  Does  not  conform  to  phase-out  of  state  death  tax  credit  for  two  years.  Federal  law  phases  out  credit  over 
next  four  years;  under  S  1 165,  a  decedent  dying  on  or  after  1/1/02  and  before  1/1/04  would  owe  NC  estate  tax  to 
the  same  extent  that  it  would  be  owed  without  regard  to  the  phase-out  of  the  credit.  Provision  sunsets  Jan.  1 , 
2004.  Amends  depreciation  provisions,  but  provisions  do  not  conform  to  federal  acceleration  provisions.  Federal 
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law  allows  a  30%  accelerated  depreciation  allowance  for  certain  assets  placed  in  service  after  9/11/01  and  before 
9/11/04.  S  1 165  provides  that  taxpayer  must  add-back  100%  of  accelerated  depreciation  in  the  year  accelerated 
depreciation  is  claimed  and  then,  in  tax  years  beginning  after  1/1/05,  taxpayer  may  deduct  amount  of  the  add- 
back  in  five  equal  installments. 

Unauthorized  substance  tax  expenses.  Amends  GS  105-501  to  allocate  to  local  governments  70%  of  the 
state’s  expenses  in  collecting  the  unauthorized  substance  tax;  allocation  would  come  from  local  sales  tax 
revenues,  not  from  the  unauthorized  substance  tax  proceeds. 

Insurance  regulatory  charge.  Sets  the  insurance  regulatory  charge  under  GS  58-6-25  at  6.5%,  the  same  rate 
as  last  year. 

Regulatory  fee  for  Utilities  Commission.  Sets  regulatory  fee  for  Utilities  Comm’n  under  GS  62-302(b)(2)  at 
0.1%  and  sets  electric  membership  corporation  regulatory  fee  under  GS  62-301  (b1)  at  $200,000,  the  same  fee  as 
last  year. 

Various  court  fees.  Increases  several  fees  effective  Oct.  1,  2002,  increase  applies  to  fees  assessed  or 
collected  on  or  after  that  date.  Amends  GS  15A-1371(i)  to  increase  the  fee  from  $100  to  $150  for  persons 
participating  in  Community  Service  Parole  Program  and  for  persons  serving  a  community  service  sentence. 
Amends  GS  15A-1343(c1)  to  increase  fee  from  $20  to  $30  per  month  for  any  person  placed  on  supervised 
probation.  Adds  new  GS  7A-38.7  to  set  a  dispute  resolution  fee  of  $75  for  criminal  cases  resolved  through  referral 
to  a  community  mediation  center.  Amends  GS  20-135.2A(e)  to  allow  assessment  of  court  costs  for  failure  to  wear 
a  seatbelt  and  for  failure  to  wear  a  motorcycle  helmet.  Amends  GS  7A-304(a)(4)  to  increase  costs  assessed  from 
$65  to  $75  for  cases  in  district  court  and  from  $72  to  $82  for  cases  in  superior  court.  Amends  GS  15A-145  and 
15A-146  and  GS  90-96  to  impose  fee  of  $65  for  petition  to  expunge  a  criminal  record. 

Except  as  indicated,  effective  when  act  becomes  law.  Provides  that  no  addition  to  tax  may  be  made  under 
GS  105-163.15  or  105-163.14  for  a  taxable  year  beginning  on  or  after  Jan.  1,  2002,  and  before  Jan.  1,  2003,  with 
respect  to  an  underpayment  or  corporate  or  individual  income  tax  to  the  extent  the  underpayment  was  affected  by 
the  act.

The  other  new  provisions  are  effective  Jan.  1,  2002. 

H  1508.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  BIOTERRORISM  PREPAREDNESS.  Intro.  6/4/02.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Requires  State  Health  Director  to  conduct  an  investigation  (was,  an 
epidemiologic  investigation)  if  director  reasonably  suspects  public  health  threat  caused  by  act  of  terrorism  exists. 

In  such  circumstances,  adds  authority  of  State  Health  Director  to  limit  the  freedom  of  movement  or  action  of  a 
person  or  animal  when  risk  of  conveyance  of  contamination  exists.  Adds  authority  of  State  Health  Director  to  limit 
access  by  person  or  animal  to  area  or  facility  contaminated  with,  or  reasonably  suspected  of  being  contaminated 
with,  chemical  or  nuclear  agent  that  may  be  conveyed  to  other  persons  or  animals.  Deletes  amendment  to  GS 
166A-5  that  required  State  Health  Director  to  develop  the  public  health  portion  of  the  State  emergency 
management  plan.  Adds  amendment  to  GS  166A-5  to  require  Sec’y  of  Crime  Control  and  Public  Safety  to 
coordinate  with  State  Health  Director  to  amend  or  revise  State  Emergency  Operations  Plan  regarding  public 
health  matters  and  sets  out  some  requirements  for  revisions  of  Plan.  Amends  GS  130A-1 45(b)  to  clarify  that 
authorized  health  care,  law  enforcement,  or  emergency  medical  services  personnel  have  access  to  quarantine  or 
isolation  premises  as  necessary  in  conducting  their  duties.  Adds  to  amendment  of  GS  130A-12.1  that  unit  of  state 
or  local  government,  as  well  as  health  care  provider,  may  report  to  State  Health  Director  or  local  health  director 
situation  that  may  indicate  use  of  nuclear,  biological,  or  chemical  weapon  of  mass  destruction.  Adds  to 
amendment  to  GS  106-307.2  that  State  Veterinarian  must  notify  Director  of  Div’n  of  Environmental  Health  in  Dep’t 
of  Environment  and  Natural  Resources,  as  well  as  State  Health  Director,  of  potential  outbreak  of  disease  or 
condition  that  can  be  transmitted  to  humans.  Amends  GS  143-518  to  provide  that  medical  records  of  Dep’t  of 
Health  and  Human  Service  and  EMS  providers  may  be  released  to  State  Health  Director  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  the  public  health.  Adds  repeal  of  GS  130A-152(b)(second  measles  immunization  for  child  immunized 
before  first  birthday). 

H  1515.  MH/DD/SA  COMMISSION  CHANGES.  Intro.  6/4/02.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Makes  changes  to  several  categories  of  appointment  to  Comm’n.  Provides  that  no  more 
than  two  (was,  three)  consumers  of  mental  health  services  or  immediate  family  members  of  consumers  shall  be 
selected  by  Coalition  2001  or  its  successor  organization;  makes  same  change  with  regard  to  consumers  of 
developmental  disabilities  services  or  immediate  family  members  of  consumers.  Two  (was,  three)  members  who 
are  professionals  licensed  or  certified  under  GS  Ch.  90  or  Ch.  90B  must  be  practicing,  teaching,  or  conducting 
research  in  the  field  of  developmental  disabilities.  One  member  must  be  a  “qualified  professional’’  as  defined  in 
GS  122C-3(31)  who  has  experience  in  the  field  of  developmental  disabilities.

STUDENTS  AND  TO  APPROPRIATE  FUNDS  FOR  THOSE  INCENTIVE  AWARDS.  Under  GS  1 15C-105.35  the 
ABCs  accountability  program  sets  a  performance  standard  for  each  public  school,  and  incentive  awards  for 
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employees  are  contingent  on  the  school’s  performance.  Act  amends  G.S.  1 15C-105.35  to  require  the  State 
Board  of  Education  to  set  annua,  performance  measures  for  each  school  to  measure  the  growth  in  performance 
not  just  of  all  students  in  a  school  but  also  of  racial  and  ethnic  subgroups  within  the  student  body.  Provides  that 
the  same  performance  standard  applies  to  all  subgroups  and  that  all  subgroups  must  meet  the  school’s  standard 
in  order  for  a  school  to  meet  its  annual  performance  standard.  Appropriates  $79,832,000  for  2002-2003  from 
General  Fund  to  Dep’t  of  Public  Instruction  for  incentive  awards  under  the  ABCs  Program.  Effective  July  1 ,  2002.

S  1389.  HIGH-RISK  HEALTH  INSURANCE  POOL.  TO  MAKE  AVAILABLE  COMPREHENSIVE  HEALTH 
INSURANCE  FOR  HIGH-RISK  INDIVIDUALS  THROUGH  A  HIGH-RISK  POOL  Adds  new  Part  6  to  Art.  50  of  GS 
Ch.  58,  creating  a  nonprofit  NC  Health  Insurance  High-Risk  Pool,  of  which  all  insurers  issuing  health  benefit  plans 
in  the  state  on  or  after  January  1,  2002,  are  members.  Provides  for  7-member  board  of  directors  to  be  elected  at 
pool’s  initial  organizational  meeting  or,  if  that  does  not  occur,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Comm’r  of  Insurance.  Board 
must  include  a  consumer  representative,  representatives  of  two  businesses  other  than  the  insurance  industry, 
and  at  least  two  domestic  insurance  companies  selling  health  insurance  in  the  state,  including  the  one  selling  the 
largest  amount  of  health  insurance  in  the  state.  Sets  out  power  and  duties  of  the  board,  including  development  of 
a  plan  of  operation  that  must  be  approved  by  the  Comm’r.  Exempts  the  pool  from  taxes  under  Art.  8B  of  GS  Ch. 
105.  Sets  out  eligibility  requirements  for  pool  coverage,  including  rejection  of  similar  coverage  for  health  reasons, 
medical  condition  or  history  on  list  the  board  develops,  and  being  a  resident  dependent  of  a  person  who  is 
eligible.  Specifies  conditions  under  which  it  is  an  unfair  trade  practice  for  an  insurer  to  refer  an  individual 
employee  to  the  pool.  Sets  out  criteria  for  a  plan  administrator  to  be  selected  by  the  board.  Describes  method  of 
setting  premium  rates  and  factors  the  board  must  consider  in  establishing  plan  coverage.  Includes  immunity  and 
indemnity  provisions  for  pool  members.  Requires  initial  organizational  meeting  to  be  held  within  90  days  of  the 
date  the  act  becomes  law.  Requires  board  to  report  to  the  Comm’r  of  Insurance  and  specifies  required  contents  of 
the  report.  Effective  July  1,  2002,  appropriates  $75,000  for  2002-2003  from  General  Fund  to  Dep’t  of  Insurance,  to 
be  placed  in  a  special  Reserve  for  Health  Insurance  High-Risk  Pool  and  allocated  for  reasonable  expenses  of  the 
board  in  developing  the  pool  benefit  plan.  Certain  statutory  provisions  relating  to  the  plan  become  effective  Jan.  1, 
2004,  only  if  a  method  of  fully  financing  the  Comprehensive  Health  Insurance  Benefit  Plan  for  High-Risk 
Individuals  is  enacted  by  the  2003  General  Assembly  and  becomes  law.

Local  privilege  tax  on  electric  power  companies.  Adds  new  GS  105-116.2  authorizing  a  city  to  levy  an  annual 
privilege  tax  on  an  electric  power  company.  Provides  that  tax  rate  must  be  at  3.09%  of  the  company’s  taxable 
gross  receipts  from  sales  of  electricity,  electric  lights,  current,  or  power  in  city  less  gross  receipts  reported  under 
GS  105-1 66(b)(2).  Sets  out  procedures  for  levying  and  administering  tax  and  for  distributing  tax  proceeds. 
Provides  that  so  long  as  a  city  is  authorized  to  levy  this  tax,  no  city  may  impose  or  collect  any  greater  franchise, 
privilege,  or  license  taxes,  in  the  aggregate,  on  the  businesses  taxed  under  this  section,  than  was  imposed  and 
collected  on  or  before  Jan.  1 ,  1 947.  Amends  GS  1 05-1 1 6  to  provide  that  an  electric  power  company  is  allowed  a 
credit  against  franchise  or  privilege  tax  imposed  by  this  section  on  its  gross  receipts  equal  to  the  tax  paid  on  those 
receipts  under  GS  105-1 16.2. 

Local  tax  on  piped  natural  gas.  Rewrites  GS  105-187.44  to  authorize  a  city  to  levy  an  excise  tax  on  piped 
natural  gas  received  for  consumption  in  the  city.  Sets  out  procedures  for  levying  and  administering  tax  and  for 
distributing  tax  proceeds.  Sets  tax  rate,  which  is  based  on  monthly  therm  volumes  of  piped  natural  gas  received 
by  the  end-user  of  the  gas.  Allows  credit  under  GS  105-187.41  for  tax  imposed  by  this  section. 

Distribution  of  part  of  telecommunications  tax  to  cities.  Amends  GS  105-1 64. 44F(c)  and  -164.44F(d)  to 
provide  that  the  share  of  telecommunications  tax  of  a  city  incorporated  before  Jan.  1 , 2002,  and  of  city  served  by 
a  telephone  membership  corporation  is  proportionate  share  of  amount  to  be  distributed  to  all  such  cities  minus  % 
of  its  electric  power  freeze  deduction  as  defined  in  act.

Rewrites  GS  105-129.8,  105-129.9,  105-129.4  to 
establish  tax  credit  tiers  and  thresholds  as  indicated  in  title,  effective  for  business  activities  that  occur  on  or  after 
Jan.  1,  2003.  Adds  to  GS  Ch.  105  new  Article  3E,  which  is  entitled  Job  Development-Investment  Grant  Program 
but  contains  no  substantive  provisions.  Extends  to  Jan.  1, 2004,  the  sunset  provision  applicable  to  the  tax  credits 
for  qualified  business  investments  under  Part  5  of  GS  Ch.  105.  Appropriates  from  General  Fund  to  the  Dep’t  of 
Commerce  for  2002-2003  $15  million  for  the  Industrial  Recruitment  Competitive  Fund.

Adds  new  GS  122C-123.2  to 
require  prompt  payment  from  an  area  authority  or  county  program  to  claimant  (a  health  care  provider  or  facility 
that  provides  services  under  contract  with  area  authority  or  county  program).  “Health  care  facility”  is  a  facility 
licensed  under  GS  Ch  122  or  Ch  131E  or  is  owned  or  operated  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina  in  which  health 
services  are  provided  to  patients.  Provides  that  within  30  days  after  receipt  of  invoice,  area  authority  or  county 
program  must  pay  invoice,  or  send  a  notice  of  denial  of  invoice,  or  a  notice  that  invoice  is  incomplete.  Sets  out 
requirements  for  notice  when  invoice  is  denied  or  incomplete.  Provides  that  payments  for  services  that  are  not 
made  in  accordance  with  this  section  shall  bear  interest  at  annual  percentage  rate  of  18%.  Provides  for  recovery 
of  overpayments  made  to  health  care  provider  or  health  care  facility.

Requires 
applicant  to  fund  feasibility  study  coordinated  and  directed  by  Dep’t  to  determine  if  project  is  a  qualified  project. 
Provides  formula  for  determining  amount  of  grant  based  on  net  sales  tax  and  net  privilege  tax  paid  by  qualified 
project.  Dep’t  of  Commerce  sets  grant  percentage,  but  act  limits  maximum  grant  as  percentage  of  total  project 
cost  by  enterprise  tier  (35%  for  tiers  1  and  2,  30%  for  tiers  3  and  4,  25%  for  tier  5).  Limits  use  of  grant  funds  to 
capital  costs,  including  debt  service.  Sets  out  application  process  and  requires  payment  of  $2,500  application  fee. 
Amends  GS  105-269.16  to  require  Dep’t  of  Revenue  to  annually  disburse  grants  under  this  program.  Effective

Directs  the  Auditor  to  report  the  results  of  the  audit  to  the  General  Assembly,  the  Joint  Legislative  Oversight 
Committee  on  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services,  the  Sec’y  of  Health  and 
Human  Services,  and  the  Governor  by  July  1,  2005.

S  1433.  INDEPENDENT  GOVERNMENT  REVIEW  COMM./FUNDS  (=H  1710).  CREATING  THE  INDEPENDENT 
GOVERNMENT  REVIEW  COMMISSION  AND  APPROPRIATING  FUNDS  FOR  THE  WORK  OF  THE 
COMMISSION.  Identical  to  H  1710,  introduced  06/13/02. 

Intro,  by  Hoyle,  Kerr,  Moore,  Rucho. 

To  be  referred  6-1 8  STUDY,  APPROP 

S  1434.  GUN  TRAFFICKING.  TO  INCREASE  THE  ENFORCEMENT  OF  STATE  LAWS  TO  COMBAT  GUN 
TRAFFICKING.  Establishes  new  GS  114,  art.  6A,  to  establish  a  Crime  Gun  Interdiction  Program.  Creates  within 
the  N.C.  Dep’t  of  Justice  a  Crime  Gun  Interdiction  Task  Force  to  develop  and  carry  out  a  strategy  for  stopping  the 
movement  of  illegal  guns  into  and  out  of  North  Carolina.  Establishes  a  Task  Force  Policy  Board  to  consist  of 
Attorney  General,  Sec’y  of  Crime  Control  and  Public  Safety,  State  Bureau  of  Investigation  Director,  an  agent  from 
the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  and  Firearms,  a  representative  from  the  N.C.  Sheriffs’  Ass'n,  N.C.  District 
Attorneys’  Ass’n,  N.C,  Fraternal  Order  of  Police,  N.C.  Police  Benevolent  Ass’n,  the  U.S.  Attorneys  from  the  three 
North  Carolina  districts,  the  state  coordinators  of  the  Project  Safe  Neighborhoods  Program,  one  gubernatorial 
appointee,  one  member  appointed  by  the  House  Speaker,  and  one  member  appointed  by  the  President  Pro  Tern 
of  the  Senate.  Directs  the  Policy  Board  to  develop  policies,  commission  an  annual  report,  apply  for  federal 
monies,  and  develop  a  firearm  trafficking  education  program. 

Amends  GS  14-2.2  to  make  it  a  Class  I  felony  to  remove  or  obliterate  a  serial  number  on  a  firearm.  Amends 
GS  14-41 5. 1(a)  to  make  it  a  Class  F  felony  for  a  felon  to  possess  a  firearm  with  a  barrel  length  of  less  than  18 
inches  or  an  overall  length  of  26  inches,  or  any  weapon  of  mass  destruction  (was  Class  G  felony).  Effective  Dec. 
1,  2002,  with  respect  to  offenses  committed  on  or  after  that  date 

Adds  new  GS  Ch.  14,  art.  53D  (“Mental  Health  Records  Access").  Establishes  a  database  to  be  administered 
by  the  N.C.  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  of  those  persons  who  have  been  found  to  be  mentally 
incompetent  or  that  have  been  involuntarily  committed.  Establishes  a  procedure  for  allowing  such  persons  to 
obtain  a  permit  to  carry  a  concealed  handgun  or  to  purchase  a  weapon  under  GS  14-404.  Makes  this  part 
effective  only  after  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  obtains  federal  funding  to  implement  this  authority.

S  1435.  TRAUMA  CENTER  STUDY/FEE.  TO  SUPPORT  THE  WORK  OF  TRAUMA  CENTERS  ACROSS  THE 
STATE  THROUGH  AN  INCREASE  IN  THE  FEE  CHARGED  FOR  RESTORING  DRIVERS  LICENSES  REVOKED 
FOR  ALCOHOL-RELATED  OFFENSES  AND  TO  CREATE  THE  STATEWIDE  TRAUMA  SYSTEM  STUDY 
COMMISSION. 

License  restoration  fee  raised.  Amends  GS  20-1 6. 5(j)  to  raise  the  license  restoration  fee  for  person  whose 
license  is  revoked  for  alcohol-related  offenses  from  $50  to  $150.  Provides  that  $25  of  fee  will  be  used  to  fund 
statewide  chemical  alcohol  testing  program  and  $100  will  be  credited  to  a  nonreverting  account  in  Office  of 
Emergency  Services,  Div’n  of  Facility  Services  of  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  for  development  and 
operation  of  statewide  trauma  system.  Prohibits  use  of  these  funds  until  the  comm’n  established  in  act  has  made 
recommendations  that  have  been  acted  upon  by  General  Assembly.  Effective  July  1,  2002,  and  applies  to  costs 
collected  on  or  after  that  date. 

Statewide  Trauma  System  Study  Comm’n.  Establishes  Comm’n  of  21  members  to  study  the  delivery  of 
emergency  medical  services  in  NC.  Requires  Comm’n  to  submit  final  written  report  and  recommendations  to  2005 
General  Assembly;  Comm’n  terminates  when  final  report  is  filed.  Allows  Comm’n  to  file  progress  reports  to  2003 
General  Assembly,  including  recommendations  for  best  use  of  funds.  Directs  Legislative  Services  Comm’n  to 
allocate  funds  for  Comm’n  expenses  from  funds  appropriated  to  the  General  Assembly.

S  1437.  INDEPENDENT  REDISTRICTING  COMMISSION.  TO  AMEND  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA 
CONSTITUTION  TO  ESTABLISH  AN  INDEPENDENT  REDISTRICTING  COMMISSION.  Amends  NC 
Constitution  to  remove  authority  of  General  Assembly  to  redistrict  the  state  for  the  purpose  of  electing  members  of 
the  General  Assembly  and  members  of  the  US  House  of  Representatives  and  gives  that  authority  to  new 
Independent  Redistricting  Commission.  Provides  for  submission  of  question  whether  to  make  this  change  to 
voters  at  general  election  in  Nov.  2002.  Adds  new  Sec.  25  to  Art.  II  of  NC  Constitution,  establishing  nine-member 
Comm’n.  Provides  that  Comm’n  must  adopt  plans  for  revising  the  senate  districts  and  representative  districts  and 
US  House  of  Representative  district  and  that  these  plans  have  the  force  and  effect  of  acts  of  the  General 
Assembly.  Prohibits  Comm’n  from  considering  political  affiliation  of  voters,  voting  data  from  previous  elections, 
location  of  incumbents’  residences,  or  demographic  data  from  sources  other  than  US  Bureau  of  the  Census. 
Allows  use  of  census  racial  and  ethnic  data  only  to  comply  with  US  Constitution  and  laws.  Provides  that  if  a  plan 
adopted  by  Comm’n  is  declared  invalid,  Comm’n  must  adopt  new  plan.  Permits  General  Assembly  to  assign  to 
Comm’n  the  duty  of  adopting  districting  and  redistricting  plans  for  any  county,  city,  town,  special  district,  or  other 
governmental  subdivision  if  the  governing  board  of  the  unit  or  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  so  requests. 
Amends  Sec.  3,  Sec.  5,  and  Subsection  (5)  of  Sec.  22  of  Art.  II  of  NC  Constitution  accordingly.

S  1440.  TEMP.  REVENUE  INCREASES  TO  PROTECT  CHILDREN.  TO  PROTECT  OUR  CHILDREN  BY 
INSTITUTING  TEMPORARY  REVENUE  INCREASES  BY  TRANSFERRING  FUNDS  TO  THE  GENERAL  FUND 
FROM  THE  TOBACCO  SETTLEMENT  FUNDS,  BY  ELIMINATING  BILL  LEE  ACT  CREDITS  IN  TIERS  FOUR 
AND  FIVE,  BY  REINSTATING  THE  CORPORATE  INCOME  TAX  TO  PREVIOUS  LEVELS,  BY  ENACTING  A 
SURTAX  ON  HIGHER-INCOME  INDIVIDUALS,  BY  TRANSFERRING  MONEY  FROM  HIGHWAY  TRUST  FUND, 
AND  BY  APPLYING  THE  SALES  TAX  TO  CERTAIN  PROFESSIONAL  SERVICES.

2A  to  require  all  taxpayers  to  pay  an  income  tax  surtax  of  2%  of  the  tax 
otherwise  payable  for  tax  years  2002,  2003,  and  2004;  (2)  amends  GS  105-164.3(34)  and  (35)  to  impose  a  414  % 
sales  tax  (privilege  tax)  on  the  following  professional  services:  legal  services,  advertising,  computer  services, 
consulting,  engineering,  and  accounting,  effective  July  1,  2002;  (3)  excludes  provision  for  increasing  the 
corporate  income  tax  rate  from  6.9%  to  7.75%  for  tax  years  2002,  2003,  and  2004;  (4)  excludes  transfer  of  all  of 
the  funds  credited  to  the  Health  Trust  Account  and  all  of  the  funds  credited  to  the  Health  Trust  Account  from  the

S  1441.  EXEMPT  ARBORETUM  FROM  UMSTEAD  ACT.  TO  EXEMPT  CERTAIN  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE 
UNIVERSITY  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  INCLUDING  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  ARBORETUM,  FROM  THE 
UMSTEAD  ACT.  Adds  new  GS  66-58(b)(8a)  to  provide  that  the  act  does  not  apply  to  the  operation  of  gift  shops, 
snack  bars,  and  food  service  facilities  connected  to  any  of  UNO’s  public  exhibition  spaces,  including  the  NO 
Arboretum,  provided  the  profits  are  used  to  support  the  operation  of  the  public  exhibition  space,  and  amends  GS 
66-58(b){20)  to  provide  that  the  act  does  not  apply  to  public  exhibition  spaces  owned  by  UNO.  Effective  July  1,

Amends  GS  14-1 13.23  to 
define  financial  identity  fraud  as  an  unfair  or  deceptive  practice  and  authorizes  Attorney  General  to  investigate 
complaints.  Adds  new  GS  ch.  75,  art.  4  (“Financial  Identity  Fraud  Prevention  and  Assistance  to  Victims”).  Adds 
GS  75-1 01  to  generally  prohibit  credit  card  provider  from  reproducing  more  than  the  last  five  digits  of  the  credit 
card  account  number  and  the  card  expiration  date  on  any  receipt  made  available  to  the  cardholder.  Adds  GS  75- 
102  to  restrict  a  business  from  discarding  a  record  containing  certain  personal  information  unless  it  destroys.

Contingency  and  Emergency  Fund  Allocations 

Changes  appropriation  to  fund  for  2002-2003  from  S5  million  to  S10  million. 

Payroll  Deductions  for  Certain  Employees  and  Retirees 

Amends  GS  143-3, 3(g)  and  135-18.8  to  authorize  an  employee  of  a  local  board  of  education  or  a  state 
employee  or  retiree  who  is  a  member  of  a  domiciled  employees'  or  retirees'  association  with  at  least  40  OOC 
members,  the  majority  of  whom  are  active  or  retired  public  school  teachers,  to  have  dues  and  contributions  to  the 
association  deducted  from  salary  or  retirement  benefits. 

Public  Schools 

Teacher  Salary  Schedule.  Adjusts  the  teacher  salary  schedule  for  2002-2003  to  provide  for  no  increase  fc- 
teachers  between  2001-2002  and  2002-2003.  Maintains  incentive  payments  under  the  ABCs  of  Public  Education 
Program  at  the  2001-2002  level. 

Principals  and  assistant  principals.  Makes  the  same  change  in  principal  and  assistant  principal  salary 
schedules.  Provides  that  principals  and  assistant  principals  are  to  continue  receiving  any  additional  state-funded 
percentage  increases  earned  in  1997-98,  1998-99,  and  1999-2000  for  improvement  in  student  performance  or 
maintaining  a  safe  and  orderly  school. 

Instructional  supplies.  Eliminates  provision  supplying  each  teacher  with  funds  to  purchase  $100  of 
classroom  instructional  supplies  and  substitutes  a  provision  directing  the  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight 
Committee  to  study  the  viability  of  the  state's  contracting  with  on-line  school  supply  vendors  to  allow  teachers  free 
access  to  a  specific  amount  of  school  supplies,  textbooks,  test,  and  other  classroom  related  materials  Report 
due  by  Jan.  15,  2003. 

Conversion  of  accumulated  leave  time.  Amends  GS  1 15C-302.1  to  make  the  following  change:  under 
current  law,  a  teacher  who  has  accumulated  more  than  30  vacation  days  at  the  end  of  a  school  year  is  to  (1 )  be 
paid  for  any  vacation  days  the  teacher  had  to  forfeit  because  of  required  attendance  at  workdays  and  (2)  to  have 
the  remainder  converted  to  sick  leave;  the  committee  substitute  eliminates  the  first  of  these  two,  providing  that  all 
accumulation  above  30  days  is  to  be  converted  to  sick  leave.  Applies  only  to  leave  days  accumulated  after  the 
effective  date  of  the  act. 

Department  of  Public  Instruction  study.  Directs  the  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management  to  issue  a 
request  for  proposals  for  an  analysis  of  the  structure  and  operation  of  DPI,  including  consolidation  of  functions 
with  other  agencies  and  automation  of  functions. 

Curriculum  Review  Schedule.  Current  GS  115C-12(9a)  requires  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  implement 
a  process  to  align  state  programs  and  support  materials  (including  textbook  criteria,  support  materials,  state  tests, 
and  teacher  preparation)  with  its  revised  academic  content  standards  in  reading,  writing,  mathematics,  science, 
history,  geography,  and  civics  every  five  years.  Committee  substitute  inserts  “on  a  regular  basis’’  in  place  of 
“every  five  years." 

Reporting  dates  for  studies.  Extends  to  dates  in  2003  the  required  reports  for  the  following  studies,  which 
currently  have  reporting  dates  in  2002:  Supplemental  Funding  in  Low-Wealth  Counties;  Small  School  System 
Supplemental  Funding;  Textbook  Distribution;  Salaries  of  School  Food  Service  Workers  and  Custodians;  Salary 
Differentials  for  Instructional  Support  Personnel;  Fairness  in  Testing;  and  Professional  Development  for  School 
Personnel.  Also  repeals  Sec.  8.9  of  SL  2001-491  (study  of  tuition  rates  for  noncitizen  immigrant  students). 

Performance-Based  licensure  program.  Amends  GS  1 15C-296(b),  which  directs  the  State  Board  of 
Eduoation  to  develop  rigorous  standards  for  continuing  certification  of  publio  school  teachers,  to  provide  that  the 
standards  are  not  to  include  a  portfolio  requirement.  Repeals  Seo.  28.19  of  SL  2001-424,  whioh  permitted 
teachers  under  initial  certification  to  receive  up  to  three  days  of  approved  leave  during  the  second  and  third  years 
of  employment  to  work  on  their  performance-based  certification  submissions  or  to  consult  with  their  mentors. 

Study  of  coordination  of  central  office  duties.  Adds  provision  directing  the  State  Board  of  Eduoation  to  study 
whether  looal  school  administrative  units  can  effectively  and  efficiently  coordinate  central  office  operations  and 
functions  between  systems.  Report  due  in  2002. 
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Delay  high  school  exit  exams.  Sec.  8.27(f)  of  SL  1997-443  in  effect  directed  the  State  P'^ard  of  Education  to 
implement  high  school  exit  exams  as  soon  as  possible  after  2000.  This  committee  substitute  directs  the  state 
board  to  review  the  requirements  of  the  federal  “No  Child  Left  Behind  Act  of  2001"  before  completing  the 
development  of  the  exams  and  to  consider  whether  revisions  are  necessary  to  the  state  testing  program  and  to 
the  School-Based  Management  and  Accountability  Program. 

Teacher  alternative  entry  program.  GS  115C-296.1  provides  that  school  systems  may  hire  as  teachers 
individuals  who  have  a  college  degree  and  specified  relevant  experience,  despite  the  fact  that  those  individuals 
do  not  meet  the  teacher  certification  requirements.  That  statute  expires  Sept.  1,  2002.  This  committee  substitute 
extends  it  to  Sept.  1,  2006. 

Implementing  reductions.  Directs  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  notify  each  school  administrative  unit  of 
the  amount  the  unit  must  reduce  from  General  Fund  appropriations,  based  on  average  daily  membership.  Each 
unit  must  then  report  to  DPI  within  30  days  of  the  date  that  this  committee  substitute  becomes  law.  The 
committee  substitute  provides  that  the  General  Assembly  urges  units  to  make  every  effort  not  to  reduce  either 
direct  classroom  services  or  services  directly  targeted  to  at-risk  students  and  children  with  special  needs.  If 
reductions  in  those  areas  are  necessary,  the  unit  must  submit  an  explanation  to  DPI. 

Business  and  Education  Technology  Alliance.  Incorporates  provisions  of  H  1765,  introduced  June  13.  2002, 
except  (1)  changes  slightly  some  of  the  provisions  for  appointment  of  membership  and  (2)  does  not  include 
appropriation  provision. 

Community  Colleges 

Emphasis  on  regional  programs.  Amends  GS  1 15D-5(f)  to  state  the  intent  of  the  General  Assembly  to 
increase  the  number  of  regional  program  offerings  in  community  colleges  and  to  reduce  duplication  of  programs 
by  colleges  that  are  within  reasonably  close  proximity  to  each  other.  Directs  the  State  Board  of  Community 
Colleges  to  require  that  all  new  programs  that  it  approves  be  developed  using  a  regional  approach  and  to  approve 
new  programs  not  on  a  regional  approach  only  if  there  are  extreme  extenuating  circumstances  documented  by 
the  college  detailing  reasons  a  regional  program  is  not  feasible. 

Regional  economic  development  vision  plans.  Directs  the  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  and  the  Dep't 
of  Commerce  to  adopt  a  joint  policy  that  requires  development  of  five-year  vision  plans  for  the  economic 
development  regions  of  the  state.  The  policy  is  to  establish  a  task  force  for  each  region,  composed  of 
representatives  of:  the  regional  economic  development  commission,  the  president  and  board  of  trustees  of  the 
community  colleges  located  in  the  region,  and  any  additional  persons  as  may  be  designated  by  the  policy.  The 
vision  plan  for  each  region  is  to  include  realistic  economic  development  goals  and  identify  community  college 
courses  offered  or  needed  to  effectuate  the  vision  plan. 

FTE  for  law  enforcement  training.  Authorizes  the  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  to  adopt  temporary 
rules  clarifying  the  conditions  under  which  community  colleges  may  earn  budgeted  FTE  for  training  provided  to 
personnel  in  law  enforcement,  fire  and  rescue  services,  and  emergency  medical  service  agencies. 

System  study.  Directs  the  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  to  hire  an  outside  consultant  to  consider  (1) 
the  organization  and  structure  of  the  community  college  system,  the  number  of  colleges,  the  location  and  size  of 
the  colleges,  and  whether  the  state  could  realize  savings  by  consolidation  of  some  colleges  or  programs  and  (2) 
the  formula  used  to  fund  administration  of  the  colleges,  appropriate  funding  levels  for  administration  of  the 
colleges,  and  the  appropriate  number  of  administrative  staff  members  for  colleges  of  different  sizes. 

Universities 

Elizabeth  City  State  University  Pharmacy  School.  Directs  the  UNC  Board  of  Governors  to  establish  an 
accredited  and  fully-staffed  stand-alone  school  of  pharmacy  at  ECSU  by  the  2004-2005  academic  year. 

Collection  of  defaulted  student  loans.  Amends  various  provisions  of  GS  1 1 5C-363.23A  and  1 1 6-204  and 
adds  a  new  GS  1 15C-472.1  to  transfer  the  responsibility  for  collections  of  overdue  loans  under  the  Teaching 
Fellows  Program  and  the  Scholarship  Loan  Fund  for  Prospective  Teachers  from  the  Teaching  Fellows 
Commission  and  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  respectively,  to  the  State  Education  Assistance  Authority. 

Substitution  of  UNC  bond  projects.  Makes  three  changes  in  purposes  for  construction  spending  under  the 
bonds  authorized  by  SL  2000-3.  First,  at  North  Carolina  State  University,  substitutes  construction  of  Animal  and 
Food  Sciences  Facilities  for  the  Meat  Processing  Laboratory.  Second,  also  at  NCSU,  moves  approximately  SI. 3 
million  from  the  “Main  Campus-Infrastructure”  project  to  the  Animal  and  Food  Sciences  Facilities.  And  third,  at 
the  North  Carolina  School  of  the  Arts,  substitutes  construction  of  a  High  School  Student  Residential  Facility  for  thi 
original  college  student  Residential  Facility. 

UNC  campus  scholarships.  Consolidates  the  following  into  one  scholarship  fund  to  be  known  as  the  UNC 
Campus  Scholarships;  Minority  Presence  Grants;  Minority  Presence  Grants  11;  Incentive  Scholarship  Program  fo 
Native  Americans;  Elizabeth  City  State  University  Incentive  Program;  Incentive  Grants  for  Certain  Constituent  * 
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Institutions;  Freshman  Scholars  Programs;  and  Legislative  College  Opportunity  Program.  Funds  are  to  be 
distributed  among  the  UNC  constituent  institutions  in  the  same  amounts  as  before,  except  that  funds  allocated  for 
doctoral  study  are  to  be  distributed  evenly  among  the  campuses  with  doctoral  programs.  Only  NC  residents  are 
eligible.  The  chancellor  of  each  institution  is  to  define  goals  and  guidelines  for  that  campus’s  use  of  UNC 
Campus  Scholarships  for  undergraduates,  which  use  is  to  include  the  increase  in  diversity  (unless  a  campus  has 
determined  that  it  has  sufficient  diversity  in  its  undergraduate  student  population  to  provide  the  educational 
benefits  of  diversity)  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law.  The  State  Education  Assistance  Authority  is  to  administer  the 
fund. 

UNC  mailing  list  duplication.  Each  UNC  constituent  institution  is  required  by  sec  10. 11  of  SL  1999-237  to 
provide  specified  tax  credit  information  to  its  students  and  their  parents  when  notice  goes  out  of  tuition  and  fees 
for  a  each  year.  This  committee  substitute  changes  the  requirement  to  “students  or  parents.” 

Budget  reduction  reports.  Requires  each  chancellor  to  report  to  the  UNC  president,  the  president  to  report  to 
the  Board  of  Governors,  and  the  board  to  report  to  the  Fiscal  Research  Division,  on  reductions  made  to  General 
Fund  budget  codes  in  order  to  meet  necessary  reductions. 

Out-of-state  institutions  with  NC  campuses.  Incorporates  the  substantive  provisions  of  two  identical  bills — S 
1362  and  H  1625,  both  introduced  June  12,  2002. 

Health  and  Human  Services-Administration 

Information  technology  positions.  Delays  from  June  30,  2003,  to  June  30,  2005,  the  expiration  date  on 
authorization  of  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  employ  individuals  in  temporary,  time-limited  positions 
to  implement  federal  requirements  under  the  Health  Insurance  Portability  and  Accountability  Act  of  1996. 

Consolidation  of  Divisions.  Consolidates  into  one  new  division  (to  be  named  later)  three  current  divisions: 
Services  for  the  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing;  Services  for  the  Blind;  and  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Services. 

Directs  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  develop  a  plan  for  reducing  the  budget  of  the  three  by  a  total 
of  $750,000,  through  consolidation  of  administration,  consolidation  of  district  offices,  and  streamlining  client 
services  delivery. 

Adult  day  care  and  adult  day  health  program  staffing  study.  Directs  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services, 
Office  of  Long-Term  Care,  to  conduct  the  cited  study,  comparing  NC  to  other  states  and  comparing  cited 
programs  with  adult  care  homes,  assisted  living  facilities,  and  nursing  homes.  Study  is  to  recommend  changes  to 
existing  policies  and  report  to  Fiscal  Research  Division  by  Dec.  1,  2002. 

Report  on  services  to  older  adults.  Directs  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  Office  of  Long-Term 
Care,  to  report  to  appropriations  committees  in  the  House  and  Senate  and  to  the  Fiscal  Research  Division,  by 
Feb.  1,  2003,  on  the  identification  of  all  state  agencies  that  provide  services  to  adults  age  60  and  over,  on  all 
resources  available  (state,  federal,  and  local),  and  on  plans  for  reducing  administration  through  the  consolidation 
of  functions  throughout  divisions  within  DHHS. 

Report  on  rural  health  loan  repayment  incentive  program.  Directs  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services, 
Office  of  Rural  Health,  to  assess  the  cited  program,  consider  whether  it  should  be  continued,  and  identify  ways  to 
recruit  additional  providers  to  rural  areas  within  existing  funds.  Report  required  to  appropriations  committees  in 
the  House  and  Senate  and  to  the  Fiscal  Research  Division,  by  Dec.  1,  2002. 

Consolidation  of  maintenance  activities.  Directs  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  develop  a  plan 
to  consolidate  building  maintenance  activities  at  the  NC  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Morganton,  the  Western  Carolina 
Center,  and  Broughton  Hospital,  to  identify  other  facilities  throughout  the  state  that  are  in  close  proximity  to  one 
another  and  assess  the  feasibility  of  consolidating  maintenance  activities,  and  report  to  appropriations  committees 
in  the  House  and  Senate  and  to  the  Fiscal  Research  Division,  by  Dec.  1,  2002. 

Prompt  payment  of  invoices.  Adds  new  GS  122C-141.1  requiring  that  mental  health  area  authorities  and 
county  programs  must,  within  30  days  of  receipt  of  an  invoice,  provide  payment,  provide  notice  of  denial  of 
payment,  or  provide  notice  that  additional  information  is  necessary  for  payment.  Notice  of  denial  is  to  include 
specific  good-faith  reasons  for  the  denial.  Notice  that  more  information  is  needed  is  to  contain  itemization  of 
information  needed.  Payments  made  after  the  30-day  limit  are  to  be  accompanied  by  interest  at  an  annualized 
rate  of  18%.  Providers  of  services  must  be  allowed  at  least  180  days  after  provision  of  services  to  provide 
invoices. 

Provider  credentialing  by  health  insurance  plans.  Amends  GS  58-3-230(a),  which  governs  insurers  that 
provide  health  benefit  plans  and  that  credential  providers  for  their  networks.  Provides  that  if  an  application  by 
such  an  insurer  is  approved,  and  a  health  care  practitioner  is  subsequently  contracted  to  participate  in  the  plan’s 
network,  the  date  on  which  the  credentialing  application  was  approved  by  the  plan  is  to  be  the  effective  date  of 
the  network  participation  contract. 
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Health  and  Human  Services — Division  of  Medical  Assistance 

Medicaid  payment  bases.  Sec.  21.19  of  SL  2001-424  sets  out  the  payment  bases  upon  which  Medicaid 
payments  are  made  to  providers.  This  committee  substitute  amends  that  section  (1)  to  specify  that  residents  of 
nursing  facilities  who  are  eligible  for  Medicare  nursing  facility  coverage  must  be  placed  in  a  Medicare  certified  bed 
and  that  Medicaid  will  cover  facility  services  only  after  payments  have  been  made  by  Medicare;  (2)  to  provide 
that  payment  is  limited  to  Medicaid  enrolled  providers  that  provide  evidence  of  medical  malpractice  insurance 
coverage  or  purchase  a  performance  bond  in  the  amount  of  $50,000  naming  as  beneficiary  the  Dep’t  of  Health 
and  Human  Services,  Division  of  Medical  Assistance;  (3)  to  specify  that  in  determining  whether  a  pregnant 
woman  is  eligible  for  Medicaid  coverage  by  virtue  of  having  income  less  than  185%  of  the  federal  poverty 
guideline,  the  income  of  a  minor's  parents  is  to  be  counted;  (4)  to  add  a  requirement  that  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and 
Human  Services  is  to  identify  adequate  funds  to  support  the  implementation  and  first  year’s  operational  costs  that 
exceed  the  currently  allocated  funds  for  the  new  contract  for  the  fiscal  agent  for  the  Medicaid  Management 
Information  System;  (5)  to  provide  that  the  Dep’t  may  apply  federal  transfer  of  assets  policies  to  real  property 
excluded  as  tenancy-in-common  or  as  nonhomesite  property  made  “income  producing"  (this  last  provision 
effective  no  earlier  than  Oct.  1,  2002);  and  (6)  to  amend  GS  108A-70.5(b),  which  defines  “medical  assistance" 

(for  purposes  of  determining  Medicaid  costs  paid  and  to  be  recovered  from  estates  of  beneficiaries)  in  the  case  of 
recipients  55  years  of  age  and  older  as  medical  care  paid  for  by  Medicaid,  including  related  hospital  care  and 
prescription  drugs,  for  nursing  facility  services  and  home-  or  community-based  services,  adding  “personal  care 
services." 

Medicaid  savings  monitoring.  Directs  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  monitor  the  cost-savings 
activities  of  Carolina  ACCESS  II  and  Carolina  ACCESS  III  programs. 

Medicaid  case  management  reductions.  Directs  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  reduce  Medicaid 
expenditures  for  case  management  services  by  33%  for  fiscal  2002-2003.  Dep’t  may  consider  elimination  of 
duplicative  case  management  services,  consolidation  of  similar  case  management  services,  provision  of  only  one 
case  manager  per  family,  equitable  allocation  of  reductions  among  different  programs,  identification  of  adults  and 
children  with  greatest  case  management  needs,  and  reductions  in  administrative  costs  associated  with  providing 
case  manager  sen/ices  reimbursed  by  Medicaid.  Report  due  to  appropriations  committees  in  the  House  and 
Senate  and  to  the  Fiscal  Research  Division,  by  Oct.  1,  2002. 

Federal  v^aivers  study.  Directs  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  develop  a  plan  for  using  federal 
waivers  to  assist  in  long-term  cost  containment  for  the  state's  Medicaid  program.  Report  to  appropriations 
committees  in  the  House  and  Senate  and  to  the  Fiscal  Research  Division,  by  Feb.  1,  2003. 

Community  alternative  programs.  Directs  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  administer  all  CAP 
waivers  in  the  most  economical  and  efficient  manner  possible  to  support  within  funds  appropriated  the  maximum 
number  of  persons  meeting  participation  requirements  under  the  waiver.  Dep’t  is  to  amend  waivers,  as 
necessary,  to  ensure  that  participation  requirements  and  payment  and  service  limits  are  in  accordance  with  those 
reported  to  the  General  Assembly.  By  Oct.  1,  2002,  Dep’t  is  to  submit  to  appropriations  committees  in  the  House 
and  Senate  and  to  the  Fiscal  Research  Division  a  report  that  outlines  efficient  use  of  funds  and  that  demonstrates 
the  participation  requirements,  payment  and  service  limits,  and  other  administrative  actions  to  support  the 
maximum  number  of  persons.  CAP-DA  services  are  to  be  provided  in  fiscal  2002-2003  to  any  eligible  person  who 
entered  a  nursing  facility  on  or  before  June  1 ,  2002,  even  if  the  availability  of  CAP-DA  services  is  suspended  for 
that  year. 

Medicaid  hospital  payments.  Directs  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  reduce  Medicaid  payments 
to  hospitals  by  0.5%  for  fiscal  2002-2003.  Dep’t  is  to  evaluate  effect  on  future  of  financially  vulnerable  hospitals, 
and  act  to  have  the  least  impact  on  them. 

Medicaid  program  management.  Sec.  21 .26(b)  of  SL  2001-424  directed  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  to  implement  a  pharmacy  management  plan  to  achieve  Medicaid  cost  savings.  This  committee 
substitute  adds  a  provision  authorizing  the  Dep’t  to  adopt  temporary  rules  when  it  finds  that  rules  are  necessary  to 
clarify  recipient  appeal  rights  related  to  the  management  plan. 

A/C  Health  Choice.  Amends  GS  108A-70.21  to  make  the  following  changes  in  the  NC  Health  Insurance 
Program  for  Children:  (1)  In  setting  the  price  that  prescription  drug  providers  must  accept  in  full  payment, 
employs  the  wholesale  price  as  published  by  the  Centers  for  Medicare  and  Medicaid  Services  (current  law  uses 
the  price  as  published  by  the  Health  Care  Financing  Administration)  and  adds  a  dispensing  fee  of  $5.60  for 
generic  drugs  and  $4.00  for  brand-name  drugs  (current  law  calls  for  a  fee  to  be  set  by  the  dispenser  under  certain 
guidelines);  (2)  In  setting  reimbursements  that  other  providers  are  to  accept,  provides  that  they  must  accept  the 
maximum  allowable  charges  under  the  Medicaid  Program  (current  law  provides  the  maximum  allowable  charges 
under  the  Teachers’  and  State  Employees’  Comprehensive  Major  Medical  Plan);  (3)  Institutes  co-payments  for 
families  under  150%  of  the  federal  poverty  guidelines  of  $2  per  visit  per  child  (except  well-baby,  well-child,  and 
immunization  services)  to  a  provider,  $1  for  each  outpatient  generic  prescription  drug  purchases,  $3  for  each 
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brand-name  drug  purchased,  and  $10  for  each  emergency  room  visit,  with  certain  exceptions  (current  law 
provides  no  co-payments  for  people  in  this  low-income  group);  (4)  Changes  co-payments  for  families  above 
150%  to  $7  per  visit  per  child  (except  well-baby,  well-child,  and  immunization  services)  to  a  provider  (now,  $5),  $7 
per  child  for  each  outpatient  hospital  visit  (now,  $5),  $5  for  each  outpatient  generic  prescription  drug  purchases 
(now,  $6),  $10  for  each  brand-name  prescription  drug  purchased  (now,  $6),  and  $30  for  each  emergency  room 
visit  (now  $20). 

Medicaid  contracting  for  services.  Directs  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  ensure  that  Medicaid 
recipients  have  appropriate  access  to  durable  medical  equipment,  home  health  supplies,  and  home  infusion 
therapy,  and  authorizes  the  Dep’t  to  subcontract  for  services  to  provide  that  the  subcontract  ensures  this  access. 

Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services — Division  of  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and 
Substance  Abuse  Services 

Substance  abuse  prevention  services.  Directs  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  Division  of  Mental 
Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services,  to  designate  an  Office  of  Substance  Abuse 
Prevention,  to  be  responsible  for  implementation  of  the  goals  in  the  Comprehensive  Strategic  Plan  for  Substance 
Abuse  Prevention.  Directs  the  Dep’t  to  provide  only  those  prevention  services  that  are  evidence-based  and  have 
been  determined  to  be  effective  in  preventing  alcohol  and  other  drug  problems.  Report  due  to  appropriations 
committees  in  the  House  and  Senate  and  to  the  Fiscal  Research  Division,  by  Dec.  1,  2002. 

Private  agency  uniform  cost-finding  requirement.  Sec.  21.56  of  SL  2001-424  specified  that  the  Dep’t  of 
Health  and  Human  Services,  Division  of  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse 
Services  could  require  a  private  agency  that  provides  services  (except  hospital  services  with  established  Medicaid 
rates)  to  two  or  more  area  programs  to  complete  an  agency-wide  uniform  cost  finding.  This  committee  substitute 
adds  provisions  extending  the  provision  to  private  agencies  that  provide  services  to  only  one  area  program  or 
county  program  and  providing  that  if  an  agency  fails  to  provide  a  complete  and  timely  cost  finding,  the  Department 
may  suspend  all  funding  and  payment. 

Whitaker  School.  Sec.  21.61(a)  of  SL  2001-424  required  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  develop 
transition  plans  for  children  from  the  Whitaker  School.  This  committee  substitute  extends  that  requirement  to 
children  on  the  waiting  list  for  placement  at  the  Whitaker  School  and  extends  the  reporting  deadline  to  Jan.  1 , 
2003. 

Area  mental  health  administrative  costs.  Sec.  21 .65  of  SL  2001-424  required  area  and  county  mental  health, 
developmental  disabilities,  and  substance  abuse  authorities  to  develop  and  implement  plans  to  reduce  local 
administrative  costs.  This  committee  substitute  adds  a  provision  specifying  that  beginning  with  the  2002-2003 
fiscal  year,  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  may  implement  alternative  approaches  to  establish 
reasonable  administrative  cost  limitations  in  these  authorities. 

Mental  retardation  center  downsizing.  Sec.  21.67  of  SL  2001-424  required  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  to  plan  for  downsizing  the  state’s  regional  mental  retardation  facilities  by  4%.  This  committee  substitute 
adds  a  provision  specifying  that  downsizing  that  occurs  in  fiscal  2001-2002  is  to  be  maintained  in  fiscal  2002- 
2003,  and  that  downsizing  is  to  be  accomplished  in  accordance  with  the  State  Plan  for  Mental  Health, 
Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services.  Delays  reporting  date  on  downsizing  to  Oct.  1,  2002. 

State  psychiatric  hospital  bed  day  allocation  plan.  Sec.  21 .68A  of  SL  2001-424  required  the  Dep’t  of  Health 
and  Human  Services  to  develop  and  implement  a  plan  for  allocation  of  state  psychiatric  hospital  bed  days  among 
counties  served  by  the  state’s  regional  psychiatric  hospitals.  This  committee  substitute  delays  the  reporting  date 
on  the  plan  to  Nov.  1,  2002. 

MH/DD/SA  Consumer  Advocacy  Program.  Sec.  2  of  SL  2001-437  created  the  Mental  Health, 

Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services  Consumer  Advocacy  Program,  effective  only  if  funds 
were  appropriated  by  the  2002  General  Assembly.  This  committee  substitute  amends  the  statue  to  provide  that 
the  program  is  to  become  effective  only  if  funds  are  appropriated  by  the  2003  General  Assembly. 

DHHS  coordination  of  rules.  Directs  the  Secretary  of  DHHS  and  the  chairs  of  the  Commission  for  Mental 
Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services,  the  Social  Services  Commission,  the 
Commission  for  Health  Services,  the  Medical  Care  Commission,  and  other  commissions  that  adopt  rules  in  the 
areas  of  mental  health,  developmental  disabilities,  and  substance  abuse  to  collaborate  on  how  to  identify  on  a 
routine  basis  proposed  rules  that  are  duplicative  or  in  conflict.  Report  is  due  to  the  Joint  Legislative  Commission 
on  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services  by  Oct.  15,  2002. 

Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services — Division  of  Social  Services 

Special  needs  adoption  incentive  fund  reporting  date.  Sec.  21.42(d)  of  SL  2001-424  required  the  Dep't  of 
Health  and  Human  Services  to  report  on  the  use  of  money  from  the  cited  fund  by  April  1,  2002.  This  committee 
substitute  delays  that  date  to  April  1,  2003. 
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Child  welfare  systems  pilots  reports.  Sec.  21.46(a)  of  SL  2001-424  recired  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human 
Services,  Division  of  Social  Services,  to  develop  a  plan  in  up  to  10  demonstration  areas  for  alternative  response 
systems  for  reports  of  child  neglect.  This  committee  substitute  extends  that  to  include  reports  of  child 
dependency. 

Family  Resource  Centers  reporting  requirement.  Sec.  21.48(e)  of  SL  2001-424  required  the  Dep’t  of  Health 
and  Human  Services  to  report  on  its  evaluation  of  the  use  of  state  and  federal  funds  allocated  to  Family  Resource 
Centers  that  primarily  serve  families  with  minor  children.  This  committee  substitute  delays  that  report  to  May  1, 
2003. 

State/County  Special  Assistance.  Sec.  21.44(d)  of  SL  2001-424  set  the  maximum  monthly  Special 
Assistance  recipient  rate  for  residents  in  adult  care  home  facilities  at  $1,120.  This  committee  substitute  reduces  it 
to  $1,091. 

Electing  county  TANF  funds  revert.  Amends  GS  108A-27.1 1(c)  to  remove  provision  that  once  paid,  county 
block  grant  funds  under  the  Work  First  Family  Assistance  program  shall  never  revert. 

Adult  care  home  model  for  community-based  services.  Sec.  21 .54(b)  of  SL  2001-424  required  the  Dep't  of 
Health  and  Human  Services  to  report  on  progress  on  developing  a  model  project  for  delivering  community-based 
mental  health,  developmental  disabilities,  and  substance  abuse  housing  and  services  through  adult  care  homes 
that  have  excess  capacity  by  March  1,  2002.  This  committee  substitute  delays  the  deadline  to  March  1,  2003. 

Adult  care  home  resident  assessment  services  program.  Sec.  21 .35  of  SL  2001-424  required  the  Dep't  of 
Health  and  Human  Services  to  use  certain  funds  to  employ  personnel  to  conduct  the  cited  program.  This 
committee  substitute  repeals  the  section. 

State/County  Special  Assistance  rate  methodology.  Directs  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to 
develop  a  plan  for  setting  reimbursements  of  adult  care  homes,  with  specified  elements  to  be  included  in  the  cost 
reports.  The  Dep’t  is  to  apply  for  a  federal  waiver  to  pay  facilities  directly  for  residential  services  for  State  County 
Special  Assistance  Residents.  Report  due  to  appropriations  committees  in  the  House  and  Senate  and  to  the 
Fiscal  Research  Division,  by  Dec.  1,  2002. 

Governor’s  Advisory  Council  on  Aging.  Amends  GS  143B-181  to  require  biannual  rather  than  quarterly 
meetings. 

Reports.  Requires  Office  of  Education  Services  to  report  on  residential  schools  for  the  deaf  and  blind  by 
Dec.  1,  2002,  to  specified  legislative  committees.  Requires  final  report  from  the  Heart  Disease  and  Stroke 
Prevention  Task  Force  by  June  30,  2003.  Requires  report  on  newborn  hearing  screening  program  by  Jan.  1, 

2003.  Moves  report  on  intensive  home  visiting  to  April  1,  2003.  Requires  report  on  efforts  to  maximize  receipts  for 
evaluations  and  services  provided  through  the  Developmental  Evaluation  Centers  and  Early  Intervention  program 
and  plan  for  future  of  Developmental  Evaluation  Centers  to  specified  legislative  committees  by  Dec.  1,  2002. 
Requires  report  on  More  at  Four  program,  including  recommendations  on  strategies  for  coordination  of  pre¬ 
kindergarten  programs,  by  Dec.  1,  2002.  Requires  report  to  2003  General  Assembly  on  incentives  for  programs  to 
maintain  More  at  Four  accreditation  status. 

AIDS  drug  assistance.  Removes  eligibility  for  participation  for  those  with  incomes  above  125  %  of  the  federal 
poverty  level.  Requires  Dep’t  to  develop  plan  to  manage  costs  and  serve  additional  patients,  with  interim  report  to 
specified  legislative  committees  by  Dec.  1,  2002,  and  a  final  report  by  May  1,  2003. 

Prescription  Drug  Assistance  Program.  Transfers  funding  for  Prescription  Drug  Assistance  Program  to  the 
Health  and  Wellness  Trust  Fund. 

Dental  Health  Program.  Repeals  GS  130A-366  to  delete  requirement  for  establishment  of  a  dental  health 
program. 

School  health.  Requires  Dep’t  to  restructure  Oral  Health  Section  of  Women’s  and  Children’s  Health  Section 
of  the  Division  of  Public  Health  to  develop  a  more  comprehensive  school  health  program.  Authorizes  transfer  of 
positions  to  accomplish  this  and  requires  report  by  Dec.  1, 2002,  to  specified  legislative  committees. 

Development  Evaluation  Centers.  Sets  priorities  for  making  reductions  in  funds  to  Developmental  Evaluation 
Centers  and  provides  that  there  shall  not  be  entire  closure  of  any  Center. 

Workers'  compensation  for  dusty  trades.  Amends  GS  97-61.1,  97-72,  and  97-73  to  transfer  functions  of  Dep’t 
to  the  Industrial  Comm’n. 

Early  childhood  education.  Prohibits  expenditures  for  advertising  and  promotion  and  for  performance 
assessments  of  local  partnerships  in  2002-2003  and  extends  2001-2002  spending  limitations  to  2002-2003. 
Amends  GS  143B-168.12  to  require  North  Carolina  Partnership  to  develop  guidelines  for  local  partnerships  to  use 
in  selecting  capital  projects  to  fund  and  amends  GS  143B-168.13  to  require  a  statewide  assessment  of  capital 
needs.  Requires  More  at  Four  accreditation  criteria  to  be  established  by  Dec.  1,  2002,  with  initiation  of 
accreditation  program  on  Jan.  1,  2003.

Child  care.  Reduces  the  number  of  children  being  served  in  each  age  group  in  a  county  from  75  to  50  in 
order  to  trigger  application  of  regional  or  county  market  rate  for  payment  of  child  care  providers.  Repeals  GS  10- 
108  regarding  incentives  for  counties  to  investigate  alleged  child  care  fraud. 

Agriculture  and  Consumer  Services 

Robbins  Laboratory.  Closes  Poultry  Disease  Diagnostic  Laboratory  in  Robbins  and  transfers  two  positions 
and  functions  performed  there  to  Rollins  Animal  Disease  Diagnostic  Laboratory  in  Raleigh. 

Environment  and  Natural  Resources 

Reorganization.  Abolishes  Division  of  Radiation  Protection  and  transfers  its  functions  to  Division  of 
Environmental  Health  and  makes  conforming  changes  to  statutes. 

Coastal  Management.  Requires  Raleigh  office  and  staff  to  be  relocated  to  a  coastal  county  by  June  30, 

2003. 

Commerce 

Small  Business  and  Technology  Development  Center.  Provides  for  legislative  study  on  feasibility  and 
desirability  of  designating  the  Small  Business  and  Technology  Development  center  as  the  state's  presumptive 
provider  of  small  business  development  assistance,  with  a  report  due  by  Jan.  15,  2003. 

Regional  Economic  Development  Commissions.  Requires  Southeastern  and  Northeastern  Regional 
Economic  Development  Comm’ns  and  the  Global  TransPark  Development  Comm’n  to  develop  a  plan  for 
consolidation  of  the  three  comm’ns  into  two  comm’ns,  with  a  report  to  specified  legislative  committees  on  the 
consolidation  plan  by  Jan.  1,  2003,  and  the  consolidation  to  be  effective  by  June  30,  2003.  Amends  reporting 
schedule  for  comm’ns.  Directs  UNC  at  Chapel  Hill  Business  School  to  study  effectiveness  of  Dep’t  economic 
development  activities  and  the  Regional  Economic  Development  Comm’ns,  with  a  report  to  specified  legislative 
committees  by  Jan.  15,  2003. 

Nonprofit  reporting  requirements.  Limits  funding  to  specified  nonprofit  economic  development  nonprofit 
agencies  if  reporting  requirements  are  not  met. 

Judicial 

Successors  to  judges.  Amends  GS  7A-45.1  to  provide  that  replacement  terms  for  the  two  of  the  four  initial 
successors  to  special  superior  court  judges  shall  not  commence  until  Jan.  1,  2003,  and  the  other  two  shall  not 
commence  until  July  1 ,  2003.  Provides  that  successors  to  district  and  superior  court  judges  who  reach  mandatory 
retirement  after  Jan.  1 ,  2003,  shall  not  take  office  before  July  1 ,  2003. 

Mandatory  arbitration.  Amends  GS  7A-37.1  to  provide  that  court-ordered  nonbinding  arbitration  may  not  be 
employed  in  actions  on  an  account  and  appeals  from  magistrates  only  involving  money  owed. 

Assistant  district  attorney  positions.  Amends  GS  7A-60  to  eliminate  seven  assistant  district  attorney  positions 
(one  each  in  prosecutorial  districts  1,  9A,  12,  17A,  21,  27B,  and  30). 

Magistrates.  Requires  elimination  of  fifteen  magistrate  positions.  Provides  positions  may  be  eliminated  only 
in  counties  that  currently  have  at  least  five  magistrates  and  provides  that  no  more  than  one  position  per  judicial 
district  may  be  eliminated.  Requires  report  by  Administrative  Office  of  the  Courts  to  specified  legislative 
committees  by  Dec.  1,  2002,  on  positions  to  be  eliminated  and  methodology  for  selection. 

Sentencing  services.  Transfers  the  Sentencing  Services  Program  to  the  Office  of  indigent  Defense  Services 
and  makes  conforming  statutory  changes.  Prohibits  use  of  state  funds  to  prepare  sentencing  plans  for  sentenced 
offenders  returning  to  court  for  potential  probation  violations,  limits  administrative  staff,  and  requires  report  by 
Nov.  1,  2002,  to  specified  legislative  committees  on  the  reorganization  of  the  Sentencing  Services  Program. 

Drug  Treatment  Court.  Limits  use  of  funds  for  case  manager  positions  and  requires  report  to  specified 
legislative  committees  by  Feb.  1,  2003,  on  cost  savings. 

Judicial  efficiency.  Eliminates  positions  for  Supreme  Court  marshal,  seven  research  assistants,  and  one 
editorial  assistant.  Requires  training  conferences  forjudges  and  other  court  personnel  to  be  held  in  state-owned 
facilities,  with  state  employee  instructors  to  the  extent  possible.  Prohibits  use  of  state  funding  for  out-of-state 
travel.  Amends  GS  7A-41  to  merge  superior  court  divisions  1 1 A  and  1 1 B,  25A  and  25B,  and  30A  and  30B. 
Requires  report  by  Administrative  Office  of  the  Courts  to  specified  legislative  committees  on  possible  cost  savings 
and  workload  efficiencies  from  additional  superior  court  district  consolidation,  with  report  due  by  March  1 ,  2003. 

Justice 

Restitution  for  SBI  drug  analysis.  Amends  GS  90-95.3  to  strengthen  $100  restitution  requirement  for  drug 
analysis  for  those  convicted  of  controlled  substance  possession.  Creates  GS  20-138  6  to  add  a  $100  restitution 
requirement  for  the  cost  of  testing  for  those  convicted  of  specified  alcohol  related  (and  DWI)  driving  offenses 
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Fingerprint  charge.  Removes  exemption  for  those  being  serened  for  employment  or  appointment  as  an 
officer  of  the  court  for  payment  of  fees  for  State  Bureau  of  Investigation  costs  of  information  processing  and 
retrieval. 

Reimbursement.  Requires  Dep’t  of  Environment  and  Natural  Resources  and  the  Insurance  Regulatory  Fund 
to  make  reimbursements  for  legal  services. 

Juvenile  Justice  and  Delinquency  Prevention 

Youth  Development  Centers.  Allows  establishment  of  new  Youth  Development  Center  beds  and  conversion 
of  a  modular  camp  in  the  Eckerd  Wilderness  Camp  Program  to  a  Youth  Development  Center.  Requires  admitting 
area  mental  health  authority  or  local  education  agency  to  pay  costs  associated  with  support  and  treatment  of 
youths  admitted  to  Eckerd  Wilderness  Camp, 

Corrections 

Reimbursement.  Amends  GS  162-39  to  require  counties  to  reimburse  the  state  for  maintaining  a  prisoner, 
regardless  of  state  or  county  of  prisoner’s  residence.  Extends  state  reimbursement  to  counties  for  housing  those 
convicted  persons  awaiting  transfer  to  state  prisons. 

Reports.  Reduces  Post-Release  Supervision  and  Parole  Commissions  from  quarterly  to  biennial. 

Salaries.  Limits  use  of  lapsed  salaries  for  shift  pay  for  security  staff  and  requires  report  to  specified 
legislative  committees  by  April  1,  2003,  of  savings  of  converting  to  twelve-hour  shifts. 

Staffing  formulas.  Requires  biannual  security  staffing  post-audits  at  each  prison  and  requires  security  staffing 
relief  formula  to  be  updated  biannually,  with  reports  on  both  to  specified  legislative  committees  by  April  1.  2003. 

Community  work  crews.  Requires  reduction  in  inmate  community  work  crews,  but  not  at  any  locations  that 
have  fewer  than  three  work  crews.  Requires  Dep't  of  Transportation  to  transfer  funds  to  Dep’t  of  Corrections  for 
cost  of  community  work  crews  engaged  in  litter  control  projects.  Requires  report  to  specified  legislative 
committees  by  March  1 , 2003,  on  methods  of  charging  state  and  local  agencies  for  the  costs  of  inmate  labor  and 
supervision  of  that  labor. 

Substance  abuse  programs.  Amends  GS  143B-262.1  to  reduce  mandated  staffing  requirements  for  the 
Substance  Abuse  Program. 

Electronic  monitoring  costs.  Creates  GS  148-10.3  to  provide  that  state  or  local  agencies  requesting 
electronic  monitoring  of  pretrial  or  sentenced  offender  reimburse  the  Dep’t  for  those  costs. 

Offender  fees.  Directs  the  Dep’t  and  the  Judicial  Dep’t  to  ^udy  and  report  to  specified  legislative  committees 
by  Feb.  1, 2003,  on  means  to  improve  collection  rates  on  fees  for  probationers  and  those  sentenced  to 
community  service. 

Criminal  Justice  Partnership  program.  Prohibits  funding  of  program  in  Caswell,  Person,  and  Union  Counties 
in  2002-2003. 

Contracted  medical  positions.  Authorizes  conversion  of  contract  medical  positions  to  permanent  state 
medical  positions  if  savings  will  exceed  the  costs  of  the  new  position.

National  Guard.  Directs  N.  C,  National  Guard  to  identify  alternative  sources  of  funding  for  matching 
requirements  for  federal  funds. 

Camp  Butner.  Directs  Governor  to  submit  plan  of  reorganization  for  transfer  of  provision  of  public  safety 
services  at  Camp  Butner  to  either  the  county  or  a  municipality.  Plan  to  be  submitted  to  specified  legislative 
committees  by  Oct.  1,  2002,  and  to  become  effective  June  30,  2003,  absent  legislative  disapproval. 

Administration 

HUB  business.  Amends  GS  143-128.2  to  add  business  defined  by  Small  Business  Administration  as  a 
“HUBZone  small  business  concern”  to  the  definition  of  a  “minority  business.” 

Mail  Center.  Requires  a  report  to  the  2003  General  Assembly  on  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  state  mail 
center. 

Scholarships  for  children  of  war  veterans.  Incorporates  substantive  provisions  of  H  1647,  introduced  June 
13,  2002,  with  following  changes.  Revises  GS  165-22(4)  to  provide  that  children  of  parents  who  served  in  the 
armed  forces  during  a  period  of  war  are  eligible  for  Class  III  scholarships. 

Regional  offices.  Directs  State  Property  Office  to  develop  a  plan  for  consolidation  of  state  agency  regional 
offices,  with  a  report  to  specified  legislative  committees  by  Nov.  1,  2002. 
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Agency  for  Public  Telecommunications.  Amends  GS  Ch.  143B,  Art.  9,  Part  22,  to  abolish  Agency  for  Public 
Telecommunications  and  makes  conforming  statutory  changes. 

State  Auditor 

Smart  Start.  Amends  GS  143B-168.14  to  require  audits  of  local  partnerships  at  least  every  two  years  (was 
annually). 

Cultural  Resources 

Arts  Council.  Directs  Arts  Council  to  limit  use  of  consultants. 

Museum  fees.  Directs  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management  to  study  feasibility  of  admission  charges  for 
state  museums,  with  report  to  specified  legislative  committees  by  November  1,  2002. 

Revenue 

Local  sales  tax  administrative  costs.  To  the  extent  local  sales  tax  administrative  costs  exceed  funds  available 
to  the  Dep't,  authorizes  Dep’t  to  pay  excess  costs  by  withholding  funds  collected.  Requires  quarterly  reports  to  the 
legislature  of  costs  and  withholdings. 

Fraud.  Authorizes  reclassification  of  vacant  positions  and  use  of  funds  to  expand  fraud  investigations  and 
collection  assistance. 

Rules  Review  Commission 

Meetings.  Amends  GS  143B-30.1  to  delete  requirement  for  monthly  meetings.  Authorizes  rules  on  meeting 
schedules,  filing  procedures,  and  review  schedule  and  procedures. 

Secretary  of  State 

Business  License  Information  Office.  Repeals  GS  Ch.  147,  Art.  4B  to  eliminate  the  Business  License 
Information  Office.  Makes  conforming  changes. 

State  Controller 

Overpayments  audit.  Provides  that  a  portion  of  the  receipts  generated  by  inadvertent  overpayments,  rebates, 
refunds,  and  similar  means  are  to  be  used  by  the  Office  of  State  Controller  for  data  processing,  debt  collection, 
and  other  information  technology  initiatives,  with  the  balance  of  the  receipts  allocated  to  the  General  Fund. 
Requires  quarterly  report  to  the  General  Assembly  regarding  this  fund  and  disbursements  from  it. 

Transportation 

Highway  Trust  Fund  Study  Committee.  Increases  size  of  study  committee  by  adding  two  public  members, 
with  one  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and  one  by  the  President  Pro  Tern,  of  the  Senate,  directs 
committee  to  study  further  alteration  of  project  and  funding  allocation  eligibility,  and  extends  reporting  date  until 
the  first  day  of  the  2003  Session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Pedestrian  bridge  in  Asheville.  Directs  Dep’t  to  approve  private  pedestrian  bridge  to  connect  the  campuses 
of  Mission  St.  Joseph’s  Health  Systems  on  Biltmore  Ave.  in  Asheville,  unless  such  a  bridge  unreasonably 
interferes  with  abutting  owners’  legal  rights  or  public  use  of  the  street. 

Printing.  Directs  Dep’t  to  implement  more  cost  effective  printing  services  for  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles. 
License  examiners.  Directs  Dep’t  to  eliminate  requirement  that  drivers  license  examiners  wear  uniforms. 
Requires  dress  code  for  examiners  including  khaki  slacks  and  polo  shirts  with  the  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles  logo. 

Multiyear  registration  and  licenses.  Directs  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles  to  develop  and  implement  system  for 
multiyear  motor  vehicle  registration  and  ten-year  drivers  licenses,  with  a  report  on  the  first  day  of  the  2003 
Session  of  the  General  Assembly  on  necessary  statutory  changes  for  implementation. 

Information  Technology 

Procurement.  Amends  GS  143-48.3  to  direct  Dep’t  of  Administration  to  establish  electronic  or  digital 
standards  for  procurement  and  direct  Dep’t  to  comply  with  technical  architecture  for  information  technology 
required  by  the  Information  Resources  Management  Commission.  Repeals  GS  Ch.  147,  Art.  3D,  Part  4,  regarding 
procurement  of  information  technology.  Revises  GS  147-33.82  regarding  duties  of  Office  of  Information 
Technology  Services.  Beginning  Oct.  15,  2002,  requires  quarterly  reports  by  the  Dep't  on  electronic  procurement 
to  specified  legislative  committees. 
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Salaries  and  Employee  Benefits 

No  automatic  step  increases.  State  employees  subject  to  GS  7A-1 02(c),  -171.1 ,  or  20-187.3  shall  not  move 
up  on  salary  schedules  or  receive  automatic  step  increases  for  2002-2003. 

Fund  payroll  and  employment  contributions  at  ninety-eight  percent  of  budgeted  requirements.  Amount 
allocated  to  state  departments  and  agencies  for  salaries  and  related  employer  contributions  for  social  security  and 
retirement  shall  be  at  98%  of  budgeted  requirements.  This  does  not  apply  to  salary  and  related  employer 
contributions  funded  by  the  state  for  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  the  community  colleges,  and  the  public 
school  system. 

DHHS  exempt  policymaking  positions.  Amends  GS  126-5(d)(1)  to  provide  that  the  Governor  may  at  any  time 
increase  by  5  the  number  of  exempt  policymaking  positions  in  DHHS. 

Salary-related  contributions/employers.  Sets  the  state’s  employer  contribution  rates  for  retirement  and 
related  benefits  for  2002-2003  as  follows;  teachers  and  state  employees — 3.03%;  law  enforcement  officers — 
8.03%;  university  employees’  optional  retirement  system — 9.71%;  community  college  optional  retirement 
system — 9.71%;  judicial  retirement  system  and  legislative  retirement  system — 0.  Each  of  the  foregoing 
contribution  rates  includes  2.35%  for  hospital  and  medical  benefits. 

Public  employee  special  pay  plan.  Incorporates  the  provisions  of  S  1189,  introduced  6/5/02,  with  the 
following  exceptions;  directs,  rather  than  authorizes,  the  Governor  to  establish  the  special  pay  plan;  increases  the 
number  of  board  members  to  5;  limits  the  plan  to  employees  age  55  or  older  whose  special  pay  totals  $5,000  or 
more  per  year. 

Increase  fire  and  rescue  pension  benefits.  Incorporates  provisions  of  S  1305,  introduced  6/1 1/02. 

Cost-of-living  increases  for  retirees  of  the  Teachers’  and  State  Employees’  Retirement  System  and  the  Local 
Governmental  Employees’  Retirement  System.  Amends  GS  128-27(bbb)  and  GS  135-5(jjj)  to  increase  the 
retirement  allowance  by  1 . 1 0%  as  of  July  1 ,  2002,  for  beneficiaries  retired  on  or  before  July  1 ,  2001 ,  and  give  a 
prorated  increase  for  those  retired  after  July  1,  2001,  but  before  July  1,  2002. 

Enhance  benefits  payable  from  the  Teachers’  and  State  Employees’  Retirement  System  and  the  Local 
Governmental  Employees’  Retirement  System.  Adds  new  GS  135-5(b19)  and  GS  128-7(b20)  to  increase  the 
multiplier  for  average  final  compensation  from  1 .81  %  to  1 .82%  for  members  retiring  on  or  after  July  1 ,  2002.  Adds 
new  GS  135-5(kkk)  and  GS  128-7(ccc)  to  increase  the  allowance  for  beneficiaries  on  the  retirement  rolls  as  of 
July  1,  2002,  by  0.6%. 

Retired  teachers  returning  to  the  classroom  without  loss  of  retirement  benefits/option  extended.  Amends 
various  session  laws  to  extend  the  option  for  retired  teachers  to  June  30,  2004. 

Abolish  judicial/legislative  retirement  systems.  Repeals  Art.  4,  GS  Ch.  135,  and  Art.  1A,  GS  Ch.  120,  as  title 
indicates.  Amends  GS  135-1(10)  to  include  members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  of  the  Consolidated  Judicial 
Retirement  System  in  the  Teachers’  and  State  Employees’  Retirement  System.  Makes  other  conforming  changes. 

Expand  separation  allowance  for  law  enforcement  officers.  Amends  GS  143-1 66.4 1(c),  regarding  loss  of 
retirement  benefits  upon  reemployment  by  a  state  agency,  to  provide  that  the  provision  does  not  apply  to  a 
person  returning  to  state  employment  in  a  position  exempt  from  the  State  Personnel  Act  in  an  agency  other  than 
the  agency  from  which  that  person  retired.

Expands  bill  to  permit  Guilford  Technical  Community  College  to  lease  acreage  on  its  Jamestown 
campus  to  the  YMCA  of  Greensboro,  Inc.,  for  construction  of  a  YMCA  facility.  States  that  facility  shall  be  used  as 
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YMCA  and  by  the  College.  Provides  that  provisions  of  GS  Ch.  143,  Art.  8  shall  not  apply  to  the  construction 
contract  for  the  Guilford  facility. 

H  1670.  2002  FEE  BILL.  Intro.  6/12/02.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition. 

Miscellaneous  justice  and  public  safety  fees.  Effective  10/1/02,  changes  Community  Service  Parole  fee, 
community  service  sentence  fee,  and  deferred  prosecution  fee  from  $100  to  $200.  Effective  for  fees  assessed  or 
collected  after  10/1/02,  raises  fees  for  supervised  probation,  parole,  and  post-release  supervision  from  $20  to  $30 
per  month.  Effective  9/1/02,  provides  that  a  person  found  responsible  for  a  seat  belt  violation  must  pay  the 
General  Court  of  Justice  fee  for  district  court  costs.  Effective  9/1/02,  changes  court  cost  fees  in  GS  Ch.  7A  as 
follows:  raises  district  court  criminal  case  fee  from  $65  to  $75,  raises  superior  court  criminal  case  fee  from  $72  to 
$82;  requires  that  person  convicted  of  felony  in  superior  court  who  made  a  first  appearance  in  district  court  be 
assessed  both  court  fees;  raises  superior  court  civil  case  fee  from  $59  to  $69;  raises  district  court  civil  case  fee 
from  $44  to  $54.  Effective  10/1/02,  amends  statutes  addressing  criminal  record  expunction  to  provide  $65  fee  for 
criminal  record  expunction  (now,  cost  of  expunction  is  taxed  against  petitioner).  Amends  GS  50B-2  (domestic 
violence  civil  actions)  and  related  statutes  to  make  clear  that  court  costs  may  not  be  assessed  for  an  action  under 
that  statute.  Effective  10/1/02,  amends  GS  7A-31 1(b)  to  provide  that  all  civil  process  fees  “that  are  required  to  be 
assessed,  collected,  and  remitted”  under  subsection  (a)  are  due  in  advance,  with  the  existing  exceptions. 

Effective  10/1/02,  raises  GS  7A-308(c)  fee  for  worthless  check  collection  program  from  $50  to  $60.  Adds 
language  permitting  use  of  this  fund  to  cover  personnel,  equipment,  and  other  costs  of  district  attorneys’  office 
that  are  attributable  to  the  provision  of  these  programs.  Effective  10/1/02,  amends  GS  7A-304(a)  to  provide  a 
$300  SBI  lab  fee  as  a  criminal  case  cost  in  cases  where  the  SBI  lab  performed  specified  tests;  permits  judge  to 
waive  or  reduce  fee  on  a  finding  of  just  cause.  Effective  10/1/02,  repeals  GS  90-95. 3(b),  which  provides  for 
restitution  of  $100  for  controlled  substance  analysis  in  drug  conviction  cases;  provides  that  any  defendant  ordered 
to  make  such  restitution  before  10/1/02  must  continue  to  do  so.  Amends  GS  11 4-1 0.1(c)  (police  information 
network)  to  authorize  the  Attorney  General  to  set  fees  for  access  to  information.  Effective  7/1/03,  provides  that  the 
Division  of  Criminal  Information  shall  charge  the  following  monthly  fees  in  fiscal  2002-03:  $67  as  a  circuit  fee  and 
$29.50  as  a  terminal  fee.  Effective  10/1/02,  requires  that  the  Dep’t  of  Justice  charge  $10  per  night  to  persons 
lodged  in  the  dormitories  of  its  Justice  Academy  campuses.  Effective  10/1/02,  doubles  each  special  magistrate 
fee  listed  in  GS  7A-309 

Appointment  of  counsel  fee  in  criminal  cases.  Effective  10/1/02,  adds  new  GS  7A-455.1,  providing  for 
appointment  fee  in  criminal  cases.  Provides  that  each  person  who  requests  appointment  of  counsel  in  a  criminal 
case  must  pay  to  the  clerk  of  court  a  nonrefundable  $50  appointment  fee;  fee  is  refundable  if  court  finds 
defendant  is  not  entitled  to  appointment  of  counsel.  Fee  is  due  regardless  of  outcome  of  proceedings.  Outlines 
process  for  applying  fee  to  amounts  owed  by  defendant,  describes  role  of  counsel,  describes  application  of  fee  in 
multiple  cases,  and  provides  that  nonpayment  is  not  grounds  for  denying  appointment  of  counsel,  for  withdrawal 
of  counsel,  or  for  contempt.  Provides  that  $45  of  $50  fee  shall  be  credited  to  the  Indigent  Persons’  Attorney  Fee 
Fund  and  $5  shall  be  credited  to  the  Court  Information  Technology  Fund.  Authorizes  Office  of  Indigent  Defense 
Services  to  adopt  rules  and  develop  forms  to  implement  the  new  statute. 

Dep’t  of  Environment  and  Natural  Resources  fees.  Raises  hazardous  waste  fees  as  follows;  under  GS  130A- 
294.1(e),  annual  fee  increases  from  $500  to  $750,  and  under  subsection  (e)  annual  fee  increases  from  $25  to 
$37.50.  Raises  annual  fee  for  regulated  food  and  lodging  establishments  under  GS  130A-248(d)  from  $25  to  $50; 
permits  LRC  to  study  whether  this  fee  is  sufficient  for  state  and  local  sanitation  programs  and  activities.  Requires 
that  LRC  report  no  later  than  the  convening  of  the  2004  Regular  Session  on  whether  fee  should  be  changed  and 
how  any  proposed  change  should  be  implemented.  Adds  two  new  fees  under  GS  130A-248;  a  $200  fee  for  Dep’t 
plan  review  of  plans  for  franchised  or  chain  facilities  for  food  establishments  subject  to  the  section,  and  fee  not  to 
exceed  $200  for  a  plan  review  by  a  local  health  department  of  plans  for  food  establishments  that  are  not  plans  for 
chain  facilities.  Provides  that  collected  fees  be  used  to  support  sanitation  programs  and  activities.  Requires  that 
Dep’t  adopt  temporary  rules  to  increase  use  fees  at  Jordan  and  Falls  lakes  from  $4  to  $5  per  vehicle. 

Amendments  are  effective  10/1/02. 

Dep’t  of  Agriculture  and  Consumer  Services  fees.  Increases  fees  under  GS  19A-27,  19A-28,  and  19A-29 
(animal  protection  statutes)  from  $50  to  $100  for  each  license  period.  Increases  GS  80-62  recording  fee  from  $25 
to  $50.  Repeals  weights  fee  schedule  of  GS  81 A-12  and  replaces  it  with  new  schedule  outlined  in  new  GS  81A- 
12.  Amends  GS  105-254  (ice  cream  producers  and  cheese  factories)  to  increase  inspection  fees  from  $40  to  $60 
and  $10  to  $15.  Amends  GS  105-277.28  (seed  dealers)  to  increase  inspection  fees  from  $100  to  $145,  $5  to  $10, 
$15  to  $25,  and  $25  to  $40.  Amends  GS  106-284. 34(c)  (registration  fee  for  commercial  feed  distributors)  to 
increase  fee  from  $3  to  $5.  Amends  GS  106-284.40  (b)(4)  (inspection  fee  on  commercial  feed  distribution)  to 
increase  fee  from  $30  to  $45.  Amends  GS  106-406  (livestock  markets)  to  increase  the  application  fee  from  $250 
to  $350  and  the  annual  renewal  fee  from  $100  to  $150.  Amends  GS  106-418.1 1  (livestock  dealer)  to  require  an 
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application  fee  of  $50  and  an  annual  renewal  fee  of  $50.  Amends  GS  106-542(b1)  to  require  an  annual  license 
fee  of  $20  to  operate  as  a  live  poultry  or  ratite  dealer.  All  GS  Ch  106  fee  changes  effective  Jan.  1 ,  2003. 

I  Amends  GS  143-442(b)  (pesticide  registration)  to  increase  the  annual  registration  fee  from  $30  to  $45. 

I  Amends  GS  143-448  (pesticide  dealers)  to  increase  the  application  fee  from  $30  to  $45  and  the  annual  renewal 
I  fee  from  $30  to  $45.  Amends  GS  143-452  (pesticide  applicators)  to  increase  the  application  fee  from  $30  to  $45 
and  inspection  fees  from  $10  to  $15.  Amends  GS  143-455  (pest  control  consultants)  to  increase  the  application 
fee  from  $30  to  $45.  Establishes  fee  schedules  the  Board  of  Agriculture  is  to  charge  for  agronomic  and  animal 
disease  diagnostic  tests  or  services.  All  fees  in  this  paragraph  effective  Oct.  1, 2002. 

}  Miscellaneous  fees.  Amends  GS  130A-93.1  (copies  of  vital  records)  to  increase  the  copy  fee  from  $10  to  $15 

I  and  the  expedited  service  fee  from  $10  to  $15.  Amends  GS  130A-1 18(d)  (amended  birth  or  death  record)  to 
I  increase  the  fee  from  $7.50  to  $15.  Directs  DHHS  to  charge  fee  of  $10  for  laboratory  test  performed  under 
Newborn  Screening  Program  pursuant  to  GS  130A-125,  or  actual  cost  if  cost  is  higher.  These  fee  changes 
effective  Oct.  1,  2002.  Amends  GS  10A-4(b)(6)  (application  for  notary  commission)  to  increase  the  fee  from  $30 
j  to  $50.  Amends  GS  78A-17(9)  and  (17)  (certain  transactions  exempt  from  securities  act)  to  establish  a  flat  fee  of 
$150.  Amends  GS  78A-31(b)  (registration  requirements)  to  establish  a  flat  fee  of  $150.  Amends  GS  55-1 -22(a)  to 
increase  the  fee  for  reserved  name  from  $10  to  $30,  for  amended  certificate  of  authority  from  $50  to  $75,  for 
certificate  of  withdrawal  from  $10  to  $25,  for  certificate  of  existence  (paper)  from  $5  to  $15,  and  adds  new  fee  of 
$10  for  electronic  certificate  of  existence  (makes  similar  changes  in  GS  55A-1 -22(a)  for  paper  and  electronic 
records).

STATUTES  OF  THE  STATE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  and  to  delete  proposed  amendments  to  GS  105-130.34  and 
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105-151.12.  Amends  GS  113A-232  to  specify  that  grants  may  be  made  from  the  Conservation  Grant  Fund  to 
state  conservation  land  management  agencies,  local  government  conservation  land  management  agencies,  and 
private  nonprofit  land  trust  organizations.  Amends  GS  113A-235  to  require  Department  to  retain  a  possibility  of 
reverter,  right  of  entry,  or  other  appropriate  property  interest  when  conveying  property  pursuant  to  GS  1 13A- 
235(b). 

S  1292.  BUDGET  REVENUE  ACT  OF  2002.  Intro.  6/10/02.  House  committee  substitute  adopted  7/24/02  makes 
the  following  changes  to  4th  edition.  Adds  following  language  to  title  of  bill;  TO  ACCELERATE  THE  ADDITIONAL 
LOCAL  OPTION  SALES  TAX,  THE  REPEAL  OF  REIMBURSEMENTS.  AND  THE  DECREASE  IN  THE  STATE 
SALES  TAX  RATE;  TO  PROVIDE  NO  HOLD  HARMLESS  PAYMENTS  IN  THE  2002-2003  FISCAL  YEAR 
OTHER  THAN  A  PAYMENT  EQUAL  TO  THE  EXCESS,  IF  ANY.  OF  A  LOCAL  GOVERNMENTS  REPEALED 
REIMBURSEMENT  AMOUNT  OVER  THREE  TIMES  ITS  ESTIMATED  PROCEEDS  FROM  THE  NEW  TAX. 

Local  sales  tax  and  reimbursements.  Permits  counties  to  levy  an  additional  one-half  percent  local  sales  tax 
effective  January  1,  2003  (current  law  permits  tax  to  be  levied  effective  July  1,  2003);  and  repeals  existing  state 
sales  tax  of  one-half  percent  on  same  date  (currently,  to  be  repealed  July  1 , 2003).  Makes  the  monthly 
distribution  of  sales  tax  proceeds  to  local  governments  effective  Oct.  1,  2002  (currently  July  1,  2003).  Repeals 
local  government  reimbursements  effective  July  1,  2002  (currently,  July  1,  2003).  Provides  for  a  limited  hold- 
harmless  payment  to  local  governments  for  loss  of  revenues  caused  by  trade  of  local  sales  tax  for 
reimbursements,  as  follows;  Sec’y  of  Revenue  to  determine  amount  each  local  government  would  receive  in 
proceeds  from  additional  one-half  percent  sales  tax  for  2002-03  if  all  counties  levied  the  tax  effective  Jan.  1,  2003, 
and  then  compare  that  amount  to  each  local  government's  repealed  reimbursement  amount;  local  government  is 
entitled  to  payment  only  for  amount  by  which  repealed  reimbursement  amount  is  more  than  three  times  amount  of 
estimated  sales  tax  proceeds.  Repeals  entire  hold-harmless  program  effective  July  1,  2012. 

Budget  ordinance  amendments.  Amends  GS  159-15  to  permit  a  local  government  to  amend  its  budget 
ordinance  before  January  1  of  budget  year  and  reduce  property  tax  levy,  in  order  to  account  for  additional  and 
unanticipated  revenues  received  by  the  local  government  after  July  1.

Changes 
proposed  amendment  of  GS  105-130.4(1)  to  delete  changes  in  definition  of  sales  factor  (paragraph  [1])  and  adding 
to  paragraph  (2)  (situs  of  sales  of  tangible  personal  property)  statements  that  (1)  sales  of  tangible  personal 
property  are  excluded  from  denominator  if  they  are  sales  to  US  government  or  sales  in  a  state  in  which  taxpayer 
not  taxable;  and  (2)  sales  of  tangible  personal  property  are  in  NC  if  property  received  in  NC  by  purchaser  only  as 
long  as  purchaser  not  US  government.

SENATE  BILLS 

S  759.  RAIL  TRANSPORTATION  LIABILITY.  Intro.  4/2/01.  Conference  report  recommends  the  following 
changes  to  the  House  committee  substitute  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy:  (1)  changes  the  definition  of 
passenger  rail  services  to  include  express  mention  of  the  use  of  the  right-of-way;  (2)  rewrites  proposed  GS  160A- 
426(b)  (Contracts  Allocating  Financial  Responsibility  Authorized),  allowing  the  Authority  to  contract  with  any 
railroad  to  allocate  financial  responsibility  for  passenger  rail  claims,  to  include  expressly  (but  not  be  limited  to)  the 
execution  of  indemnity  agreements;  (3)  provides  that  a  liability  insurance  contract  required  under  subsection  (c) 
requires  contracts  allocating  financial  responsibility  to  cover  a  State-Owned  Railroad  Company  that  owns  or 
claims  an  interest  in  any  real  property  subject  to  the  contract,  name  it  as  an  insured;  and  make  it  generally  subject 
to  the  liability  limit  that  applies  to  the  group  of  parties  already  subject  to  it;  (4)  adds  new  GS  160A-326  to  make  all 
of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  a  regional  transportation  authority  also  applicable  to  cities  with  a  population  of  more 
than  500,000,  according  to  the  latest  decennial  census  or  to  cities  that  have  entered  into  a  transit  governance 
interlocal  agreement  with,  among  other  local  governments,  a  city  with  a  population  of  more  than  500,000;  and  (5) 
adds  new  GS  153A-279  to  make  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  a  regional  transportation  authority  also 
applicable  to  counties  that  have  entered  into  a  transit  governance  interlocal  agreement  with,  among  other  local 
governments,  a  city  with  a  population  of  more  than  500,000. 

S  1054.  JUDICIAL  CAMPAIGN  REFORM  ACT.  Intro.  4/5/01.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Amends  requirements  for  receiving  public  campaign  funds  by  requiring  a  candidate  to 
obtain  qualifying  contributions  from  at  least  350  (was,  250)  registered  voters  and  deletes  requirement  to  obtain 
2,000  signatures  on  petition  of  support.  Deletes  references  to  in-kind  contributions  provided  by  a  candidate’s 
political  party  executive  committee  from  the  provisions  specifying  restrictions  on  contributions  and  expenditures. 
Deletes  from  proposed  GS  163-278.65,  which  addresses  distribution  from  the  Fair  Elections  Fund,  a  provision 
making  unaffiliated  candidates  and  new  party  candidates  eligible  for  revenues  from  the  Fund.  Specifies  additional 
reporting  to  be  made  by  noncertified  candidates  after  the  initial  24-hour  filing  set  forth  in  proposed  GS  163- 
278.66.  Requires  the  State  Board  of  Elections  to  distribute  the  Judicial  Voter  Guide  to  as  many  voting-age 
individuals  as  practical,  through  a  mailing  to  all  residences  or  other  means  it  deems  effective.  Makes  proposed 
subsection  (e2)  of  GS  163-278.13  applicable  to  superior  court  and  district  court  judges  and  raises  proposed 
limitation  on  contributions  from  $500  to  $1,000.  Deletes  from  this  subsection  provision  referring  to  in-kind 
contributions  from  the  candidate’s  state  political  party.  Amends  language  on  state  income  tax  form  for  designating 
tax  to  the  Fair  Elections  Fund  and  prohibits  the  Dep’t  of  Revenue  from  approving  any  tax  preparation  software 
package  that  defaults  against  designation  of  tax.  Amends  Article  25  of  GS  Chapter  163  to  make  it  applicable  to 
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justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  and  makes  other  conforming  changes. 
Changes  effective  date  of  Section  3  of  the  bill  (providing  for  contribution  to  Fund  by  attorneys  when  obtaining 
license  to  practice  law)  from  July  1,  2002,  to  July  1, 2003.

House  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Provides  that  person  may  not  construct  or  operate  air  contaminant  source  at 
a  site  where,  at  the  time  of  construction,  there  is  no  other  air  contaminant  source  for  which  a  permit  is  required 
without  obtaining  permit,  but  may  construct  a  component  of  the  facility  that  is  not  integral  to  operation  if  at  least  30 
days  before  beginning  construction  owner;  (1)  publishes  notice  of  intent  to  construct  facility  in  newspaper  in 
county  where  facility  located,  which  notice  indicates  public  may  submit  comments  to  Comm’n;  and  (2)  submits 
notice  to  Comm’n.

17D  to  provide  that  a  guaranteed  energy  savings  contract 
shall  stipulate  that  it  does  not  constitute  a  direct  or  indirect  pledge  of  the  taxing  power  or  full  faith  and  credit  of  any 
governmental  unit.  New  GS  143-64.1 7F  provides  that  state  government  units  shall  evaluate  the  use  of 
guaranteed  energy  savings  contracts  and  may  use  them  when  practical  and  feasible.  Provides  for  the  adoption  of 
relevant  rules.  New  GS  1 43-64. 17H  deals  with  guaranteed  energy  savings  contract  reporting  requirements.  New 
GS  143-64.171  provides  for  the  use  of  installment  or  lease  purchase  contracts.  New  GS  143-64. 17J  deals  with 
financing  of  the  acquisition,  installation,  or  maintenance  of  energy  conservation  measures.  Amends  GS  Ch.  142 
by  adding  new  Art.  8  entitled  State  Energy  Conservation  Finance  Act,  which:  (1)  includes  definitions,  (2) 
authorizes  financing  contracts,  (3)  provides  a  procedure  for  issuing  financing  contracts,  (4)  provides  for  security 
and  sets  forth  other  requirements;  (5)  includes  payment  provisions,  (6)  deals  with  certificates  of  participation,  (7) 
provides  for  tax  exemption,  (8)  allows  the  State  Treasurer  to  enter  into  other  agreements  in  connection  with 
financing  contracts  and  the  issuing  of  certificates  of  participation;  and  (9)  addresses  investment  eligibility  of 
financing  contracts.

Contingency  and  Emergency  Fund  Allocations.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Use  of  Overrealized  General  Fund  Availability.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Use  of  Savings  Reserve  to  Balance  Budget.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Deduction  Flexibility.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Special  Funds,  Federal  Funds,  Departmental  Receipts,  and  Cash  Balances/Authorization  for  Expenditures. 
Appropriates  out  of  cash  balances,  federal  receipts,  and  departmental  receipts  sufficient  amounts  to  carry  on 
authorized  activities.  Funds  must  be  expended  and  reported  in  accordance  with  Executive  Budget  Act  and  at 
level  of  service  authorized  by  General  Assembly.  If  receipts  exceed  the  receipts  certified  for  the  agency,  the 
Director  of  Budget  must  decrease  amount  allotted  to  agency  from  appropriations  by  amount  of  excess  unless 
finds  that  appropriations  from  Fund  are  necessary  to  maintain  functions  that  generated  the  receipts  at  the  level 
anticipated  in  the  certified  Budget  Codes  for  that  Fund.  Places  limitations  on  use  of  funds  from  overrealized 
receipts  for  new  permanent  positions  or  to  raise  salary  of  current  employee.  Appropriates  from  Reserve  for 
Reimbursements  to  Local  Governments  and  Shared  Tax  Revenues  amount  equal  to  amount  of  distributions 
required  by  law  to  be  made  from  that  reserve  for  that  fiscal  year.  Requires  Director  of  Budget  to  develop  budget 
controls  to  ensure  these  funds  and  other  state  funds  are  not  spent  in  a  manner  that  would  cause  a  deficit  in 
expenditures. 

Repeal  Ports  Railway  Commission/Transfer  to  State  Ports  Authority.  Repeals  Ports  Railway  Comm’n  [Art.  10  of 
G.S.  Ch.  143B]  and  authorizes  State  Ports  Authority  to  acquire,  construct  and  maintain  rail  facilities  as  necessary 
in  connection  with  operation  of  State  Ports,  but  not  authorizing  Authority  to  operate  railways  or  become  carrier  by 
rail. 

Procedure  Before  Reducing  Appropriations  to  a  School  Administrative  Unit.  Amends  GS  159-1 3(b)(9)  to  provide 
that  before  county  commissioners  may  reduce  appropriation  to  school  administrative  unit  on  basis  of  general 
reduction  in  county  expenditures  because  of  economic  conditions,  commissioners  must  hold  public  meeting  at 
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which  school  board  is  given  opportunity  to  present  information  of  impact  of  reduction  and  must  take  a  public  vote 
on  reduction  of  funds  to  schools. 

Senior  Prescription  Drug  Access  Program.  Authorizes  expenditure  of  $3  million  from  Health  and  Wellness  Trust 
Fund  to  implement  senior  prescription  drug  access  program  under  which  persons  at  least  age  65  and  low- 
income  citizens  can  get  one-on-one  assistance  in  accessing  prescription  drug  assistance  programs  and  to  make 
medication  counseling  services  available  to  senior  citizens  to  promote  compliance  with  and  identify  potential 
adverse  effects  from  interactions  among  prescribed  drugs.  Provides  that  program  is  to  be  provided  without  cost 
to  seniors  who  are  Medicaid  recipients  and  those  enrolled  in  Carolina  CARxES  and  that  reasonable  fee  may  be 
charged  to  other  seniors. 

Uniform  Provider  Credentialing  by  Health  Insurance  Plans.  Amends  GS  58-3-230(a)  to  provide  that  when  a 
health  care  practitioner  joins  a  practice  that  is  under  contract  with  an  insurer  to  participate  in  a  health  benefit 
plan,  the  effective  date  of  the  health  care  practitioner’s  participation  in  the  health  plan  network  shall  be  the  date 
the  insurer  approves  the  practitioner’s  credentialing  application. 

Underutilized  State-Owned  Aircraft.  Requires  department  of  state  government  that  possesses  a  state-owned 
aircraft  that  has  not  been  used  for  the  intended  purpose  at  least  two  times  during  2001-2002  fiscal  year  to  sell 
aircraft;  requires  Dep’t  of  Commerce  to  sell  its  Bell  206  helicopter;  and  provides  that  funds  from  sales  to  be 
deposited  in  General  Fund. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

Revision  of  Reading  and  Writing  Assessments.  Adds  provision  requiring  State  Board  of  Education,  beginning 
with  2002-03  school  year,  to  assure  that  a  copy  of  a  student’s  scored  writing  test  administered  in  fourth  grade  is 
available  to  that  student’s  parents,  guardians,  or  others  who  have  a  legal  right  to  see  that  student’s  records. 

Base  Budget  Reduction  to  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  Same  as  Senate  provisions  except  eliminates 
provision  that  State  Board  of  Education  to  study  appropriate  management  structure  and  size  of  Dep’t  of 
instruction. 

Replacement  School  Bus  Funds.  Same  as  Senate  provisions  except  deletes  provision  that  contract  for  purchase 
of  school  buses  may  not  require  vendor  payment  of  electronic  procurement  transaction  fee  of  NC  E-Procurement 
Service. 

Corporate  Tax  Transfer  Moratorium.  Provides  that  funds  required  to  be  deposited  in  State  Public  School  Fund 
instead  of  Public  School  Building  Capital  Fund  may  continue  to  be  used  to  support  six  positions  in  School 
Planning  Division. 

Study  Modifications.  Deletes  Senate  provision  that  repealed  study  of  noncitizen  tuition  rates  found  in  S.L.  2001- 
491.  Adds  requirement  that  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee’s  study  of  testing  shall  consider  the 
extent  to  which  the  state  tests  assist  in  compliance  with  the  assessment  and  accountability  provisions  of  the 
federal  “No  Child  Left  Behind’’  law  and  regulations,  the  ABC’s  model,  and  the  Leandro  rulings. 
Performance-Based  Licensure  Program/Suspension  of  Portfolio  Requirement  and  Study.  Provides  that  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  in  consultation  with  specified  entities,  shall  review  teacher  preparation  programs  and  the 
continuing  certification  process  to  determine  how  these  programs  can  be  modified.  Provides  that  the  State  Board 
shall  suspend  the  portfolio  requirement  for  all  teachers  required  to  submit  portfolios  from  August  1,  2002,  through 
July  31,  2003,  and  provides  for  new  requirements.  The  State  Board  shall  contract  with  an  outside  consultant  to 
study  and  propose  modifications  to  current  certification  and  recertification  programs.  The  State  Board  shall  use 
the  results  of  the  study  to  make  certain  recommendations.  The  State  Board  shall  enlist  the  assistance  of  the 
Southern  Regional  Educational  Board  in  evaluating  responses  to  the  request  for  proposals  and  shall  consult  with 
the  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Comm’n  prior  to  awarding  the  contract  for  the  consultant  study. 

Provides  for  use  of  federal  funds  for  the  study.  Requires  the  State  Board  to  report  to  the  Joint  Comm’n  by  March 
15,  2003.  The  Joint  Comm’n  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  General  Assembly  on  changes  in  law  or  policy 
on  or  after  August  1 ,  2003. 

Performance-Based  Licensure  Program.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Use  of  Funds  for  Kindergarten.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Additional  Teacher  Positions  For  Kindergarten  and  First  Grade.  Sets  class  size  allotment  for  kindergarten  for 
2002-2003  school  year  at  one  teacher  per  17  students  and  maximum  class  size  at  average  of  21  and  no  more 
than  24  students.  Sets  class  size  allotment  for  first  grade  at  one  teacher  for  every  18  students;  average  class 
size  cannot  exceed  21  students;  and  maximum  class  size  is  24  students.  Provides  that  for  school  year  2002- 
2003  local  school  unit  may  use  these  additional  teacher  positions  to  reduce  class  size  in  kindergarten  and  first 
grade.  For  2003-2004  school  year  and  subsequent  years.  State  Board  of  Education  must  reduce  maximum  class 
size  limits  for  kindergarten  by  two  students  from  limits  effective  for  2001-2002  school  year.  For  2003-2004  school 
year  and  thereafter,  maximum  class  size  for  first  grade  based  on  allotment  ratio  of  one  teacher  per  18  students. 
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Local  Education  Agency  Flexibility.  Urges  local  school  administrators  to  re-'-ice  spending  as  long  as  targeted 
reductions  do  not  directly  impact  classroom  services  or  service  for  students  at  risk  or  with  special  needs, 
including  services  called  for  in  a  child’s  Personal  Education  Plan  or  Individual  Education  Plan. 

Business  and  Education  Technology  Alliance.  Provides  that  Business  and  Technology  Alliance  have  27  instead 
of  25  members  with  additional  two  members  being  technology  directors  selected  one  each  by  President  Pro 
Tern,  and  Speaker.  Permits  federal  funds  to  be  used  to  support  the  Alliance. 

High  Priority  School  Program  Waiver.  Amends  2001  budget  act  to  allow  local  board  of  education  to  seek  a 
waiver  for  2002-2003  school  year  if  unable  to  implement  class-size  limitation  in  accordance  with  provisions  for 
high-priority  schools. 

Authorizing  the  Use  of  Mentor  Funds  For  Full-Time  Mentors.  Provides  that  the  State  Board  of  Education  shall 
permit  all  local-school  administrative  units  to  use  funds  allocated  for  mentors  for  full-time  mentors.  Provides  that 
the  State  Board  shall  evaluate  annually  the  impact  of  the  program  on  the  retention  of  teachers. 

Notification  of  Field  Testing.  Amends  GS  115C-174.12  to  require  State  Board  to  establish  policies  and 
guidelines  for  minimizing  frequency  of  field  testing  at  any  one  school  and  to  require  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  to  notify  local  boards  by  October  1  of  any  field  tests  that  will  be  administered  in  their  schools  during 
the  year,  the  schools  at  which  the  tests  will  be  administered,  and  the  specific  tests  that  will  be  administered. 
Drivers  Education  Funding.  Provides  that  from  funds  appropriated  by  this  act  to  the  Dep’t  of  Transportation,  the 
Dep’t  shall  pay  for  the  increased  costs  for  drivers  education  due  to  the  projected  increase  in  average  daily 
membership  in  the  ninth  grade  drivers  education  program.  In  allocating  funds  for  driver  training,  the  State  Board 
of  Education  shall  consider  the  needs  of  small  and  low-wealth  school  administrative  units. 

Intervention  Strategies  for  Continually  Low-performing  Schools.  Amends  2001  budget  act  to  authorize  State 
Board  of  Education  to  implement  intervention  strategies  for  2002-2003  school  year  for  continually  low-performing 
schools. 

Study  Voc.  Ed.  Tests.  Requires  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  to  study  the  extent  to  which 
standardized  tests  are  utilized  in  vocational  education  classes  for  purpose  of  grading  students  and  to  report  to 
2003  General  Assembly. 

Additional  Purchasing  Flexibility  for  All  School  Systems.  Provides  that  purchases  by  school  units  of  supplies, 
equipment  and  materials  valued  at  $2,500  or  less  are  not  subject  to  purchasing  laws. 

Availability  of  Information  on  Employee  Qualifications.  Amends  GS  1 15C-319  to  provide  that  nothing  in  the 
section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  local  boards  of  education  from  disclosing  the  certification  status  and  other 
information  about  employees  as  required  by  Sec.  1111  (h)(6)  of  PL  1 07-1 1 0. 

Definition  of  Retired  Teacher  Modified.  As  title  indicates. 

Duties  of  School  Counselors.  Creates  new  GS  1 15C-316.1  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  school  counselors. 
Provides  that  prior  to  the  2003-2004  school  year,  local  boards  of  education  shall  develop  a  transition  plan  for 
implementing  the  new  duties  of  school  counselors.  Requires  the  State  Board  to  report  on  implementation. 
Effective  when  becomes  law  and  applies  to  school  years  beginning  with  the  2003-2004  school  year. 

Limit  Certification  Renewal  for  Retired  Teachers.  Amends  GS  1 15C-296(b)  to  provide  for  certificate  renewal 
every  five  years  until  the  teacher  retires  and  that  the  last  certificate  renewal  received  prior  to  retirement  shall 
remain  in  effect  seven  years  after  retirement. 

Online  Services  Available  For  All.  Provides  that  by  October  1,  2002,  the  State  Board  of  Education  shall  assure 
that  the  on-line  resources  of  the  Dep’t  of  Public  Instruction  available  to  students  enrolled  in  public  schools  are 
made  available  without  charge  to  students  enrolled  in  schools  subject  to  GS  Ch.  1 15C,  Art.  39.  By  October  1, 
2002,  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the  Board  of  Governors  of  UNO  shall  assure  that  the  on-line  resources 
available  to  parents  and  teachers  of  public  school  students  also  are  made  available  without  charge  to  parents 
and  teachers  of  students  enrolled  in  schools  subject  to  GS  Ch.  1 1 5C,  Art.  39. 

Certification  of  School  Nurses.  Amends  GS  115C-315  to  provide  that  school  nurses  employed  in  public  schools 
shall  hold  a  current  NC  registered  nurse  license,  and  they  shall  not  be  required  to  obtain  national  certification. 
Makes  provision  applicable  to  nurses  employed  on  or  after  July  1,  1993. 

Community  Colleges 

Regional  Programs.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Regional  Economic  Development  Vision  Plans.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Haywood  Regional  High  Technology  Center.  Provides  that  the  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  shall  study 
the  operations  of  the  Center,  its  economic  impact  and  costs  to  determine  whether  similar  centers  should  be 
created  and  shall  report  the  results  of  its  study. 

Realignment  of  Funding.  Deletes  section  providing  that  effective  July  1,  2002,  the  State  Board  of  Community 
Colleges  shall  no  longer  allocate  funds  for  the  Botanical  Laboratory  from  the  General  Fund  appropriations  and 
providing  that  instead,  no  more  than  $200,000  from  excess  overrealized  receipts  shall  used  for  this  purpose. 
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Temporary  Rules  on  FTE  For  Training  Provided  to  Law  Enforcement  Personnel  and  on  Generic  Fees.  Provides 
that  the  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  may  adopt  temporary  rules  clarifying  provisions  pertaining  to 
definition  of  certain  generic  and  specific  fees.  Provides  that  this  section  constitutes  a  recent  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  and  that  prior  to  adopting  temporary  rules,  the  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  shall  give  certain 
notice  of  them.  Provides  that  this  section  becomes  effective  when  the  act  becomes  law  and  expires  180  days 
after  that  date. 

Community  College  System  Study.  Provides  that  the  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  shall  hire 
a  consultant  to  consider  specified  items.  Adds  to  the  list  of  items  to  be  considered  the  funding  of  multicampus 
colleges  and  off-campus  centers.  Provides  that  the  Committee  may  hire  an  outside  consultant  to  study 
Community  College  System  funding  and  provides  that  in  the  course  of  this  study  the  consultant  shall  consider 
certain  specified  items.  Provides  that  the  Committee  shall  report  on  its  findings  to  the  2003  General  Assembly. 

Flexibility  to  Implement  Budget  Reductions.  Provides  that  the  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  may  transfer 
funds  within  the  budget  of  the  Community  Colleges  System  Office  to  implement  base  budget  reductions  and  to 
reorganize  the  System  Office.  Expires  June  30,  2003. 

Transfer  of  Community  College  Position.  Transfers  the  personnel  position  for  High  School  Apprenticeship 
Consultant  to  the  Dep’t  of  Public  Instruction. 

Hosiery  Center  Funds.  Provides  that  all  fees  collected  by  the  Hosiery  Technology  Center  of  Catawba  Valley 
Community  College  for  certain  testing  shall  be  retained  by  the  Center  and  that  purchases  using  these  funds  are 
not  subject  to  GS  Art.  3  Ch.  143. 

Viticulture/Enology  Course  Authorization.  Adds  a  new  provision  to  GS  Art.  1 1 ,  Ch.  18B  pertaining  to 
Viticulture/Enology  course  authorization.  Amends  GS  66-58(c)  by  adding  a  new  subsection  pertaining  to  the  sale 
of  products  raised  or  produced  incident  to  the  operation  of  a  community  college  viticulture/enology  program. 

Universities 

Elizabeth  City  State  University  Pharmacy  School/East  Carolina  University  Engineering  School/Engineering 
Programs  at  Western  Carolina  University  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Asheville.  Provides  that  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  shall  establish  the  school  of  pharmacy  at  Elizabeth  City 
State  University  as  set  forth  in  the  feasibility  study  conducted  in  compliance  with  specified  provisions.  Provides 
that  the  Board  of  Governors  shall  establish  an  accredited  and  fully  staffed  stand-alone  school  of  engineering  at 
East  Carolina  University,  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  in  electrical  and  computer  engineering  at  Western  Carolina 
University,  and  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  in  engineering  at  UNC  Asheville  no  later  than  the  2004-2005  academic 
year. 

No  Funding  for  Required  Courses  on  One  Religion.  Provides  that  no  state  funds  or  overhead  receipts  may  be 
expended  by  a  constituent  institution  of  The  University  to  offer  for  entering  freshman  students  prior  to  their  first 
semester  for  credit  or  otherwise  any  course  or  summer  reading  program  in  any  religion  unless  all  other  known 
religions  are  offered  in  an  equal  or  incremental  way.  States  that  the  section  is  not  intended  to  interfere  with 
academic  freedom,  but  to  ensure  that  all  religions  are  taught  in  a  non-discriminatory  fashion. 

UNC  Flexibility  Guidelines.  Deletes  provision  that  the  director  of  the  NC  School  Science  and  Mathematics  shall 
report  to  the  UNC  Board  of  Governors  on  the  reductions  made  in  its  General  Fund  budget  code  in  order  to  meet 
the  reduction  reserve  amount  for  that  institution. 

Umstead  Act  Exemption  for  the  NC  Arboretum.  Amends  GS  66-58(b)  to  provide  that  66-58(a)  shall  not  apply  with 
regard  to  the  operation  of  gift  shops  and  snack  or  food  service  facilities  connected  to  the  NC  Arboretum,  provided 
the  profits  are  used  to  support  operation. 

Report  on  Umstead  Act  Exemptions.  Requires  UNC  Board  of  Governors  to  report  to  Joint  Legislative  Comm’n  on 
Governmental  Operations  before  3/1/03  on  activities  undertaken  under  Umstead  Act  exemptions  for  the  NC  State 
Centennial  Campus,  the  UNC-CH  Horace  Williams  Campus,  and  a  Millennial  Campus  of  a  constituent  institution. 
Requires  the  following  information  on  all  activities  undertaken  since  7/1/99:  (1)  the  reasons  exemptions  were 
necessary  for  operations  and  facilities  on  these  campuses,  and  (2)  a  specific  list  of  activities  that  would  have  been 
prohibited  without  the  exemptions.  Also  requires  a  specific  list  of  activities  necessary  to  continue  development 
and  operation  that  would  be  prohibited  if  no  Umstead  Act  exemption  existed,  as  well  as  a  specific  list  of  Umstead 
Act  exemptions  to  continue  their  development  and  operation. 

Out-of-State  Institutions  With  NC  Campuses.  Amends  definition  of  “student”  in  part  to  mean  a  person  enrolled  in 
and  attending  an  institution’s  main  permanent  campus  located  in  the  state  who  qualifies  as  a  NC  resident.  Adds  a 
provision  stating  that  any  institution  that  met  the  definition  of  “institution”  on  January  1,  2001,  shall  continue  to  be 
eligible  to  receive  funds  appropriated  in  compliance  with  GS  116-19  through  116-22  when  this  act  becomes  law, 
if  it  received  funds  for  these  purposes  as  of  January  1 ,  2001 . 

NC  School  of  Science  and  Mathematics.  Provides  that  the  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Comm’n  shall 
study  the  NC  School  of  Science  and  Mathematics,  consider  certain  items  in  its  study  and  report  to  the  2003 
General  Assembly.  Provides  that  neither  the  fee  of  $850  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  any  other  fee  shall 
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be  imposed  for  the  2002-03  academic  year.  Adds  a  new  subdivisio  to  GS  116-235(d)  providing  that,  with  limited 
exceptions,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  not  impose  any  fee  without  the  approval  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Horace  Williams  Airport.  Provides  that  UNC-Chapel  Hill  shall  maintain  and  continue  to  operate  the  Horace 
Williams  Airport  as  a  base  for  the  Medical  Air,  Inc.,  operations  in  support  of  the  area  Health  Education 
Cooperative,  and  as  a  local  public  access  airport,  until  the  General  Assembly  provides  otherwise. 

Cooperative  Extension/Agricultural  Research  Faculty.  Provides  that  the  Board  of  Governors  shall  promulgate 
policies  that  permit  EPA  Non-Teaching  positions  in  the  Cooperative  Extension  Service  or  Agricultural  Research 
budgets  of  the  constituent  institutions  of  the  university  to  be  changed  to  EPA  Teaching  positions. 

UNC  Institutions  Prohibited  From  Operating  Transient  Accommodations  Except  under  Certain  Circumstances. 
Provides  that  it  is  unlawful  for  UNC,  its  constituent  institutions,  the  Centennial  Campus  of  NC  State  University,  the 
Horace  Williams  Campus  of  UNC-Chapel  Hill,  a  Millennial  Campus  of  a  constituent  institution  of  UNC,  or  any 
corporation  or  other  legal  entity  created  or  directly  controlled  by  or  using  land  owned  by  UNC  to  develop, 
construct,  own,  or  operate  a  transient  accommodations  facility  unless  certain  conditions  are  met.  Section  does  not 
apply  to  any  golf  course  or  transient  accommodation  facility  owned,  operated  or  leased  on  or  before  July  1,  2002. 
Report  on  University  Fiscal  Liabilities.  Requires  Board  of  Governors  to  report  annually  to  the  Joint  Legislative 
Comm’n  on  Governmental  Operations  on:  (1)  any  financing  of  buildings  or  facilities  on  land  owned  by  the 
University  or  a  constituent  institution,  regardless  of  who  owns  the  buildings  or  facilities;  and  (2)  all  fiscal  liabilities 
or  contingent  liabilities,  including  payments  for  debt  service  or  other  contractual  arrangements,  of  the  University  or 
any  constituent  institution. 

Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services 

Consolidation  of  Divisions  of  Services  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Hard  of  Hearing,  Services  for  the  Blind,  and 
Vocational  Rehabilitation  Services.  Directs  Dep’t  to  continue  administratively  consolidating  divisions  to  report  by 
June  1,  2003. 

Area  Authority/County  Program  Prompt  Pay.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Uniform  Provider  Credentialing  by  Health  Insurance  Plans.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Deposit  Central  Deaf  School  Sale  Proceeds  In  Mental  Health  Fund.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Weatherizatlon  Assistance.  Authorizes  Dep’t  to  administer  the  Weatherization  Assistance  Program  for  Low- 
Income  Families  and  the  Heating/Air  Repair  and  Replacement  Program  functions. 

Long-term  Care  Criminal  Checks  Suspended  for  Nondirect  Care  Employment  Positions.  Suspends  until  Jan.  1, 
2002,  the  requirements  to  conduct  national  criminal  history  checks  for  nursing  home  employment  positions  other 
than  those  involving  direct  patient  care,  and  for  adult  care  homes  staff  positions. 

Transfer  NC  Council  on  the  Holocaust  to  Dep’t  of  Public  Instruction.  As  title  indicates,  by  Type  II  transfer. 
Nonmedicaid  Reimbursement  Changes.  Sets  eligibility  level  for  adults  age  55  and  over  who  qualify  for  services 
through  the  Division  of  Services  for  the  Blind,  Independent  Living  Rehabilitation  Program  at  200%  of  the  federal 
poverty  guidelines. 

Medicaid  Program.  Sets  timing  of  facility  service  reimbursement  after  billing  to  Medicare.  Allows  nursing  facility 
providers  sufficient  time  from  effective  date  to  certify  additional  Medicare  beds.  Sets  performance  bond  level  for 
Medicaid  enrolled  providers  at  $100,000,  but  allows  option  of  demonstrating  financial  responsibility  by  a  letter  of 
credit  or  similar  instrument.  Clarifies  that  provision  allowing  income  of  minor’s  parents  to  be  included  in 
determining  income  eligibility  for  pregnant  women  applies  only  if  the  minor  is  residing  in  the  home. 

Carolina  Access  Program  Improvements.  Requires  quarterly  reporting  by  Dep’t  beginning  October  1,  2002. 
Medicaid  Case  Management  Services.  Replaces  Senate  reduction  requirement  of  33%  with  reduction 
requirement  of  unspecified  amount. 

Community  Alternatives  Programs.  Directs  Dep’t  to  amend  Community  Alternative  Program  waivers  to  ensure 
that  the  maximum  number  of  persons  meeting  participation  requirements  are  served  by  all  waivers.  Directs  NC 
Institute  of  Medicine  to  study  the  Community  Alternatives  Program  for  Disabled  Adults  and  recommend  ways  to 
improve  it  to  the  2003  General  Assembly  upon  convening. 

Medicaid  Program  Management.  Directs  Dep’t  not  to  deny  any  Medicaid  patient  access  to  any  FDA  approved 
drugs  in  adopting  and  implementing  any  pharmacy  management  plan. 

Long-Term  Care  Reimbursement  Methodology.  Sets  out  standards  Dep’t  must  follow  in  establishing  new 
reimbursement  methodology  for  long-term  care  services,  requires  consultation  with  provider  groups,  and  directs 
report  on  methodology  to  General  Assembly  by  Oct.  1,  2002. 

Medicaid  Maximum  Allowable  Charge  for  Temporary  Nursing  Services.  Directs  Div.  Of  Medical  Assistance  to 
establish,  as  maximum  allowable  per  hour  charge  under  Medicaid  for  temporary  nursing  services,  amount  equal 
to  130%  of  average  salary  cost  per  hour  for  direct  care  nursing  staff  employed  by  health  care  facility  or  provider. 
Increases  in  Federal  Medicaid  Funds.  Provides  that  total  amount  of  state  funds  becoming  available  to  Dep’t  for 
2002-03  due  to  increase  in  federal  funds  resulting  from  increase  in  federal  participation  rate  to  be  used  to 
increase  funds  appropriated  to  Dep’t  for  Medicaid,  without  any  reduction  in  what  is  otherwise  allocated  to  Dep’t 
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from  appropriated  funds.  Permits  Div.  of  Medical  Assistance  to  reinstate  eligibility  policies  changed  by  act  upon 
following  conditions:  (1)  Congress  approves  enhanced  federal  financial  participation,  (2)  receipt  of  enhanced 
federal  participation  is  dependent  on  state’s  maintenance  of  effort,  (3)  Dep’t  concludes  that  enacted  policy 
\  changes  render  state  ineligible  for  enhanced  federal  participation,  and  (4)  enhanced  federal  participation  receipts 
exceed  anticipated  savings  in  state  funds  from  enacted  policy  changes. 

A/C  Health  Choice  Benefits  and  Claims  Processing  Administered  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services.  As  title  indicates,  removing  responsibility  for  administration  from  TSE  Comprehensive  Major  Medical 
Plan. 

A/C  Health  Choice  Program  Enrollment  Management.  Directs  Dep’t  to  manage  NC  Health  Choice  program 
enrollment,  through  attrition  and  if  necessary  through  enrollment  freeze,  in  order  to  achieve  and  maintain 
sustainable  per  member  per  month  enrollment  within  2002-03  budget;  permits  one-time  transfer  of  $3  million  of 
matching  funds  for  this  fiscal  year  to  support  program  expenditures  attributable  to  excess  program  enrollment. 
Medicaid  Contracting  for  Services.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Allocation  of  Reductions  in  Funds  for  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services 
Programs.  Deletes  Senate  provision  directing  Dep’t  to  allocate  among  area  authorities  reductions  in  funding  in 
amount  of  $29,246,907. 

Patient  Advocate  Positions  Organizational  Change.  Directs  Dep’t  to  develop  plan  under  which  patient  advocates 
in  state  psychiatric  hospitals  and  mental  retardation  centers  report  to  Dep’t  officials  rather  than  facility  directors; 
directs  Dep’t  to  consider  contracting  for  such  services.  Requires  report  to  General  Assembly  on  plan 
development  by  Dec.  1, 2002. 

State/County  Special  Assistance  Rate  Methodology.  Revises  required  changes  to  adult  care  home  cost  reports. 
Directs  Dep’t  to  combine  Div.  of  Medical  Assistance  audits  for  personal  care  services  and  audits  for  State/County 
Special  Assistance  and  authorizes  use  of  $300,000  of  available  resources  for  additional  auditing  costs;  and 
directs  Dep’t,  in  consultation  with  State  Auditor,  to  contract  with  independent  consultant  for  this  service. 

Boys  and  Girls  Clubs.  Directs  that  $500,000  appropriated  in  act  to  Dep’t  be  used  to  make  grants  to  Boys  and 
Girls  Clubs  for  approved  programs. 

Food  Banks  Funds.  Senate  provision  deleted. 

State/County  Special  Assistance  Transfer  Assets  Policy.  Provides  that  Supplemental  Security  Income  policy  shall 
apply  to  applicants  for  State/County  Special  Assistance,  and  directs  Dep’t  to  continue  reviewing  whether  policy 
should  be  changed  to  permit  an  assisted  living  facility  to  accept  from  a  family  member  of  a  resident  who  qualifies 
for  special  assistance  the  difference  in  the  monthly  rate  for  room,  board,  and  services  available.  Lists  for 
consideration  specific  conditions  on  family  contributions.

Governor’s  Advisory  Council  on  Aging.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Home  and  Community  Block  Grant  Services.  Requires  Dep’t  to  allocate  reductions  to  the  Home  and  Community 
Care  Block  Grant,  and  to  ensure  to  the  extent  possible  that  reductions  do  not  promote  or  directly  result  in 
placement  in  long-term  care  facilities. 

Repeal  Dental  Health  Program  in  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 
Heart  Disease  and  Stroke  Prevention  Task  Force.  Adds  requirement  to  report  to  each  subsequent  regular 
session  after  June  30,  2003,  report. 

Restructure  Oral  Health  Section.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

State  Laboratory  Cost  Analysis.  Directs  Fiscal  Research  Division  of  Legislative  Services  Office  to  contract  with 
independent  consultant  to  conduct  cost  identification  and  fully  allocated  cost  analysis  of  services  provided  by  NC 
State  Laboratory  in  Div.  of  Public  Health.  Directs  Dep’t  to  transfer  $50,000  to  Fiscal  Research  to  pay  for  study. 
Workers’  Compensation  for  Dusty  Trades.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Early  Childhood  Education  and  Development  Initiatives  Enhancements.  Prohibits  use  of  state  funds  to  purchase 
advertising  that  specifically  advertises  Smart  Start  or  local  Partnership.  Deletes  following  Senate  provisions:  (1) 
Direction  that  $1  million  be  spent  to  maximize  vision  screenings  for  children;  (2)  prohibition  on  NC  Partnership  for 
Children,  Inc.,  contracting  with  outside  entity  to  conduct  performance  assessments  of  local  partnerships;  and  (3) 
direction  that  Partnership  for  Children  transfer  $400,000  to  Dep’t  for  statewide  folic  acid  campaign.  Defines  what 
may  be  included  as  administrative  costs  for  local  partnerships.

Directs  Dep’t  to 
analyze  operational  guidelines  of  farmers’  markets  operated  by  Dep’t  with  respect  to  requirements  for  percentage 
of  farm  products  that  farmer  must  produce  on  own  farm  to  be  eligible  to  sell  farm  products  at  retail  in  main  areas 
of  markets,  with  goal  that  markets  should  provide  retail  outlets  for  family  farmers  to  sell  the  farm  products  they 
produce. 

Funds  for  the  Farmland  Preservation  Trust  Fund/Shift  Funding  for  Two  Department  Positions.  Appropriates 
$200,000  for  the  Farmland  Preservation  Trust  Fund  for  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  to  support  one 
Lithographic  Press  Operator  position,  to  the  Dep’t  to  support  one  Construction  and  Renovation  Design  Technician 
position;  and  for  capital  improvements  for  a  swine  facility  at  Cherry  Farm.

Dep’t  of  Environment  and  Natural  Resources 

Relocate  Division  of  Coastal  Management  to  Coastal  Counties.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Funds  for  Cleanup  of  Warren  County  PCB  Landfill.  Permits  Dep’t  to  use  $2.5  million  for  Inactive  Hazardous  Sites 
Cleanup  Fund  for  cleanup  of  Warren  county  landfill  containing  PCBs  and  dioxin/furan  contaminated  materials. 
Division  of  Environmental  Health  Position  Reclassified.  Reclassifies  vacant  position  of  Administrative  Assistant  II 
in  Div.  of  Environmental  Health  to  position  of  Environmental  Engineer  ll  and  assigns  position  to  On-Site 
Wastewater  Section. 

Positions/Employees  at  Lake  James  and  Singletary  Lake  State  Parks.  Prohibits  the  elimination  of  or  reduction  in 
force  in  specified  positions  at  Lake  James  and  Singletary  Lake  state  parks  with  the  intent  that  these  parks  remain 
open  during  the  2002-2003  fiscal  year. 

DWR  to  Develop  Plan  Concerning  Funds  for  Water  Resources  Development  Projects  in  Each  Region  of  the 
State/Federal  Participation  in  Geographically  Distributed  Projects.  Directs  the  Div’n  of  Water  Resources  to 
develop  plan  to  inform  and  assist  local  governments  to  apply  for  state  funds  for  water  resources  development 
projects.  Directs  Dep’t  to  seek  federal  resources  for  projects  throughout  the  state.  Requires  report  from  Dep’t  by 
Jan.  15,  2003. 

Department  of  Commerce 

Council  of  Government  Funds.  Repeals  section  of  2001-03  appropriation  act  that  directs  allocation  among 
member  governments  of  state  appropriations  to  each  council  of  governments  and  specifies  that  appropriation  to 
be  paid  to  each  council  of  governments  in  two  installments,  the  second  only  after  submission  of  annual  report 
required  by  appropriations  act. 

Report  on  TDA.  Directs  that  Attorney  General  report  to  General  Assembly  by  Jan.  15,  2003  regarding  any 
expenditures  of  funds  by  Technological  Development  Authority,  Inc.,  for  purposes  outside  of  scope  of  activities  for 
which  such  funds  were  appropriated. 

One  North  Carolina  Fund.  Provides  that  unspent  funds  appropriated  for  the  One  North  Carolina  Fund  shall  not 
revert. 

Regional  Commission  Reports.  Changes  reporting  deadlines  for  2003  to  February  and  August  (was  January  and 
July)  as  they  appear  throughout  the  provision. 

Plan  for  Consolidating  Certain  Regional  Economic  Development  Commissions.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Study  Effectiveness  of  Economic  Development  Agencies.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Judicial  Dep’t 

Special  Superior  Court  Judges.  Effective  Aug.  27,  2002,  repeals  GS  7A-45.1(a2),  which  permits  Governor  to 
appoint  four  special  superior  court  judges;  and  enacts  new  GS  7A-45.1(a6),  permitting  Governor  to  appoint  four 
special  superior  court  judges  effective  July  1,  2003. 

Successors  to  Judges  at  Mandatory  Retirement  Age.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Restrict  District  Court  Mandatory  Arbitration.  Deletes  Senate  provision  that  required  Dep’t  to  study  feasibility  of 
charging  costs  of  District  court  arbitration  to  the  parties. 

Federal  Grant  Funds.  Deletes  Senate  provision  that  directed  Dep’t  to  use  proceeds  from  Court  information 
technology  Fund  to  fulfill  prior  obligations  to  criminal  justice  information  projects  receiving  federal  funds. 

Assistant  District  Attorney  Positions.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Magistrate  Positions.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Transfer  Sentencing  Services  Program  to  Office  of  Indigent  Defense  Services.  Deletes  Senate  provision  that 
prohibited  using  state  funds  to  prepare  sentencing  plans  for  offenders  who  are  returning  to  court  because  of 
potential  probation  violations;  and  inserts  direction  to  each  sentencing  services  program  to  review  procedures  and 
implement  methods  to  ensure  efficient  management  of  probation  revocation  cases  when  referred  by  a  judge. 
Effective  July  1 , 2002,  reduces  number  of  state  positions  assigned  as  administrative  staff  from  1 1  to  3  (Senate, 
reduced  to  2)  and  limits  number  of  state  positions  to  26  (Senate,  21 ). 

Increase  Judicial  Efficiencies.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 
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Superior  Court  Judges’  Subsistence  Allowance.  Provides  that  during  2002-03,  each  superior  court  judge  is 
allowed  $3500  per  year  in  lieu  of  necessary  subsistence  expenses  while  out  of  county  of  residence. 

Additional  Public  Defender  Office.  Amends  GS  7A-498.7(a)  to  add  a  public  defender  in  district  21  (Forsyth),  and 
permits  Office  of  Indigent  Defense  Services  to  use  up  to  $1,225  million  to  create  new  positions  in  Forsyth  office, 
including  defender,  up  to  13  assistant  public  defenders,  and  up  to  7  support  positions.  Effective  Sept.  1,  2002. 
Appellate  Courts  Printing  and  Computer  Operations.  Adds  new  GS  7A-343.3  to  establish  Appellate  Courts 
Printing  and  Computer  Operations  Fund.  Fund  to  receive  moneys  collected  through  charges  to  litigants  for 
reproduction  of  appellate  records  and  briefs;  and  Fund  moneys  to  be  used  to  support  appellate  courts’  print  shop 
operations.  Directs  that  revenues  in  Fund  at  end  of  each  year  to  be  transferred  to  Court  Information  Technology 
Fund. 

Dep’t  of  Justice 

Restitution  for  SBI  Drug  Lab  Analyses.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

No-Call  Registry  Authorization.  Reduces  amount  that  may  be  used  for  registry  from  $1  million  to  $700,000. 
Remove  Exemptions  from  Fingerprint  Charge.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

DENR  Reimburse  Department  of  Justice.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

AMBER  Alert  Program  Funds.  Appropriates  $125,000  to  Dep’t  for  America’s  Missing  Broadcast  Emergency 
Response  (AMBER)  Alert  program,  which  is  voluntary  cooperative  program  between  law  enforcement  agencies 
and  local  broadcasters  to  send  emergency  alert  to  public  when  child  has  been  abducted  and  is  believed  to  be  in 
grave  danger. 

Dep’t  of  Juvenile  Justice  and  Delinquency  Prevention 

Use  of  Funds  for  Youth  Development  Center  and  Multipurpose  Beds.  Permits  Dep’t  to  use  available  funds  to 
reestablish  one  multipurpose  group  home  (as  well  as  establish  new  Youth  Development  Center  beds  and  convert 
modular  camp  at  Eckerd  Wilderness  Camp  Program). 

Funding  of  Teen  Court  Programs.  Directs  that  Dep’t  use  $488,660  of  appropriated  funds  to  continue  operations 
of  teen  court  programs  that  received  direct  state  appropriations  from  Dep’t  in  2001-02. 

Funding  for  Eckerd  Wilderness  Camp.  Specifies  that  local  education  agencies  and  local  mental  health 
authorities  shall  reimburse  Dep’t  for  administration  of  camp  at  rates  of  $40  per  day  for  basic  camp  and  $60  per 
cay  for  modular  camp  slots. 

Planning  for  New  Youth  Development  Center.  Permits  Dep’t  to  initiate  planning  and  design  of  new  300-  to  500- 
bed  youth  development  center  using  funds  allocated  to  Dep’t  of  Administration  for  planning  and  design  of  juvenile 
justice  facilities.  Directs  Dep’t  to  report  to  General  Assembly  by  Nov.  1 , 2002,  on  progress  on  project. 

Operation  of  Buncombe  Youth  Detention  Center.  Permits  Dep’t  to  continue  to  operate  the  Buncombe  Youth 
Detention  Center  at  current  site  during  2002-2003  fiscal  year,  and  requires  Dep’t  to  the  extent  practical  to  operate 
at  same  average  population,  staffing  levels  and  budget  as  the  previous  year. 

Dep’t  of  Correction 

Shift  Pay  and  Holiday  Pay  for  Security  Staff.  Permits  Dep’t  to  use  funds  appropriated  for  2002-03  to  pay  security 
staff  special  premium  holiday  pay  that  exceeds  standard  holiday  pay  by  up  to  25%  or  special  supplemental 
weekend  shift  premium  pay  that  exceeds  standard  weekend  shift  pay  by  up  to  10%. 

Electronic  Monitoring  Costs.  Deletes  direction  that  Dep’t  report  to  General  Assembly  on  efforts  to  increase  use  of 
electronic  monitoring  of  sentenced  offenders  in  the  community. 

Collection  of  Offender  Fees.  Reduces  from  45%  to  40%  the  goal  for  collection  rates  in  2002-03. 

Mobile  Medical  Operating  Room.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Criminal  Justice  Partnership  Program.  Provides  that  Caswell,  Graham,  McDowell,  and  Union  counties  (Senate  - 
Caswell,  Person,  and  Union  counties)  not  to  receive  implementation  funding  for  program  in  2002-03.  Permits 
local  jurisdictions  to  have  allocated  reduction  in  funding  for  case  manager  positions  made  from  other  budgeted 
items  if  local  advisory  board  determines  that  case  manager  services  cannot  be  reasonably  provided  by  stated 
alternatives. 

Charges  for  Inmate  Health  Care.  Provides  that  UNC  Health  Care  to  be  reimbursed  for  medical  services  rendered 
to  inmates  at  rate  no  more  than  maximum  allowable  fee  schedule  established  by  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  in  accordance  with  Medicaid  laws. 

Pnson  Chaplain  Study.  Directs  Dep’t  to  study  feasibility  of  converting  prison  chaplain  program  into  community- 
based  program  emphasizing  use  of  volunteers  and  community  funding,  and  allowing  for  contracting  for  chaplain 
services  in  areas  where  volunteers  and  funding  not  available.  Requires  report  on  results  of  study  to  be  submitted 
to  General  Assembly  by  March  1,  2003. 

Eliminate  IMPACT  Program.  Repeals  GS  15A-1343(b1)(2a)  and  15A-1 343.1,  as  title  indicates. 

Dep’t  of  Crime  Control  and  Public  Safety 

Eliminate  State  Boxing  Commission.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Plan  of  Reorganization  for  Camp  Butner.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 
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Funding  ALE  operations.  Amends  GS  18B-805(b)  to  require  each  local  ABC  board,  before  distributing  net 
profits,  to  make  payment  to  Dep’t  to  support  ALE  Division.  Each  local  board  will  pay  its  proportionate  share  of 
costs,  based  on  its  share  of  statewide  gross  receipts.  Provides  that  distributions  under  GS  18B-805(e)  during 
2002-2003  fiscal  year  will  equal  or  exceed  the  prior  year  distribution  unless  the  governing  body  of  the  receiving 
city  or  county  agrees  by  resolution  to  accept  a  lesser  amount.  Terminates  this  requirement  July  1,  2003. 

Exempt  State  Highway  Patrol  from  Umstead  Act.  Amends  GS  66-58(b)  as  title  indicates. 

Comply  with  Federal  Violence  Against  Women  Act.  Amends  GS  143B-480.2  as  follows:  (1)  Adds  statutory  rape 
to  crimes  for  which  victim  may  seek  assistance  and  removes  attempted  rapes  and  sexual  offenses  from  such 
crimes;  and  requires  that  victim  report  crime  to  law  enforcement  officer  within  5  days  of  occurrence  or  have 
forensic  medical  examination  within  5  days  of  occurrence.  (2)  Modifies  list  of  eligible  expenses  to;  (a)  remove 
$1000  limit  on  mental  health  services,  and  (b)  add  forensic  medical  examination.  (3)  Limits  total  amount  of 
assistance  to  full  cost  of  forensic  medical  examination  plus,  if  such  examination  less  than  $100,  any  additional 
eligible  expenses  up  to  $1000.  Effective  Oct.  1,  2002. 

Dep’t  of  Administration 

Expand  Definition  of  HUB  business.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Occaneechi  Band  of  the  Saponi  Nation  on  the  North  Carolina  State  Commission  of  Indiana  Affairs.  Amends  GS 
143B-407  as  title  indicates. 

Scholarships  for  Children  of  War  Veterans  Amendments.  Requires  that  eligible  child  be  under  25  (Senate,  under 
26).  Requires  notification  of  the  recipient  by  May  1  of  the  year  the  child  enrolls  in  college. 

No  Reduction  of  Veterans  Affairs  Offices.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Repeal  North  Carolina  Agency  for  Public  Telecommunications.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Petroleum  Overcharge  Funds  Allocation.  Appropriates  $1  million  of  such  funds  to  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  for  Weatherization  Assistance  Program. 

Office  of  the  State  Auditor 

Use  Receipts  for  Contract  Audits.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Dep’t  of  Revenue 

Local  Sales  Tax  Administrative  Costs.  Limits  amount  that  Dep’t  may  withhold  from  local  sales  tax  collections  for 
administrative  costs  to  $275,000. 

DOR  Taxpayer  Telecommunications  Service.  Permits  Dep’t  to  draw  up  to  $3  million  through  June  30,  2004,  from 
collection  assistance  fee  account  established  in  GS  105-243.1  to  pay  for  costs  of  establishing  and  equipping  a 
central  taxpayer  telecommunications  service  center;  requires  Secretary  to  present  detailed  plan  with  proposed 
costs  to  Joint  Legislative  Comm’n  on  Governmental  Operations  before  making  any  such  expenditures. 

Rules  Review  Commission 

Rules  Review  Commission  Meeting  Schedule.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Office  of  Administrative  Hearings 

Conforming  APA  Amendments.  Amends  GS  150B-21.24  as  follows:  (1)  Directs  Codifier  of  Rules  to  place  NC

$200,000  transferred  for  information  technology  initiatives,  up  to  $500,000,  to  continue  State  Business 
Infrastructure  Study. 

Dep’t  of  Transportation 

Cash  Management  Program  Modification.  Repeals  GS  136-176(a2)  (annual  certification  by  DOT  that  use  of  cash 
balances  will  not  adversely  affect  delivery  schedule  of  Highway  Trust  Fund  projects  in  2002-08  TIP). 

DMV  Drivers  License  Examiner  Dress  Code.  Deletes  Senate  provision. 

Division  of  Motor  Vehicles  to  Implement  Multiyear  Registrations  and  Ten-year  Drivers  Licenses.  Deletes  Senate 
provision. 
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Commercial  Driver  License  Training  Standards.  Directs  DMV  to  issue  rules  authorizing  certified  Commercial 
Truck  Driver  Training  Schools  to  offer  80-hour  curriculum  appropriate  to  prepare  student  to  meet  requirements  for 
Class  B  Commercial  Drivers  License;  requires  issuance  by  Jan.  1,  2003. 

Urban  Loop  Termini.  Amends  GS  136-1 80(a)  listing  urban  loops  for  which  funds  may  be  used  to  add  “Durham 
East  End  Connector”  as  described  in  the  provision  as  an  alternative  to  the  “Durham  Northern  Loop"  described  in 
the  bill.  Amends  GS  136-1 80(b)  to  set  out  standards  under  which  Board  of  Transportation  may  accept  new 
interstate  or  freeway  as  the  revised  termini  of  urban  loop. 

School  Sponsored  Bus  Transportation  Safety  Study.  Directs  DMV,  in  consultation  with  DPI,  private  motor  coach 
industry,  and  other  interested  parties,  to  study  school  sponsored  bus  transportation  safety,  with  report  to  General 
Assembly  by  Dec.  1,  2002. 

Directs  DOT  to  study  possible  ferry  service  from 
Currituck  county  to  northern  Outer  Banks,  with  report  to  General  Assembly  by  June  1,  2003. 

Department  of  Transportation  May  Use  Receipts  for  Facilities  Improvements.  As  title  indicates,  using  receipts 
from  sale  of  real  property  other  than  right-of-way  property. 

Payback  Schedule  for  Transfer  in  Excess  of  that  Authorized  by  the  General  Statutes  from  the  Highway  Trust 
Fund  to  the  General  Fund.  Sets  out  formula  for  repayment  to  Highway  Trust  Fund  of  moneys  transferred  to 
General  Fund  in  excess  of  the  transfer  authorized  by  GS  105-1 87.9(b).  Provides  that  repayment  shall  include 
interest  at  the  net  rate  of  return  generated  by  the  State  Treasurer’s  Short  Term  Investment  Fund. 

Commission  to  Study  Commission  Contracts  for  the  Issuance  of  Motor  Vehicle  Registration  Plates  and 
Certificates.  Creates  Comm’n  named  in  title,  with  1 1  members  appointed  as  follows:  4  Senators  appointed  by 
President  Pro  Tern  and  4  Representatives  appointed  by  Speaker;  2  persons  currently  contracted  with  DMV  to 
issue  registration  plates  and  certificates,  one  each  by  President  Pro  Tern  and  Speaker;  and  Comm’r  of  MV  or 
designee.  Requires  Commission  to  submit  final  report  by  opening  of  2003  General  Assembly 
Transportation  of  Wood  Chips  and  other  Wood  Products.  Amends  GS  20-118  to  exempt  from  subsections  (b) 
(weight  limitations)  and  (e)  (penalties)  vehicles  hauling  wood  residuals  that  do  not  (1)  operate  on  interstate 
highway,  posted  light-traffic  road,  or  posted  bridge,  (2)  exceed  a  maximum  gross  weight  4000  pounds  above 
weight  allowed  in  subsection  (b),  and  (3)  exceed  single-axle  weight  of  more  than  22,000  pounds  and  tandem-axle 
weight  of  more  than  42,000  pounds.

(3)  the  provision  requiring  reporting  by  the  Dep’t  of  Administration.  Repeals  GS  143-48.3.  Provides  for  the  Joint 
Select  Comm,  on  Information  Technology  to  study,  evaluate,  and  report  on  the  procurement  of  information 
technology  in  the  state. 

Information  Technology  Security  Practices/State  Auditor.  Amends  GS  147-33. 82(d)  by  adding  a  new  subdivision 
providing  that  before  a  state  agency  may  enter  into  a  contract  for  assessment  of  network  vulnerability,  it  shall 
notify  the  State  Chief  Information  Officer  and  obtain  approval  of  the  request.  Provides  procedures  for  referral  of 
the  request  to  the  State  Auditor  and  authorization.  Includes  reporting  requirements.  Amends  GS  147-64. 6(c)(1 8) 
to  provide  that  the  Auditor  may  enter  into  a  contract  with  a  state  agency  for  an  assessment  of  network 
vulrierability  and  that  such  a  contract  must  be  on  a  cost-reimbursement  basis. 

Office  of  Administrative  Hearings/Automation  Review.  Provides  for  reporting  by  the  Office  of  Administrative 
Hearings  on  the  cost  and  feasibility  of  developing  or  acquiring  an  enterprise-wide  automated  system  for  the  rule- 
making  process. 

HIPAA  Implementation.  Provides  that  the  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management  shall  coordinate  the  state’s 
implementation  of  the  federal  Health  Insurance  Portability  and  Accountability  Act,  Title  II  Subtitle  F  (Administrative 
Simplification).  Specifies  powers  and  duties  of  coordination.  Allows  the  UNC  system  and  the  Teachers’  and  State 
Employees’  Comprehensive  Major  Medical  Plan  to  develop  and  implement  HIPAA  Administrative  Simplification 
compliance  efforts  independently  of  the  Office.  Provides  that  funds  appropriated  to  the  Reserve  for  HIPAA 
compliance  that  are  unencumbered  and  unexpended  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  will  remain  in  the  Reserve. 

State  Human  Resource  and  Retirement  Systems  Information  Technology  LRC  Study.  Provides  for  study  and 
reporting  by  the  Legislative  Research  Comm,  on  information  technology. 

Salaries  and  Employee  Benefits 

Temporary  Reduction  in  Legislative  Compensation.  Incorporates  provisions  of  H  1566,  introduced  6/6/02, 
reducing  pay  of  members  of  General  Assembly  by  10%  for  2002-2003. 

Special  Annual  Leave  Bonus.  Any  person  who  is  a  full-time  permanent  employee  of  the  state  or  a  local  board  of 
education,  except  an  employee  who  receives  a  salary  increment  pursuant  to  section  7.1  or  7.2  of  this  act,  on 
September  30,  2002,  who  is  eligible  for  annual  leave  shall  have  a  one-time  additional  10  days  of  annual  leave 
credited  on  that  date.  This  leave  shall  be  accounted  for  separately,  and  shall  remain  available  until  used.

A  c  dte  employee  is  entitled  to  take  up  to  52  weeks  of  leave  without  pay 
during  a  five-year  period  in  order  to  care  for  the  employee's  child,  spouse,  or  parent,  where  that  child,  spouse,  or 
parent  has  a  serious  health  condition.  Benefits  under  this  section  are  supplemental  to  any  benefit  an  employee 
may  otherwise  be  entitled  to.

Deletes  from  Senate  bill  proposed  amendment  to  GS  Ch.  143B 
establishing  a  Public  Employee  Special  Pay  Plan  and  substitutes  a  study  of  a  special  pay  plan  to  be  conducted  by 
an  1 1 -member  study  commission,  which  is  directed  to  report  to  the  2003  General  Assembly. 

Retiree  Cost-Of-  Living  Increases.  Amends  GS  135-5,  128-27,  and  120-4. 22A  to  give  increases  of  1.4%. 

Abolish  Judicial/Legislative  Retirement  Systems.  Deleted. 

Conform  Treatment  of  Retired  Legislative  Employees  Who  Return  to  Employment  in  a  Full-Time  Position  With 
That  of  Other  State  Employees.  Deleted. 

Expand  Separation  Allowance  for  Law  Enforcement  Officers.  Deleted. 

Retirement  incentive.  Provides  that  any  member  of  the  Teachers’  and  State  Employees'  Retirement  System, 
except  law  enforcement  officers  and  employees  of  community  colleges  and  public  schools,  who  retire  between 
Sept.  1,  2002,  and  March  1,  2003,  are  entitled  to  an  annual  separation  allowance  equal  to  0.85%  of  the  annual 
equivalent  of  the  base  rate  of  compensation  most  recently  applicable  to  that  person  for  each  year  of  creditable 
service.  To  qualify  for  this  allowance,  the  employee  must  be  at  least  55  years  old  but  no  older  than  61,  have 
completed  at  least  25  years  of  service,  and  have  been  actively  employed  during  the  12  months  immediately  prior 
to  the  retirement  date. 

Employee  Health  Plan  Trustees  and  Committees.  Amends  GS  135-39  to  increase  the  number  of  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Teachers’  and  State  Employees’  Comprehensive  Major  Medical  Plan  from  9  to  15.  Five 
are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  five  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  and  Five  by  the  President  Pro  Tern,  of  the 
Senate.  Requires  that  of  each  group  of  five,  one  shall  be  an  employee  of  a  state  department,  agency,  or 
institution,  one  shall  be  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools,  and  one  shall  be  a  retired  employee  of  a  state  department, 
agency,  or  institution,  or  a  retired  teacher  from  a  public  school  system.  Amends  GS  1 35-39. 4A(f)  to  provide  that 
any  committee  or  other  group  used  by  the  Executive  Administrator  to  formulate  any  policies,  rules,  regulations, 
recommendations  to  the  General  Assembly  or  the  Governor,  or  in  any  other  way  affecting  the  operations  of  the 
Plan,  shall  include  at  least  the  following;  an  employee  of  a  state  department,  agency,  or  institution,  a  teacher  in 
the  public  schools,  and  a  retired  employee  of  a  state  department,  agency,  or  institution,  or  a  retired  teacher  from  a 
public  school  system.  Deletes  GS  135-39.10,  which  states  that  as  used  in  the  Article  “Executive  Administrator  and 
Board  of  Trustees"  means  that  the  Executive  Administrator  has  the  power  and  responsibility  mentioned  after 
consulting  with  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

State  Employee  Health  Plan  Coverage  For  Services  of  Clinical  Pharmacist  Practitioners.  Amends  GS  1 35-40.6  to 
provide  that  the  Plan  covers  services  provided  by  clinical  pharmacist  practitioners,  subject  to  listed  limitations. 
Joint  Legislative  Oversight  Committee  on  Capital  Improvements  Established.  Adds  new  Art.  29  to  GS  Ch.  120  to 
establish  a  16-member  oversight  committee,  8  members  from  the  House  and  8  from  the  Senate.  Committee  is  to 
examine,  on  a  continuing  basis,  capital  improvements  approved  and  undertaken  for  state  facilities,  including  those 
of  the  University  of  North  Carolina.

Reduce  appropriations  for  water 
resources  projects  for  “Projected  Feasibility  Studies"  from  $120,000  to  $80,000;  for  “Planning  Assistance  to 
Communities”  from  $150,000  to  $100,000;and  add  appropriation  for  “NC  Resource  Conservation  and 
Development  Councils”  of  $90,000.  6.  Direct  the  Dep’t  of  Correction  to  reestablish  operations  at  Blue  Ridge 
Correctional  Center  and,  to  the  extent  practicable,  restore  the  prisoner  population  and  staffing  levels  to  the 
numbers  existing  on  June  30,  2002.  Any  employee  transferred  from  Blue  Ridge  since  June  30,  2002,  must  be 
transferred  back  at  the  employee’s  request,  and  any  employee  whose  classification  was  reduced  as  a  result  of  a 
transfer  must  be  reinstated  to  the  employee’s  classification  while  at  Blue  Ridge.

SENATE  BILLS 

S  1115.  MODIFY  APPROPRIATIONS  ACT  OF  2001.  Intro.  5/29/02.  House  amendments  make  the  following 
changes  to  4th  edition.  (1)  Specify  that  the  Early  Childhood  Education  and  Development  Initiatives  are  prohibited 
from  spending  any  state  funds  for  advertising  and  promotional  activities  during  fiscal  2002-03.  (2)  Require  that 
the  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management  and  the  Community  College  System  increase  the  amount  budgeted 
for  receipts  for  fiscal  2002-03  by  $299,825.  These  funds  are  to  be  used  to  increase  funding  for  public  radio 
stations  at  Craven  Community  College  ($74,956),  Isothermal  College  ($74,956),  and  Gaston  Community  College 
($149,912).  (3)  Delete  provisions  repealing  GS  7A-45.2(a2)  and  adding  new  GS  7A-45.2(a6)  (regarding 
appointment  of  four  special  superior  court  judges).  Provide  that  in  lieu  of  proposed  funding  reduction  by  delaying 
the  reappointment  of  special  superior  court  judges,  the  proposed  nonrecurring  reduction  of  non-salary  line  items 
in  Dep’t  of  Correction  budget  is  increased  by  $512,693.  (4)  Change  decreases  in  appropriations  to  divisions 
within  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  by  reducing  the  reduction  to  the  Div’n  of  Aging  by  $374,160  (was 
$1,300,160),  increasing  the  reduction  to  the  Div’n  of  Medical  Assistance  by  $300,000  (was  $13,002,696), 
reducing  the  reduction  to  NC  Health  Choice  by  $771,128  (was  $1,778,620),  and  increasing  the  reduction  to  the 
Div’n  of  Public  Health  by  $1,445,288  (was  $13,544,044).  Increases  amount  to  be  transferred  by  the  Health  and 
Wellness  Trust  Fund  Comm’n  to  $27,365,288  (was  $25,740,000)  and  provides  that  the  increase  is  to  be  used  to 
purchase  vaccines  administered  through  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services.  Then  provides  that  funds 
allocated  for  the  purchase  of  vaccines  in  the  amount  of  $1 ,625,288  be  allocated  to  outpatient  hospital  co¬ 
payments  ($300,000),  to  maintain  current  co-payments  under  NC  Health  Choice  ($771,128),  to  maintain  current 
funding  to  Home  and  Community  Care  Block  Grant  ($374,160),  and  to  maintain  current  funding  of  Health 
Promotion  Funding  ($180,000).  Makes  conforming  changes  to  provisions  dealing  with  NC  Health  Choice  and  the 
Home  and  Community  Care  Block  Grant.  (5)  Allow  (was,  require)  Dep’t  of  Public  Instruction  to  transfer  personnel 
functions  to  Office  of  State  Personnel.  (6)  Require  State  Board  of  Education  to  reduce  allocations  to  local  school 
administrative  units  for  central  office  administration  by  $5,000  and  to  use  these  funds  for  the  Total  Quality 
Education  Program,  a  nonpublic  school  agency.  Require  Joint  Legis.  Education  Oversight  Committee  to  review 
how  nonpublic  school  agencies  help  local  school  administrative  units  enhance  student  performance.  (7)  Delete 
provisions  regarding  review  of  teacher  preparation  programs  and  continuing  certification  process  for  teachers  and 
replace  them  with  provisions  (a)  amending  GS  1 1 5C-296(b)  to  prohibit  a  portfolio  requirement  for  teachers,  (b) 
requiring  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  delete  portfolio  requirement  from  continuing  certification  standards  for 
teachers,  and  (c)  repealing  SL  2001-424,  sec.  28.19(b)(regarding  additional  paid  leave  and  support  for  initially 
certified  teachers).  (8)  Add  new  section  6.1 1A  to  terminate  the  Hurricane  Fran  Account.  All  funds  in  that  account 
not  contractually  obligated  on  August  12,  2002,  revert  on  June  30,  2003,  to  be  credited  to  the  Savings  Reserve 
Account.  (9)  Require  Director  of  Budget  to  subject  every  program  to  zero-based  budget  review  at  least  once 
every  five  years  and  that  approximately  one-fifth  of  the  state  budget  be  subject  to  zero-based  budgeting  in  each 
year  beginning  in  2003.  Specify  information  that  must  be  included  in  zero-based  budget  plans  submitted  by  state 
agencies.

SENATE  BILLS 

S  1248.  PENSION  ASSURANCE  FUND.  Intro.  6/6/02.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes 
to  1st  edition.  Replaces  original  bill  with  bill  enacting  new  GS  147-69.4,  which  establishes  a  Pension  Assurance 
Fund  in  the  Office  of  State  Treasurer.  States  that  purpose  of  new  fund  is  to  protect  retirement  savings  and 
investments  of  NC  citizens  employed  by  private  industry.  Permits  moneys  in  fund  to  be  used  to  compensate 
individuals  who  lose  significant  portion  of  retirement  savings  that  are  invested  in  401k  or  other  pension  funds 
funded  in  whole  or  part  with  stock  of  their  employer  companies  as  result  of  violations  of  GS  Chapter  78A  or  of 
federal  securities  laws.  Directs  State  Treasurer,  in  consultation  with  Sec’y  of  State,  to  develop  recommendations 
to  General  Assembly  on  funding  Pension  Assurance  Fund,  including  funding  from  punitive  or  treble  damages 
assessed  in  actions  involving  securities  fraud. 


HOUSE  BILLS 

H  1100.  FINANCIAL  FRAUD  PROTECTION  ENHANCEMENT.  Intro.  4/11/01.  Senate  committee  substitute 
adopted  8/13/02  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Replaces  original  bill  with  more  comprehensive 
prohibitions  on  financial  fraud.  Rewrites  GS  14-119  to  make  forging  or  counterfeiting  instruments,  or  possessing 
counterfeit  instruments,  with  intent  to  injure  or  defraud  person,  financial  institution,  or  government  unit,  a  Class  H 
felony;  makes  transporting  or  possessing  five  or  more  counterfeit  instruments,  with  intent  to  injure  or  defraud,  a 
Class  G  felony.  Defines  “instrument”  to  mean  currency,  bill,  note,  warrant,  check,  order,  or  similar  instrument  on 
or  of  financial  institution  or  governmental  unit,  and  any  security  issued  by  or  on  behalf  of  governmental  unit. 
Amends  GS  14-1 13.9(a)  to  expand  definition  of  “financial  transaction  card  theft”  to  include,  with  intent  to  defraud, 
using  scanning  device  to  access,  read,  obtain,  memorize,  or  store  information  encoded  on  another’s  financial 
transaction  card  or  receiving  such  encoded  information  from  another’s  card.  Amends  GS  14-1 13.20  to  expand 
financial  identity  fraud  to  include  obtaining,  possessing,  or  using  identifying  information  from  deceased,  as  well  as 
living,  persons;  and  to  add  biometric  data,  fingerprints,  passwords,  and  a  parent’s  legal  surname  before  marriage 
to  list  of  “identifying  information.”  Adds  new  GS  14-11 3. 20A,  making  it  illegal  to  sell,  transfer,  or  purchase 
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identifying  information  of  another  person  with  intent  to  commit  financial  identity  fraud  or  to  assist  another  person  in 
doing  so,  punishable  as  Class  E  felony.  Makes  these  changes  effective  Dec  1, 2002. 

Amends  GS  14-1 13.22  to  increase  penalties  for  violations  of  GS  14-1 13.20  as  follows:  basic  violation  is 
punishable  as  Class  G  (was  Class  H)  felony;  violation  is  Class  F  (was  Class  G)  felony  if  victim  suffers  arrest, 
detention,  or  conviction  as  result  of  felony;  violation  is  Class  F  felony  is  person  in  possession  of  identifying 
information  of  three  or  more  persons.  Adds  new  GS  1-539.2C,  transferring  to  new  section  civil  damage 
provisions  of  GS  14-1 13.22(b).  Makes  these  changes  effective  Oct.  1,  2002. 

H  1534.  DOMESTIC  VIOLENCE  COMM.  RULEMAKING.  Intro.  6/05/02.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Adds  a  provision  directing  the  commission  to  adopt  rules  to  establish  a  consistent  level  of 
performance  from  providers  of  abuser  treatment  programs  and  to  ensure  that  approved  programs  enhance  the 
safety  of  victims  and  hold  those  who  perpetrate  acts  of  domestic  violence  responsible. 

H  1541.  NOLICHUCKY  RIVER  BASIN.  Intro.  6/6/02.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to 
1st  edition.  Rewrites  title  to  read  TO  DELINEATE  THE  NOLICHUCKY  RIVER  BASIN  FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF 
RECEIVING  PUBLIC  COMMENT  RELATED  TO  THE  REVIEW  AND  REVISION  OF  THE  APPLICABLE 
BASINWIDE  WATER  QUALITY  MANAGEMENT  PLAN.  Retains  the  definition  of  the  Nolichucky  basin  from  the 
original  bill,  but  simply  directs  that  the  Nolichucky  basin  be  considered  a  major  river  basin  for  purpose  of  soliciting 
and  receiving  public  comment  when  the  Environmental  Review  Comm’n  reviews  and  revises  the  basinwide  water 
quality  management  plan  for  the  French  Broad  River  Basin.

H  1777.  SANITATION  RULES/EFFECTIVE  DATE  &  FIELD  TEST.  Intro.  7/17/02.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  DELAY  THE  EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF 
CERTAIN  ADMINISTRATIVE  RULES  GOVERNING  SANITATION  OF  HOSPITALS,  NURSING  HOMES,  REST 
HOMES,  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS;  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  A  FIELD  TEST  OF  THOSE  RULES;  TO 
AUTHORIZE  THE  COMMISSION  FOR  HEALTH  SERVICES  TO  ADOPT  TEMPORARY  AND  PERMANENT

SENATE  BILLS 

S  1441.  EXEMPT  ARBORETUM  FROM  UMSTEAD  ACT.  Intro.  6/18/02.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Deletes  amendment  to  GS  66-58(b)(20),  which  exempted  the  sale  of  books, 
crafts,  gifts,  and  other  tourism  related  items  by  the  University  at  visitor  centers  or  public  exhibition  spaces. 
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HOUSE  BILLS 

H  1040.  TEMPORARY  EXTENDED  UNEMPLOYMENT  BENEFITS.  Intro.  4/10/01.  House  committee  substitute 
rewrites  bill  to  make  the  following  changes:  Adds  new  subdivision  c.  to  GS  96-1 2.01  (a1)(4)  (section  generally 
provides  extended  benefits  in  specified  circumstances).  New  subdivision  applies  to  benefits  for  weeks  of 
unemployment  beginning  after  May  1 ,  2002;  it  provides  that  there  is  “on  indicator”  for  weeks  after  that  date  in 
which  the  average  unemployment  rate  for  all  states  for  most  recent  three  months  is  at  least  6.5%,  and  average  for 
NC  is  110%  of  comparable  period  in  two  previous  years.

Specifies  total  extended  benefit  amount  as  at  least  50%  of  the  total  amount  of  regular  benefits 
payable  to  the  individual  in  his  or  her  benefit  year,  or  1 3  times  the  weekly  benefit  for  a  week  of  total 
unemployment  in  the  benefit  year,  but  if  the  weeks  covered  are  in  “high  unemployment  period”  (over  8%  total 
unemployment),  the  benefits  are  80%  and  20  times,  respectively. 

H  1766.  ESTABLISH  MOUNTED  HORSE/CAISSON  PATROL  UNIT.  Intro.  6/17/02.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Deletes  appropriation  to  establish  the  patrol  unit  (was  $63,000).

S  1113.  EXTEND  APPROPRIATIONS  MODIFICATION  ACT  (NEW).  Intro.  5/29/02.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Extends  SL  2002-12  to  September  30,  2002  (was,  August  31,  2002). 
Effective  August  31,  2002. 

S  1113.  EXTEND  APPROPRIATIONS  MODIFICATION  ACT.  Intro.  5/29/02.  Senate  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Adds  new  provision  prohibiting  General  Assembly  members  from  receiving  per 
diem  or  travel  allowances  between  September  1  and  December  31,  2002,  for  work  that  is  part  of  the  2001  regular 
session  or  2002  extra  session.  Provides  that  per  diem  under  GS  120-37(b)  (subsistence  for  sergeants-at-arms 
and  reading  clerks)  is  unaffected. 


S  1123.  CRIMINAL  UNAUTHORIZED  RECORDINGS.  Intro.  5/29/02.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Amends  GS  14-432  to  define  “fixed”  (in  short,  a  work  recorded  in  a  tangible 
medium  by  the  authority  of  the  author  in  a  way  that  it  can  be  perceived,  reproduced,  or  otherwise  communicated 
for  a  period  of  more  than  a  transitory  duration).  Amends  GS  14-433  to  make  it  applicable  to  unlawful  recording  of 
“performances"  (now,  "concerts”).  Amends  GS  14-435  to  make  it  unlawful  to  fail  to  disclose  the  actual  true  name 
and  address  of  the  manufacturer,  as  well  as  the  name  of  the  actual  author  or  artist  (now,  applies  only  to  providing 
name  of  manufacturer). 


S  1140.  AMEND  DEFINITION  OF  CONVENTION  CENTER  (NEW).  Intro.  6/3/02.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Amends  GS  186-1000(1  a)  (ABC  law  definitions)  to  expand  definition 
of  convention  center  to  include;  a  privately  owned  facility  in  a  city  of  a  population  of  at  least  200,000  but  not  more 
than  250,000  by  the  2000  federal  census,  that  (1)  is  located  in  an  Urban  Redevelopment  Area  as  defined  in  GS 
160A,  Art.  22,  (2)  has  at  least  7500  square  feet  of  floor  space  available  for  public  use,  and  (3)  the  facility’s  annual 
gross  receipts  from  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  are  less  than  50%  of  the  gross  receipts  paid  to  all  providers 
at  permitted  functions. 

S  1281.  CERTAIN  OCCUPATIONAL  LICENSING  BOARD  CHANGES  (NEW).  Intro.  6/10/02.  Senate  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Replaces  blank  bill  with  AN  ACT  TO  CLARIFY  TORT 
CLAIM  AND  DUTY  TO  DEFEND  EMPLOYEES  LIABILITY  OF  OCCUPATIONAL  LICENSING  BOARDS;  TO 
PROVIDE  FOR  FLEXIBILITY  IN  DISCIPLINARY  MATTERS  AND  TO  SECURE  EXAM  SCORES  BY  THE  REAL 
ESTATE  COMMISSION:  AND  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  BOARD  OF  LANDSCAPE  ARCHITECTS  TO  RETAIN 
PRIVATE  COUNSEL  Authorizes  occupational  licensing  boards  to  purchase  commercial  liability  insurance  for 
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■(!  their  boards,  board  members,  officers,  employees,  and  agents.  States  that  occupational  licensing  boards  shall  be 
deemed  state  agencies  and  their  employees  considered  state  employees  for  purposes  of  the  tort  claims  act  and 
defense  of  state  employees  act. 

Authorizes  NC  Real  Estate  Comm’n  to  acquire,  hold,  convey,  rent,  encumber,  alienate,  and  otherwise  deal 
with  real  property  in  the  same  manner  as  a  private  party,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
r,  State.  Authorizes  Comm’n  to  copyright  written  educational  materials  it  creates  and  charge  reasonable  fees  for 
publications  and  programs.  Requires  Comm’n  to  notify  persons  who  fail  the  real  estate  license  exam  of  their 
scores.  Makes  the  fact  of  passing  or  failing  the  exam  a  matter  of  public  record,  but  provides  that  the  exam  scores 
shall  not  be  public  records.  Reduces  from  12  months  to  6  months  the  amount  of  time  a  licensee  may  permit  his  or 
her  license  to  be  expired  before  the  Comm’n  may  treat  the  licensee  as  not  having  previously  been  licensed  and 
therefore  subject  to  the  requirements  for  issuance  of  an  original  license.  Provides  that  hearings  conducted  by  the 
Comm’n  in  contested  cases  shall  be  governed  by  the  Adminstrative  Procedure  Act.  Authorizes  the  Comm’n  to 
impose  reasonable  conditions,  restrictions,  and  limitations  upon  the  license,  registration,  or  approval  of  a  person 
’  or  entity  it  disciplines. 

Repeals  GS  1 14-4.2G,  which  requires  the  Attorney  General  to  assign  an  attorney  to  serve  as  advisor  to  the 
NC  Board  of  Landscape  Architects.  Authorizes  the  Board  to  retain  private  counsel. 

Effective  Oct.  1,  2002. 


HOUSE  BILLS 

H  348.  TOBACCO  ESCROW  COMPLIANCE  (NEW).  Intro.  3/1/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Deletes  all  provisions  of  previous  bill  and  replaces  them  with  AN  ACT  TO 
IMPROVE  COMPLIANCE  WITH  THE  TOBACCO  ESCROW  STATUTE.  In  1999,  as  part  of  the  tobacco 
settlement,  the  General  Assembly  created  the  Tobacco  Reserve  Fund  and  required  tobacco  product 
manufacturers  who  were  not  “participating  manufacturers”  (as  defined  by  the  master  settlement  agreement)  to 
place  certain  amounts  per  unit  sold  into  an  escrow  fund  each  year.  The  purpose  of  the  fund  was  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  judgments  or  settlements  brought  against  the  nonparticipating  manufacturer.  This  bill  requires  the 
Office  of  the  Attorney  General  to  prepare  a  list  of  participating  manufacturers  and  all  their  “brand  families”  (defined 
as  ail  styles  of  cigarettes  sold  under  the  same  trademark  and  differentiated  from  one  another  by  modifiers  such  as 
“lights”),  and  to  prepare  a  separate  list  of  nonparticipating  manufacturers  who  are  in  full  compliance  with  the 
tobacco  reserve  fund  act  and  all  their  brand  families.  Makes  it  unlawful  for  any  person  to  pay  the  cigarette  tax 
levied  by  GS  Ch.  105,  Art.  2A,  Part  2  for  cigarettes  belonging  to  a  brand  family  of  a  nonparticipating  manufacturer 
if  the  brand  family  is  not  on  the  Attorney  General’s  list.  Provides  that  cigarettes  that  are  otherwise  subject  to  the 
tax  but  made  ineligible  for  levy  by  this  law  are  non-tax-paid  cigarettes.  Requires  nonparticipating  manufacturers  to 
annually  submit  to  the  Attorney  General’s  office  all  of  the  following:  a  list  of  all  brand  families  sold  for  consumption 
in  NC  during  the  previous  and  current  calendar  years,  a  copy  of  an  instrument  appointing  a  process  service 
agent,  and  a  statement  certifying,  among  other  things,  that  the  manufacturer  is  in  compliance  with  the  tobacco 
reserve  fund  act  and  that  all  the  required  escrow  payments  have  been  made.  Amends  GS  14-401. 18(b)  to  make  it 
a  misdemeanor  and  an  unfair  trade  practice  to  sell  or  hold  for  sale  a  package  of  cigarettes  that  (1)  violates  federal 
laws  governing  the  submission  of  ingredient  information  to  federal  authorities,  the  import  of  certain  cigarettes,  or 
any  other  federal  law  or  regulation;  or  (2)  contains  cigarettes  that  are  non-tax-paid  cigarettes.  Effective  Oct.  1, 
2002. 

H  1040.  TEMPORARY  EXTENDED  UNEMPLOYMENT  BENEFITS.  Intro.  4/10/01.  House  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Amends  GS  96-12.01  (g)  to  provide  that  the  federal  portion  of  any  extended 
benefits  shall  not  be  charged  to  the  account  of  any  employer  who  pays  taxes  as  required  by  this  Chapter  but  the 
state  portion  of  such  extended  benefits  shall  be  charged  to  the  account  of  the  employer,  or  not  charged  to  the 
employer  under  GS  96-9(c)(2)  (now,  section  says  state  portion  shall  be  charged  to  employer,  but  does  not  state 
that  they  may  not  be  charged). 

H  1276.  CLOSE  INCEST  LOOPHOLE  TO  PROTECT  MINORS.  Intro.  4/12/01.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Repeals  GS  14-179  (incest  between  uncle  and  niece,  and  nephew 
and  aunt)  and  adds  carnal  intercourse  between  a  person  and  an  uncle,  aunt,  nephew,  or  niece  to  GS  14-178. 
Replaces  punishment  in  previous  version  with  the  following,  A  person  is  guilty  of  a  Class  B1  felony  if  either  (a)  the 
person  commits  incest  against  a  child  under  the  age  of  1 3  and  the  person  is  at  least  1 2  years  old  and  at  least  four 
years  older  than  the  child  when  the  incest  occurred,  or  (b)  the  person  commits  incest  against  a  child  who  is  13, 

14,  or  15  years  old  and  the  person  is  at  least  six  years  older  than  the  child  when  the  incest  occurred.  A  person  is 
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guilty  of  a  Class  C  felony  if  the  person  commits  incest  against  a  child  who  is  13,  14,  or  15  and  t  j  person  is  more  j 
than  four  but  less  than  six  years  older  than  the  child  when  the  incest  occurred.  All  other  cases  of  incest  are  Class  f 
F  felonies.  Clarifies  that  a  child  under  the  age  of  16  is  not  liable  under  this  section  if  the  other  person  is  at  least  . : 
four  years  older  when  the  incest  occurred.  Changes  effective  date  to  Dec.  1 ,  2002  (was,  Dec.  1 ,  2001 ).  || 

H  1402.  ADDRESS  CONFIDENTIALITY  PROGRAM.  Intro.  4/26/01.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Provides  that  no  General  Fund  appropriations  shall  be  used  to  implement  this 
act;  Attorney  General  and  agencies  may  implement  the  act  only  with  funds  from  the  settlement  of  the  case 
entitled  State  of  Florida  v.  Nine  West  Group.  Inc,  and  John  Does  1-500.  or  other  grants  or  nonappropriated  funds. 
Amends  proposed  GS  15C-3  to  add  certified  and  registered  mail  to  class  of  mail  that  Attorney  General  is  required 
to  forward  to  program  participants.  Amends  proposed  GS  15C-4  to  remove  references  to  a  person  making 
application  on  behalf  of  another.  Makes  other  clarifying  and  conforming  changes. 

H  1508.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  BIOTERRORISM  PREPAREDNESS.  Intro.  6/4/02.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  4th  edition.  Provides  that  a  person  who  brings  an  action  to  review  an  order 
limiting  the  person’s  freedom  of  movement  or  access  is  entitled  to  representation  by  counsel.  If  the  person  is 
indigent,  counsel  must  be  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  statutes  governing  representation  for  indigent 
persons  and  the  rules  of  the  Office  of  Indigent  Defense  Services.  Requires  the  State  Health  Director  and  the 
Secretary  of  Crime  Control  and  Public  Safety  to  notify  the  Governor  and  each  other  whenever  the  Director  or  the 
Secretary  reasonably  suspects  that  there  exists  a  public  health  threat  that  may  have  been  caused  by  an  act  of 
terrorism  using  a  nuclear,  biological,  or  chemical  agent.  Directs  State  Health  Director  to  develop  a  voluntary  pilot 
program  for  hospitals  and  urgent  care  centers  to  provide  emergency  department  data  to  the  Director  for  the 
purpose  of  public  health  surveillance.  Requires  the  Director  to  remove  from  the  data  individuals’  names,  street 
addresses,  phone  numbers,  social  security  numbers,  dates  of  birth,  and  any  other  information  that  might  identify  a 
patient.  Authorizes  State  Health  Director,  upon  a  determination  that  a  public  health  threat  may  exist  because 
property  has  been  contaminated  by  an  act  of  terrorism  using  nuclear,  biological,  or  chemical  agents,  to  order  any 
action  to  abate  the  threat.  Provides  that  an  owner  or  other  person  in  control  of  the  property  who  is  not  culpable  in 
the  creation  of  the  threat  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  cost  of  the  abatement.  Authorizes  NC  Medical  Board  to 
waive  its  licensure  requirements  to  permit  the  provision  of  emergency  health  services  to  the  public  in  a  declared 
disaster  or  state  of  emergency.  Amends  statutes  governing  regional  hazardous  materials  response  teams  to 
authorize  those  teams  to  respond  to  terrorist  incidents. 

H  1564.  INACTIVE  HAZARDOUS  SITES  AMENDMENTS.  Intro.  6/6/02.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.

SENATE  BILLS 

S  104.  REGULATE  DEFERRED  DEPOSIT  (NEW).  Intro.  2/8/01.  House  committee  substitute  completely  rewrites 
2nd  edition  to  include  various  provisions  authorizing  and  regulating  deferred  deposit  transactions.  Amends  GS 
53-275  to  define  such  transactions  as  check-cashing  or  similar  service  in  which  lender  pays  cash  to  borrower  and 
borrower  provides  post-dated  check  or  lender  agrees  to  hold  check  (or  authorization  to  debit  account 
electronically)  for  a  specified  period  of  time.  Specifies  that  lender  is  any  person  who  arranges  such  a  transaction, 
or  acts  as  agent  for  a  third  party  to  do  so;  if  that  third  party  is  exempt  from  state  laws  on  interest  rates,  fees  and 
licensure,  all  other  provisions  of  act  are  applicable  to  such  transactions.  Amends  GS  53-276  to  require  license  to 
engage  in  these  transactions.  Adds  new  GS  53-281.1  through  281.5  to  regulate  the  transactions.  Among  the 
regulations  are  the  following:  (1)  Amount  of  loan  may  not  exceed  $300;  (2)  Amount  of  fee  may  not  exceed  15%  of 
loan;  (3)  Transaction  must  be  in  writing  and  contain  information  and  disclosure  specified  in  bill;  (4)  No  confession 
of  judgment,  arbitration,  or  waiver  of  defense  or  statutory  protections  is  allowed;  (5)  Lender  may  not  lend  money 
to  borrower  whom  lender  knows  has  other  transactions  exceeding  the  $300  limit,  and  borrower  must  disclose  any 
other  such  transactions  that  are  unsatisfied;  (6)  Parties  may  agree  to  extend  payment  time  in  manner  specified  in 
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bill;  and  (7)  Lender  may  not  require  any  other  security,  offer  credit  insurance  to  borrower,  tie  the  transaction  to 
any  other  transaction,  threaten  the  use  of  criminal  process,  or  take  any  of  several  other  specified  activities. 
Amends  GS  53-286  to  raise  penalty  limit  under  that  section  to  $10,000  per  violation,  and  specifies  that  penalties 
may  also  be  assessed  on  person  acting  on  behalf  of  a  licensee  or  who  otherwise  violates  the  provisions  of  that 
statute.  Effective  Oct.  1 , 2002,  and  applies  to  transactions  on  or  after  that  date. 

S  901.  NC  HEALTH  CHOICE  PROGRAM  ENROLL.  MANAGEMENT  (NEW).  Intro  4/5/01.  House  committee 
substitute  completely  rewrites  2nd  edition  of  bill  to  direct  that  Dep't  of  Health  and  Human  Services  is  to  manage 
NC  Health  Choice  enrollment,  and  allows  one-time  matching  funds  (up  to  $5  million)  to  be  transferred  in  the 
current  fiscal  year  to  support  program  expenditures  that  are  attributable  to  excess  enrollment  in  program. 

S  1113.  EXTEND  APPROPRIATIONS  MODIFICATION  ACT.  Intro.  5/29/02.  House  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Adds  provision  that  no  member  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  receive  a  per 
diem  or  travel  allowance  between  October  1, 2002,  and  December  31,  2002.  Effective  August  31,  2002. 

S  1312.  FAYETTEVILLE/DURHAM/SPR.LAKE/WHITEVILLE  BLDG.  Intro.  6/11/02.  House  amendments  make 
the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.

1 1 14.4  to  authorize  ABC  Commission  to  authorize  community  college  or  other  college  to  offer  viticulture/enology 
course  as  part  of  its  curriculum  offered  to  students.  For  schools  having  such  authorization,  the  school  may 
manufacture  wine  from  grapes  grown  on  school  property,  possess  such  wine  for  wine-tasting  seminars  and  other 
courses  (but  only  students  over  21  may  consume  wine)  and  sell  wines  produced  to  retailers  or  wholesalers  if  it 
obtains  permit  to  do  so  under  ABC  laws.  Permission  to  conduct  the  viticulture/enology  program  expires  on  June 
30,  2004.  Amends  GS  66-58(c)  to  exempt  these  programs  from  that  law,  which  generally  prohibits  government 
agencies  from  selling  goods  available  in  private  sector.  Amends  GS  1 8B-1 1 01  (2a)  to  allow  winery  to  use  wine 
produced  inside  NC  in  same  manner  as  it  can  use  wine  produced  outside  NC,  and  subject  to  same  limitations. 

H  190.  VITICULTURE/ENOLOGY  COURSE  AUTHORIZATION.  Intro.  2/21/02.  Senate  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  committee  substitute,  adopted  today:  Limits  school  having  these  programs  from  using  more 
than  five  acres  as  a  vineyard. 

H  1276.  CLOSE  INCEST  LOOPHOLE  TO  PROTECT  MINORS.  Intro.  4/12/01.  Senate  amendment  makes 
technical,  clarifying  change  to  4th  edition  to  make  it  clear  that  the  act  of  intercourse  must  be  with  persons  who  are 
related  to  the  defendant  in  one  of  the  relationships  specified  in  the  bill. 

H  1508.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  BIOTERRORISM  PREPAREDNESS.  Intro.  6/4/02  Senate  amendments  make  the 
following  changes  to  5th  edition.  Specify  that  the  immunity  from  tort  liability  provisions  of  GS  143  Article  31  apply 
to  persons  acting  pursuant  to  the  new  article  created  to  address  acts  of  terrorism.  Also  clarify  that  a  lien  on  real 
property  arising  in  favor  of  the  Secretary  or  a  local  health  department  as  the  result  of  the  abatement  of  an 
imminent  hazard  shall  be  defeated  by  a  showing  that  the  owner  of  the  property  is  innocent  of  culpability  in 
creation  of  the  hazard.  Make  technical  changes. 

H  1540.  DISAPPROVE  CAMA  RULE.  Intro.  6/6/02.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd 
edition.  Amends  GS  153A-140  and  GS  160A-193  to  authorize  counties  and  cities  to  order  the  removal  of  a 
swimming  pool  upon  a  finding  that  the  swimming  pool  is  dangerous  or  prejudicial  to  public  health  or  safety.

Local 
government  officials  appointed  to  the  committee  serve  two-year  terms  and  may  not  be  associated  with  or 
employed  by  the  travel  and  tourism  industry  or  an  entertainment  enterprise  or  be  in  any  contractual  relationship 
involving  a  qualified  project.  Makes  it  unlav^ul  for  any  member  of  the  committee,  within  two  years  after  the  end  of 
the  member’s  service  on  the  committee,  to  provide  compensated  services  to  any  project  that  was  awarded  a 
grant  during  the  member’s  tenure  on  the  committee  or  to  any  contractor  for  such  a  project.  Makes  committee 
meetings  and  records  subject  to  the  state’s  Open  Meetings  Law  and  Public  Records  Law.  Transfers  authority  with 
respect  to  the  grant  program  from  the  Dep’t  of  Commerce  to  the  committee.  Exempts  committee’s  adoption  of 
grant  guidelines  from  the  rulemaking  procedures  of  the  state’s  Administrative  Procedure  Act.  Requires  committee 
to  file  an  annual  report  with  the  Revenue  Laws  Study  Committee.  Requires  that  all  committee  actions  be  made  by 
unanimous  decision  of  the  committee’s  members. 

Provides  that  grant  proceeds  may  not  be  distributed  to  any  private  individual  or  entity.  Redefines  “owner”  as 
a  county  or  municipality  that  will  own  the  qualified  project  in  whole  or  in  at  least  50%  partnership  with  a  private 
entity.  Increases  application  fee  from  $2500  to  $5000.  Requires  that  information  in  application  be  certified. 
Redefines  “qualified  project”  as  a  newly  created  travel  and  tourism  project  or  expansion  or  renovation  of  a  travel 
and  tourism  project  that  meets  the  statutory  criteria  and  is  approved  by  the  committee.  Revises  criteria  for 
qualified  projects  as  follows;  requires  that  project  target  at  least  35%  of  visitors  from  outside  the  state  or  more 
than  50  (was,  100)  miles  from  the  project;  requires  business  plan  demonstrating  positive  economic  impact  on 
community  in  which  the  project  is  located;  requires  cost-benefit  analysis  of  project  and  certified  economic  impact 
analysis;  requires  that  local  government  enact  a  resolution  stating  need  for  enhanced  travel  and  tourism  revenues 
from  project;  requires  that  applicant  demonstrate  that  project  will  not  result  in  unnecessary  duplication  of  existing 
services  and  will  generate  new  visitors  to  area  rather  than  drawing  visitors  away  from  existing  tourism  attractions; 
and  requires  applicant  to  certify  that  project  will  not  be  created,  expanded,  or  renovated  unless  applicant  receives 
grant.  Requires  that  feasibility  study  be  certified  by  certified  public  accountant.  Also  requires  that  minimum  cost  of 
qualified  project  be  $5  million  (was,  $10  million)  in  areas  designated  as  enterprise  tier  3  or  4  and  $10  million  (was, 
$20  million)  in  areas  designated  as  enterprise  tier  5. 

Provides  that  maximum  term  of  grant  is  10  years.  Provides  that  no  more  than  10  grants  may  be  awarded 
each  fiscal  year  and  that  total  amount  of  grants  awarded  may  not  exceed  $20  million  each  fiscal  year.  Amount 
awarded  is  calculated  by  dividing  cumulative  maximum  amount  of  grant  by  the  number  of  years  in  the  grant  term.

cent  tax  levied  effective  12/1/02  that  it  fails  to  collect  due  to  an  inadvertent  error  during  December,  2002,  if  the 
retailer  can  demonstrate  the  reason  for  the  error  to  the  Sec'y;  (6)  makes  a  number  of  clarifying  and  conforming 
changes;  (7)  provides  that  a  county  may  levy  the  new  tax  by  resolution  that  becomes  effective  on  or  before 
1/1/03,  by  giving  at  least  48  hours  notice  of  its  intent  to  adopt  the  resolution,  as  provided  under  GS  143- 
318.12(b)(2).

OF  JUVENILE  INFORMATION  BETWEEN  AGENCIES.  GS  7B-3100  under  current  law  permits  the  following 
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agencies  to  share  information  about  a  juvenile  who  is  the  subject  of  a  juvenile  petition  alleging  that  he  or  she  is 
abused,  neglected,  dependent,  undisciplined,  or  delinquent:  local  mental  health  facilities,  local  health 
departments,  local  departments  of  social  services,  local  law  enforcement  agencies,  local  school  administrative 
units,  district  attorneys’  offices,  the  Office  of  Guardian  Ad  Litem  Services  of  the  Administrative  Office  of  the 
Courts,  and  the  Dep’t  of  Juvenile  Justice  and  Delinquency  Prevention.  The  current  statute  provides  that  the 
sharing  of  information  is  to  be  consistent  with  rules  adopted  by  the  Dep’t.

information  in  such  circumstances  to  inform  the  requesting  agency,  upon  request,  of  the  federal  law  or  regulation 
that  is  the  basis  for  the  refusal;  (4)  requires  agencies  that  refuse  a  request  to  share  information  to  provide,  upon 
request,  a  written  explanation  of  the  refusal;  (5)  permits  agencies  that  are  seeking  information  but  cannot  get  it 
from  another  agency,  or  agencies  from  which  information  is  sought  who  believe  it  should  not  be  released,  to  file 
motions  for  court  orders  supporting  their  positions;  in  such  cases  the  court  may  conduct  an  in  camera  inspection 
of  the  information  that  is  the  subject  of  the  motion  and  may,  for  good  cause,  prohibit  disclosure  of  information  that 
would  otherwise  be  disclosed;  and  (6)  provides  that  the  chief  district  court  judge  of  a  district  in  which  an  agency  is 
located  may  by  order  provide  for  the  sharing  of  juvenile  information  with  that  agency  even  if  that  agency  is  not  one 
of  those  listed  above.

House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  6th  edition.  Replaces  $1  reverse  check-off  on  NC  income  tax  returns  with  a  $3  positive  check-off,  so 
that  taxpayer  must  affirmatively  agree  to  have  that  amount  go  to  the  NC  Public  Campaign  Financing  Fund.  House 
amendment  provides  that  nothing  in  the  act  obligates  the  General  Assembly  to  appropriate  funds  to  implement 
the  act  now  or  in  the  future. 

S  1136.  MARVIN/BRUNSWICK  ANNEXATIONS  (NEW).  Intro.  6/3/02.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Replaces  blank  bill  with  bill  entitled  “TO  INCREASE  THE  ACREAGE 
LIMITATION  ON  SATELLITE  ANNEXATIONS  FOR  THE  VILLAGE  OF  MARVIN."  Amends  GS  160A-58. 1(b)(5)  to 
allow  satellite  annexations  by  the  Village  of  Marvin  to  total  up  to  50%  of  the  land  area  within  the  village's  principal 
corporate  limits.  Senate  amendment  amends  title  to  include  “AND  TO  MAKE  A  SATELLITE  ANNEXATION  TO 
THE  TOWN  OF  BRUNSWICK’  and  adds  specified  land  area  to  corporate  limits  of  Town  of  Brunswick. 

S  1211.  NAT  &  HIST  PRESERVE  AND  PARK  SYSTEM  REMOVALS.  Intro.  6/6/02.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Eliminates  provision  in  which  bill  would  have  removed  a  portion  of  the 
Bald  Head  Island  State  Natural  Area  from  the  State  Nature  and  Historic  Preserve. 

S  1252.  LAND  CONSERVATION  STATUTES  AMENDMENTS.  Intro.  6/6/02.  House  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Adds  provision  to  GS  1 13A-235(b)  to  specify  that  when  conservation  lands 
acquired  through  Conservation  Grant  Program  are  conveyed  to  other  entities  for  management,  conveyance  must 
ensure  the  property  will  continued  to  be  managed  and  maintained  so  as  to  protect  ecological  systems  and 
appropriate  public  use.  Makes  other  technical  and  stylistic  changes. 

S  1281.  CERTAIN  OCCUPATIONAL  LICENSING  BOARD  CHANGES.  Intro.  6/10/02.  Senate  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Adds  provision  that  to  the  extent  an  occupational  licensing 
board  purchases  commercial  liability  insurance,  provisions  of  GS  143-300.6(c),  relating  to  payment  of  judgments 
by  the  state,  shall  not  apply.  Adds  new  GS  Ch.  58,  Art.  89,  the  “North  Carolina  Professional  Employer 
Organization  Act,”  which  requires  any  person  engaging  in  or  providing  employee  leasing  services  in  the  state  to 
register  with  the  Dep’t  of  Insurance  and  allows  compliance  on  a  consolidated  basis  through  registration  of 
professional  employer  organization  groups.  Specifies  the  procedure  and  requirements  for  registration;  sets 
registration  fee  of  $500.00;  describes  appeal  procedures;  and  lists  prohibited  acts  that  constitute  Class  H  felonies. 
Requires  Dep’t  of  Insurance  to  report  to  the  2005  General  Assembly  about  implementation  of  the  article.  Requires 
any  professional  employer  organization  operating  in  the  state  as  of  January  1,  2003,  to  register  not  later  than  180 
days  after  January  1 ,  2003.  Others  must  register  before  commencing  operations  in  the  state. 

S  1443.  FACILITATE  JOB  SHARING  BY  TEACHERS.  Intro.  6/18/02.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Adds  the  following  to  the  title:  AND  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH  COMMISSION  TO  STUDY  ISSUES  RELATED  TO  EMPLOYEE  BENEFITS  FOR  SCHOOL 
EMPLOYEES,  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE  EMPLOYEES,  AND  STATE  EMPLOYEES  IN  JOB-SHARING  AND 
PART-TIME  POSITIONS.  As  title  indicates.  Clarifies  that  bill  does  not  require  that  local  school  districts  place 
current  part-time  employees  or  new  employees  in  job  sharing  positions.

H  716.  CASINO  NIGHTS  (NEW).  Intro.  3/21/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd 
edition.  Replaces  original  bill  with  one  entitled  “TO  AUTHORIZE  NONPROFIT  ORGANIZATIONS  TO  OPERATE 
‘CASINO  NIGHTS'."  Adds  new  GS  14-309.16  setting  out  the  conditions  under  which  a  nonprofit  organization  may 
lawfully  conduct  up  to  two  casino  nights  in  a  calendar  year.  Conditions  include:  before  conducting  a  casino  night 
the  organization  must  register  with  the  local  sheriffs  dep’t;  casino  nights  may  be  conducted  only  by  members  of 
the  nonprofit,  volunteers  recruited  by  the  nonprofit,  or  a  person  or  entity  retained  by  the  nonprofit;  each  event 
must  have  an  accounting  desk  and  issue  receipts  for  the  purchase  of  chips,  scrip,  or  play  money;  no  cash  prizes 
or  gifts  redeemable  for  cash  prizes  may  be  awarded;  the  event  may  not  be  conducted  between  2:00  a.m.  and 
noon;  a  person  under  age  18  may  not  participate  and  may  be  present  only  if  accompanied  by  the  person’s  parent 
or  guardian;  banking  games  may  be  conducted  only  after  the  rules  are  posted  or  printed  and  made  available  by 
the  nonprofit;  no  slot  machines,  coin-operated  devices,  or  video  game  machines  may  be  used;  no  cards,  dice, 
wheels,  or  other  equipment  may  be  modified  or  altered  to  create  a  greater  advantage  for  the  nonprofit;  no  credit 
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may  be  extended;  bingo  may  not  be  conducted;  and  all  net  proceeds  must  be  used  by  the  nonprofit  for  charitable, 
religious,  education,  civic  or  other  nonprofit  purposes.  Management  or  operation  of  a  casino  night  in  violation  of 
the  section  is  a  Class  2  misdemeanor. 

Rewrites  GS  14-295  to  (1)  extend  it’s  prohibition  to  include  playing  at  gaming  tables,  illegal  punchboards,  or 
slot  machines  and  (2)  create  an  exception  for  the  possession  or  use  of  a  gaming  table  during  a  casino  night 
conducted  under  new  GS  14-309.16  as  well  as  for  keeping  gaming  tables  for  the  sole  purpose  of  renting  or 
leasing  them  for  authorized  casino  nights.  Also  rewrites  GS  18B-308  to  provide  that  the  section’s  prohibition 
against  selling  or  consuming  alcohol  at  certain  events  does  not  apply  to  authorized  casino  nights.  Effective 
December  1,  2002,  and  applies  to  casino  night  conducted  and  offenses  committed  on  or  after  that  date. 

H  1088.  ABC  AMENDMENTS  (NEW).  Intro.  4/11/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  adopted  9/24/02  replaces 
original  bill  with  one  entitled  “TO  AMEND  THE  ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGE  CONTROL  LAWS"  Rewrites  GS  18B- 
603(f)  to  authorize  the  ABC  Comm’n,  without  approval  at  an  election,  to  issue  permits  for  on-premises  fortified 
wine  and  mixed  beverages  for  a  tourism  ABC  establishment.  (Previously  the  authority  extended  only  to  on 
premises  malt  beverages  and  unfortified  wine.)  Rewrites  GS  18B-1006(m)  to  authorize  the  Comm’n  to  issue 
permits  listed  in  GS  18B-1001,  without  election  approval,  to  a  restaurant  located  in  a  county  that  has  not 
approved  issuance  of  any  permits,  borders  on  one  of  the  two  largest  counties  in  the  state,  has  a  federal  interstate 
highway  running  through  it,  and  has  at  least  six  cities  that  have  approved  the  sale  of  some  malt  beverages  and 
unfortified  wine  and  four  of  which  have  approved  ABC  systems.  Rewrites  GS  18B-101(14b)  to  include  within  the 
definition  of  “tourism  resort"  any  restaurant  and  lodging  facility,  public  or  private,  owned  and  operated  as  a  resort 
property  offering  food,  beverage,  lodging,  and  meeting  facilities  to  travelers  and  tourists  and  from  which  are 
initiated  outdoor  recreational  activities  featuring  water-related  sports  and  bicycling.  Rewrites  the  definition  of 
“tourism  ABC  establishment”  in  GS  18B-101(14a)  to  include  a  restaurant  or  hotel  located  in  an  area  of  a  district 
established  for  fire  protection  purposes  where  mixed  beverages  have  been  approved  by  two  or  more 
municipalities  in  the  district,  all  located  in  a  county  that  borders  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  Deletes  part  of  the 
definition  of  “special  ABC  area”  in  GS  18B-101(13a).  Adds  to  GS  18B-1 000(8)  an  additional  category  of 
establishment  that  satisfies  the  definition  of  “sports  club.”  Adds  to  GS  18B-1000(1a)  a  narrowly  defined  category 
of  privately  owned  establishment  that  satisfies  the  definition  of  “convention  center.” 

Senate  committee  substitute  adopted  9/25/02  deletes  provisions  rewriting  GS  18B-1006(m),  GS  18B- 
101  (14b),  and  GS  18B-101(13a),  described  in  preceding  paragraph;  and  changes  effective  date  to  December  1, 
2002. 

H  1187.  CLARIFICATION  OF  COURT  FEES  (NEW).  Intro.  4/12/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Replaces  original  bill  with  a  bill  entitled  AN  ACT  TO  CLARIFY  THE  COURT 
FEES  FOR  LEGAL  SERVICES  AND  TO  MAKE  VARIOUS  COURT  FEES  UNIFORM.  Amends  G.S.  7A-306(a)(2) 
and  7A-307(a)(2)  by  stating  that  $1 .05  shall  be  paid  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Bar  for  each  $30.00  General 
Court  of  Justice  fee  collected  by  superior  court  (current  laws  do  not  specify  the  fee  from  which  $1.05  was 
deducted).  Amends  G.S.  307(b1)  to  increase  deposition  fee  to  $10.00  (was,  $5.00),  docketing  and  indexing  fee 
for  first  page  of  will  to  $6.00  (was,  $1 .00)  and  petition  fee  for  year’s  allowance  to  surviving  spouse  or  child  to 
$8.00  (was,  $4.00).  Further  amends  S  1115,  if  it  becomes  law,  to  increase  the  deposition  fee  to  $10.00  (was, 
$7.50). 

H  1307.  AMEND  MORTGAGE  LENDING  ACT  (NEW).  Intro.  4/12/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1  st  edition.  Replaces  original  bill  with  bill  entitled  AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  MORTGAGE 
LENDING  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  LICENSURE  OF  EXCLUSIVE  MORTGAGE  BROKERS  UNDER  CERTAIN 
CIRCUMSTANCES.  TO  REQUIRE  CRIMINAL  HISTORY  BACKGROUND  CHECKS  ON  APPLICANTS  AND 
LICENSEES  UNDER  THE  MORTGAGE  LENDING  ACT,  AND  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  APPROVAL  OF 
EDUCATIONAL  COURSES  UNDER  THE  MORTGAGE  LENDING  ACT  As  title  indicates.  Amends  G.S.  53- 
243.05(c)  to  require  that  applicants  for  exclusive  mortgage  broker  license;  (1)  complete  a  residential  mortgage¬ 
lending  course  including  at  least  40  hours  of  instruction  and  a  written  examination;  (2)  act  only  for  a  single 
mortgage  banker  licensee  or  single  exempt  mortgage  banker;  (3)  not  be  compensated  based  upon  loan  amount, 
interest  rate,  fees  or  other  terms  of  loan;  and  (4)  not  handle  loan  funds.  Amends  G.S.  53-243. 05(e)  and  53- 
243.06(a)  to  require  that  applicants  for  new  or  renewal  licenses  pay  costs  of  obtaining  credit  reports  and  criminal 
history  checks,  in  addition  to  existing  filing  fees.  Modifies  G.S.  53-243.07  to  provide  that  NC  Comm’r  of  Banks 
may  require  that  providers  of  the  fundamentals  of  mortgage  lending  course  obtain  Comm’r’s  approval  of  course 
content  and  materials  and  pay  a  per  course  fee  of  not  more  than  $500  for  initial  review  of  course  materials  and 
$250  for  continued  review.  Makes  other  technical  changes. 
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H  1313.  INTERPRETER/TRANSLITERATOR  LICENSURE.  Intro.  4/12/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Adds  provision  to  GS  90D-7  authorizing  the  Dep't  of  Justice  to  provide  a 
criminal  record  check  to  the  Board  for  a  person  who  has  applied  for  a  new,  provisional,  or  renewal  license. 
Requires  the  Board  to  provide  the  Dep’t  of  Justice,  along  with  any  request  for  a  record  check,  the  applicant's 
fingerprints,  any  other  information  the  Dept’  requires,  and  a  consent  form  signed  by  the  applicant.  Provides  for  the 
fingerprints  to  be  sent  to  the  State  Bureau  of  Investigation  and  from  there  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation 
for  criminal  history  checks.  Requires  the  Board  to  keep  information  privileged  in  accordance  with  state  and  federal 
law  and  guidelines  and  provides  that  the  information  is  confidential  and  is  not  a  public  record.  Authorizes  the 
Dep’t  of  Justice  to  charge  the  applicant  a  fee  for  conducting  the  criminal  history  check. 

H  1430.  STATE  CAPITAL  FACILITIES  FINANCING  ACT  (NEW).  Intro.  5/9/01.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Replaces  original  bill  with  bill  entitled  “PROVIDING  FOR  THE 
FINANCING  OF  CAPITAL  FACILITIES  FOR  THE  STATE.  AUTHORIZING  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  SPECIAL 
INDEBTEDNESS  FOR  REPAIR  AND  RENOVATIONS.  TO  REFINANCE  TWO  PRISONS.  AND  TO  FINANCE 
THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF  A  NEW  PSYCHIATRIC  HOSPITAL,  AUTHORIZING  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  SPECIAL 
OBLIGATION  BONDS  FOR  THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF  A  NEW  PSYCHIATRIC  HOSPITAL,  AND  EXPANDING 
THE  PURPOSES  FOR  WHICH  COUNTIES  AND  MUNICIPALITIES  MAY  USE  SPECIAL  OBLIGATION  BONDS. 
AND  AMENDING  RELATED  GENERAL  LAWS."  Adds  to  GS  Ch.  142  a  new  Art.  8,  “State  Capital  Facilities 
Finance  Act,"  which  applies  to  special  financing  of  capital  facilities  when  the  General  Assembly  has  enacted 
legislation  that  either  (1)  describes  the  capital  facility  and  authorizes  its  financing  by  incurrence  or  issuance  of 
special  indebtedness  up  to  a  specific  amount,  or  (2)  authorizes  the  incurrence  or  issuance  of  special 
indebtedness  up  to  a  specific  amount  for  a  specific  category  of  capital  facilities  and  the  facility  meets  all  of  the 
legislative  conditions.  Sets  out  procedure  for  incurrence  or  issuance  of  special  indebtedness  in  these  cases, 
including  notice  to  the  Dep’t  of  Administration  and  to  the  State  Treasurer,  issuance  of  special  certificate  by  State 
Treasurer,  preliminary  approval  by  Council  of  State,  and  final  approval  by  the  Council  of  State  by  resolution  as 
described  in  the  statute.  Provides  for  oversight  by  the  State  Treasurer  and  reports  to  the  Joint  Legislative  Comm’n 
on  Governmental  Operations.  Includes  detailed  provisions  relating  to  security  and  other  requirements,  financing 
contract  indebtedness,  issuance  of  limited  obligation  bonds  and  notes,  variable  rate  demand  bonds  and  notes, 
and  investment  eligibility.  Provides  that  the  special  indebtedness  under  the  article  is  free  from  taxation  by  the 
state  or  any  political  subdivision  or  agency  thereof  (except  for  estate,  inheritance,  and  gift  taxes;  income  taxes  on 
gain  from  transfer  of  indebtedness;  and  franchise  taxes). 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  described  above,  authorizes  the  issuance  or  incurrence  of  special 
indebtedness  as  follows;  (1)  up  to  $150  million  for  repair  and  renovation  of  state  facilities  and  related 
infrastructure  supported  from  the  General  Fund.  Specifies  types  of  projects  for  which  the  proceeds  may  be  used. 
Includes  expedited  procedure  to  enable  the  State  Treasurer  and  the  Governor  to  act  when  an  expenditure  is 
required  because  an  emergency  poses  an  imminent  threat  to  public  health  or  safety.  (2)  to  acquire  two 
correctional  facilities  the  state  now  leases  in  Pamlico  County  and  Avery  County.  (3)  up  to  $100  million,  with 
indebtedness  incurred  on  or  after  July  1,  2004,  for  acquisition,  construction,  and  equipping  of  a  432-bed  new 
psychiatric  hospital.  Enacts,  uncodified,  the  “Special  Obligation  Hospital  Bonds  Act  of  2002,”  authorizing  the  State 
Treasurer,  with  consent  of  the  Council  of  State,  to  issue  and  sell  special  obligation  bonds  up  to  $100  million  for 
the  project,  with  that  maximum  amount  being  reduced  by  the  amount  of  any  special  indebtedness  incurred  for  the 
project  under  the  new  article  described  above.  Sets  out  numerous  conditions  for  issuance  of  the  special  obligation 
bonds.  Provides  tax  exemption  for  these  bonds  as  described  above  for  special  indebtedness. 

Requires  the  Sec’y  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  maintain  all  existing  educational  and  research 
programs  in  psychiatry  and  psychology  conducted  by  UNC  School  of  Medicine  at  Dorothea  Dix  Hospital  unless 
otherwise  modified  by  the  school,  and  gives  the  school  continued  authority  over  those  programs. 

Adds  new  GS  153A-178  authorizing  the  county  in  which  the  new  hospital  will  be  located  to  acquire  real  and 
personal  property  and  convey  it  to  the  state  under  GS  160A-24  or  other  applicable  law  for  use  as  a  psychiatric 
hospital.  Specifically  authorizes  the  county  to  acquire  the  property  by  eminent  domain. 

Adds  new  GS  143-1 5. 3D(c)  providing  that  any  savings  in  state  appropriations  realized  from  closing  Dorothea 
Dix  Hospital  and  John  Umstead  Hospital  shall  not  revert  to  the  General  Fund  but  are  retained  in  the  Trust  Fund 
for  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services  and  Bridge  Funding  Needs. 

Makes  other  technical  and  conforming  amendments. 

H  1537.  AMEND  ENVIRONMENTAL  LAWS  (NEW).  Intro.  6/6/02.  House  committee  substitute  rewrites  the  bill 
and  rewrites  title  to  read;  “TO  AMEND  VARIOUS  ENVIRONMENTAL  LAWS  TO:  (1)  EXTEND  THE  PILOT 
PROGRAM  FOR  INSPECTION  OF  ANIMAL  WATER  MANAGEMENT  SYSTEMS  AND  TO  AMEND  THE 
REPORTING  REQUIREMENT  FOR  THE  PILOT  PROGRAM,  AS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  ENVIRONMENTAL 
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REVIEW  COMMISSION:  (2)  PROVIDE  THAT  MEMBERS  OF  THE  SOIL  AND  WATER  CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION  MAY  HOLD  CONCURRENT  OFFICES  CONSISTENT  WITH  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THE 
CONSTITUTION  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA;  (3)  AUTHORIZE  THE  SOIL  AND  WATER  CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION  TO  APPROVE  GRANTS  FOR  SMALL  WATERSHED  PROJECTS  RELATED  TO  DAM 
REHABILITATION  AND  IMPROVEMENT;  (4)  PROVIDE  THAT  MEMBERS  OF  THE  ENVIRONMENTAL  REVIEW 
COMMISSION  WHO  ARE  NOT  REELECTED  TO  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  MAY  COMPLETE  THEIR  TERM 
OF  SERVICE  ON  THE  COMMISSION;  (5)  PROVIDE  THAT  THE  EASTERN  BAND  OF  CHEROKEE  INDIANS  IN 
NORTH  CAROLINA  MAY  RECEIVE  FUNDS  FROM  THE  CLEAN  WATER  REVOLVING  LOAN  AND  GRANT 
FUND;  (6)  AUTHORIZE  THE  STATE  INFRASTRUCTURE  COUNCIL  TO  MEET  IN  THE  LEGISLATIVE 
BUILDING  AND  LEGISLATIVE  OFFICE  BUILDING  IN  CERTAIN  CIRCUMSTANCES;  AND  (7)  AUTHORIZE  THE 
DEPARTMENT  OF  ENVIRONMENT  AND  NATURAL  RESOURCES  TO  TRANSFER  FUNDS  FROM  THE 
GENERAL  WATER  SUPPLY  REVOLVING  LOAN  AND  GRANT  ACCOUNT  TO  THE  EMERGENCY  WATER 
SUPPLY  REVOLVING  LOAN  ACCOUNT  IN  ORDER  TO  ASSIST  WATER  SUPPLY  SYSTEMS  EXPERIENCING 
A  DROUGHT  EMERGENCY.  Adds  to  bill’s  original  provisions  amendments  to  various  sections  of  GS  Chapters 
143B,  139,  120,  and  159G,  as  new  title  indicates. 

H  1572.  ENVIRONMENTAL  REPORTS  AMENDMENTS.  Intro.  6/6/02.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Rewrites  GS  143-21 5. 10M  to  change  from  quarterly  to  annually  the  frequency  of 
required  reports  regarding  animal  waste  management  from  the  Dep’t  of  Environment  and  Natural  Resources  to 
the  Environmental  Review  Comm’n  and  the  Fiscal  Research  Division. 

H  1619.  MOORE  COMMISSIONER  ACTIONS  (NEW).  Intro.  6/12/02.  Senate  committee  substitute  replaces 
original  bill  with  one  entitled  “TO  REQUIRE  THE  AFFIRMATIVE  VOTE  OF  FOUR  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOARD 
OF  COMMISSIONERS  OF  MOORE  COUNTY  TO  TAKE  ANY  ACTION  BEFORE  NEW  MEMBERS  TAKE 
OFFICE.”  As  title  indicates.  Act  expires  upon  the  taking  of  the  oath  of  office  of  new  board  members  in  December, 
2002. 

H  1638.  CRIM.  HIST.  CHECK/CONFORM  SEX  OFF.  REG.  Intro.  6/13/02.  Senate  committee  amendment  makes 
the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Provides  that  Part  II  of  the  act,  dealing  with  sex  offender  registration,  is 
effective  when  it  becomes  law  and  applies  to  persons  convicted  on  or  after  that  date. 

H  1668.  SOUTHPORT  OCC.  TAX/BALD  HEAD  VEHICLE  FEES.  Intro.  6/13/02.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Adds  the  following  to  the  title;  AND  TO  CLARIFY  THAT  THE 
REGULATION  OF  MOTOR  VEHICLES  ON  BALD  HEAD  ISLAND  INCLUDES  THE  ABILITY  TO  CHARGE  FEES 
FOR  THEIR  USE  ON  THE  ISLAND.  As  title  indicates,  amends  S.L.  1997-324. 

H  1670.  SUBSIDIARY  DIVIDEND  CHANGES  (NEW).  Intro.  6/13/02.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Replaces  original  bill  with  bill  entitled  “TO  CLARIFY  THE  EXPENSE 
ATTRIBUTION  LAW  AS  IT  APPLIES  TO  DEDUCTIBLE  DIVIDENDS  AND  TO  PROVIDE  LIMITS  ON  THE 
POTENTIAL  TAX  LIABILITY."  G.S.  105.130.5(c)(3)  currently  requires  that  in  determining  State  net  income,  an 
adjustment  to  federal  taxable  income  must  be  made  to  any  corporate  tax  deduction  for  expenses  related  to 
nontaxable  income  (“expense  adjustment”).  This  bill  places  certain  limits  on  the  amount  of  the  G.S. 
105.130.5(c)(3)  expense  adjustment  applicable  to  corporations  and  bank  holding  and  electric  power  companies 
as  follows.  For  corporations,  bill  limits  expense  adjustment  to  a  maximum  of  15%  of  dividends.  For  bank  holding 
companies,  bill  limits  maximum  expense  adjustment  to  20%  of  dividends,  but  provides  that  the  additional  tax 
resulting  from  adjustment  shall  not  exceed  a  total  of  $1 1  million  for  the  company’s  affiliated  group.  In  the  event 
the  additional  tax  liability  resulting  from  the  adjustment  reaches  this  $1 1  million  cap,  the  affiliated  group  is  eligible 
for  a  $2  million  tax  credit.  If  the  additional  tax  liability  does  not  reach  the  $1 1  million  cap,  the  affiliated  group  is 
eligible  for  a  credit  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  additional  tax  resulting  from  the  expense  adjustment  and 
15%  of  dividends.  Bill  further  provides  that  in  order  to  take  the  tax  reduction  allowed,  group  must  file  a  schedule 
with  return,  which  lists  each  member  of  affiliated  group  and  allocates  the  amount  of  dividends  and  expense 
adjustments  applicable  to  each  company.  Also  imposes  interest  on  any  increased  tax  liability  resulting  from  the 
filing  of  an  amended  return  which  changes  expense  adjustment.  For  electric  power  holding  companies,  bill  limits 
maximum  expense  adjustment  to  15%  of  total  interest  expenses.  Company  is  eligible  for  a  credit  for  the  following 
tax  year  in  the  amount  of  one-half  of  the  additional  tax  liability  resulting  from  adjustment.  Bill  further  provides  that 
in  order  to  take  credit  allowed  by  this  bill,  bank  holding  and  electric  power  companies  must  file  a  schedule  with 
return  which  lists  each  member  of  affiliated  group  and  allocates  the  amount  of  credits  applicable  to  each 
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company.  Provision  remains  in  effect  for  tax  years  2001  and  2002.  2003  General  Assembly  to  readdress  issue. 
Waives  any  2001  tax  year  penalties  on  taxes  created  by  Section  3  of  S.L.  2001-327.  ” 

H  1734.  NC  ECONOMIC  STIMULUS  AND  JOB  CREATION  ACT.  Intro.  6/17/02.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  4th  edition.  Rewrites  new  GS  105-129.4(b6)  to  provide  that  taxpayer  is  not 
eligible  for  a  credit  if  the  taxpayer  has  received  a  notice  of  an  overdue  tax  debt  (previously  “final  assessment”) 
and  that  debt  has  not  been  satisfied  or  resolved.  Rewrites  GS  105-1 29. 3A(c)  to  provide  that  for  purpose  of  wage 
standard  requirement  of  GS  105-129.4  the  percentage  used  to  calculate  the  wage  standard  for  an  establishment 
located  in  a  development  zone  in  an  enterprise  tier  three,  four,  or  five  area  is  100%.  Sets  the  maximum  number  of 
agreements  the  Economic  Investment  Committee  may  enter  into  in  one  calendar  year  at  15  and  limiting  the 
state’s  liability  exposure  to  $10  million  in  a  calendar  year.  Adds  grant  eligibility  criterion  that  business  must  have 
no  citations  under  the  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Act  that  have  become  a  final  order  within  the  past  3  years 
for  willful  serious  violations  or  for  failing  to  abate  serious  violations  with  respect  to  the  location  for  which  the  grant 
is  made.  Reduces  the  size  of  the  Economic  Investment  Committee  to  five  members.  Deletes  requirement  that 
application  include  certification  that  the  project  will  not  be  undertaken  in  NC  unless  the  applicant  is  awarded  a 
grant.  Makes  annual  report  due  on  or  before  April  30  of  each  hear.  Deletes  requirement  that  annual  report  include 
distribution  of  grants  by  Congressional  districts.  Provides  that  the  amount  of  a  grant  associated  with  any  specific 
eligible  position  may  not  exceed  $6,500  in  any  year.  Rewrites  and  adds  to  required  contents  of  every  community 
economic  development  agreement,  including  provisions  that:  (1)  encourage  the  business  to  use  small  contractors 
minority  contractors,  physically  handicapped  contractors,  and  women  contractors  whenever  practicable;  (2) 
encourage  the  business  to  hire  NC  residents;  (3)  encourage  the  business  to  use  the  NC  State  Ports;  and  (4)  state 
that  any  disputes  over  interpretation  of  the  agreement  shall  be  submitted  to  binding  arbitration.  Requires  attorney 
general  to  review  the  terms  of  all  proposed  agreements  entered  into  by  the  committee  and  requires  signature  of 
the  attorney  general  in  order  for  agreement  to  be  effective  against  the  state.  Provides  for  Sec’y  of  Commerce, 
Sec’y  of  Revenue,  and  director  of  the  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management  to  determine  allocation  of  the 
$1 ,500  submission  fees  paid  by  businesses.  Provides  for  expiration  of  the  Committee’s  authority  to  enter  into  new 
agreements  January  1,  2005.  Deletes  provision  encouraging  Congress  to  ban  the  use  of  tax  and  other  financial 
incentives  by  states  to  attract  businesses.  Deletes  provision  exempting  the  committee  from  rule-making 
requirements  when  developing  grant  program  guidelines.  Prohibits  members  of  the  General  Assembly  serving  on 
the  Economic  Investment  Committee. 

Rewrites  GS  143B-434.3(a)  relating  to  film  industry  incentives  to  provide  that  a  production  company,  to  be 
eligible  for  a  grant,  must  engage  in  production  activities  in  the  state  with  expenditures  in  the  state  of  at  least  $1 
million.  Adds  new  GS  105-1 64. 14(j)  providing  production  companies  with  annual  refund  of  part  of  the  state  sales 
tax  on  rental  of  transient  accommodations  as  described  in  the  act.  Requires  the  Revenue  Laws  Study  Committee 
to  study  options  for  additional  economic  incentives  for  the  film  industry  and  to  report  to  the  2003  General 
Assembly. 

Rewrites  GS  40A-39a)(4)  to  give  railroad  companies  power  of  eminent  domain  for  purpose  of  constructing  an 
industrial  siding,  deleting  requirement  that  the  siding  be  ordered  by  the  Utilities  Comm’n, 

Rewrites  the  corporate  income  tax  rates  set  out  in  GS  105-130.3,  effective  for  taxable  years  beginning  on  or 
after  January  1,  2004. 

Adds  new  GS  143B-434.4,  creating  a  Travel  and  Tourism  Capital  Incentive  Grant  Program  and  setting  out 
detailed  provisions  governing  the  program. 

Rewrites  GS  159D-7(d)  to  change  the  public  hearing  requirements  when  bonds  proposed  to  be  issued  are  to 
finance  more  than  one  industrial  or  pollution  control  facility. 

Rewrites  GS  147-86. 30(c)  to  require  the  State  Treasurer  to  invest  up  to  $3  million  of  reserved  funds  in  fiscal 
year  2002-2003  as  directed  by  the  Health  and  Wellness  Trust  Fund  Comm’n;  and  authorizes  the  Comm’n  to  direct 
the  Treasurer  to  invest  the  funds  in  preferred  or  common  stocks  issued  by  a  health  related  company  incorporated 
or  created  or  located  in  NC.  Includes  July  1,  2003,  sunset. 

Creates  the  “Special  Obligation  Settlement  Bonds  Act  of  2002,”  authorizing  the  State  Treasurer,  with  consent 
of  the  Council  of  State,  to  issue  and  sell  special  obligation  bonds  up  to  $175  million  to  pay  for  the  acquisition, 
construction  and  equipping  of  the  Cancer  Treatment  Center  ($130  million)  and  the  Biopharmaceutical  Training 
Center  ($45  million).  Sets  out  detailed  conditions  and  procedures  relating  to  the  bonds.

SENATE  BILLS 

S  832,  SMALL  BUSINESS  CONTRACTOR  INITIATIVE/FUNDS.  Intro.  4/3/01.  House  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  4th  edition.  Deletes  proposed  GS  143B-472. 79(c)  which  would  have  permitted  the  NC  Small 
Business  Contractor  Authority  and  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  to  request  funding  from  the  Contingency  and 
Emergency  Fund  if  the  Small  Business  Contract  Financing  Fund  did  not  have  adequate  funds. 

S  887.  MAGISTRATES'  &  CLERKS  AUTH/EXPUNGE  RECORDS  (NEW).  Intro.  4/25/01.  House  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Expands  the  additional  authority  provided  to  magistrates  in 
GS  7A-273  to  include  authority  to  hear,  decide  and  enter  judgment  in  Class  3  misdemeanor  cases.  Provides  that 
the  additional  authority  may  only  be  assigned  with  the  consent  of  the  clerk  of  superior  court  and  after  consultation 
with  the  district  attorney.  Deletes  provisions  that  amended  GS  7A-292  to  provide  additional  authority  to 
magistrates  who  are  licensed  to  practice  law.  Revises  the  proposed  changes  to  GS  15A-1 1 15(a)  to  include  an 
opportunity  to  appeal  decisions  of  the  clerk  of  superior  court  under  to  GS  7A-1 80(10),  or  of  the  assistant  clerk  of 
superior  court  under  to  GS  7A-1 81(b).  Adds  new  subsection  GS  7A-1 80(10),  which  provides  the  clerk  of  superior 
court  with  the  authority  to  hear,  decide,  and  enter  judgment  in  all  infraction  and  Class  3  misdemeanor  cases. 

Adds  new  subsection  GS  7A-181(10),  which  provides  the  same  new  authority  to  the  assistant  clerk  of  superior 
court.  Amends  GS  15A-1431(a)  to  provide  that  certain  convictions  before  a  magistrate  may  be  appealed  for  a 
trial  de  novo  before  a  district  court  judge  and  that  other  convictions  before  a  magistrate,  or  a  clerk  or  assistant 
clerk  of  superior  court  may  be  appealed  to  the  superior  court  for  a  hearing  de  novo.  Amends  GS  15A-1 431(d)  to 
incorporate  convictions  before  clerks  and  assistant  clerks  into  the  required  appeal  procedures.  Adds  new  section 
GS  45-45.3,  which  provides  that  when  the  clerk  of  superior  court  is  named  trustee  in  a  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust, 
it  is  sufficient  to  name  the  office  and  county  only.  This  section  also  provides  that  when  the  clerk  is  named  in  a 
deed  of  trust  or  mortgage  in  which  the  State  is  named  as  beneficiary  in  order  to  secure  a  court  appearance,  the 
clerk  of  superior  court  in  the  county  in  which  the  property  is  located  shall  hold  the  authority  of  the  trustee. 

Amends  GS  15A-147  to  provide  that  if  a  person  is  named  in  a  charge  for  an  infraction  or  crime  as  the  result  of 
misidentification  and  the  charge  is  dismissed,  the  person  may  petition  to  expunge  from  all  official  records  any 
entries  relating  to  the  person’s  apprehension  or  charge.  After  a  hearing,  the  court  may  order  the  expunction. 
Makes  technical  changes. 

S  1137.  COUNTY  UTILITIES  AUTHORITY  (NEW).  Intro.  6/3/02.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Completely  replaces  bill  with  new  Article  8  of  Ch.  162A  to  provide  for  the 
establishment  of  county  utility  authorities.  Creates  a  county  utilities  authority  in  any  county  that  operates  a  county- 
owned  water  and  sewer  system  and  adjoins  both  the  State  line  and  a  county  with  a  population  of  500,000  or 
more.  Within  60  days  of  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  the  county  must  convey  all  of  its  water  and  sewer  systems  to 
the  authority  and  identify  any  bonded  indebtedness  owed  by  the  county  on  such  systems.  GS  162-115  defines 
several  key  terms  relating  to  water  and  sewer  systems.  GS  162A-1 16  enumerates  the  powers  of  the  authority. 
Powers  of  the  authority  include  the  power  to  sue  and  be  sued;  to  acquire,  lease,  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
water  and  sewer  systems;  to  acquire  land  or  water  rights  or  personal  property  in  some  circumstances,  and  to 
adopt  ordinances  relating  to  sewage  and  stormwater.  The  article  permits  the  authority  to  issue  revenue  bonds, 
and  to  establish  and  revise  a  schedule  of  rates,  fees,  and  other  charges  for  the  services  furnished  by  the 
authority’s  water  or  sewer  system,  and  specifies  the  restrictions  that  apply  to  the  setting  or  revising  of  rates,  fees 
and  other  charges.  Provides  that  the  authority  has  the  same  power  as  a  city  under  GS  160A-175  to  assess  fines 
and  penalties  for  violations  of  its  ordinances,  specifies  the  procedure  that  the  authority  must  follow  for  enforcing 
an  ordinance  and,  specifies  the  penalties  that  may  be  assessed.  Provides  that  all  moneys  received  by  the 
authority  shall  be  trust  funds  and  outlines  restrictions  on  the  trust,  and  specifies  the  remedies  that  are  available  to 
bondholders  and  trustees  for  protecting  and  enforcing  their  rights.  Permits  the  authority  to  issue  revenue 
refunding  bonds  and  other  revenue  bonds  for  in  certain  circumstances.  Authorizes  private  water  companies  in 
the  area  served  by  the  authority  to  act  as  billing  and  collecting  agents  for  the  authority,  and  authorizes  political 
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subdivisions  to  make  contributions  or  advances  to  the  authority.  GS  162A-127  specifies  that  riparian  owners 
alleging  an  injury  as  a  result  of  the  authority  may  maintain  an  action  against  the  authority  in  either  the  county  in 
which  the  land  is  located  or  the  county  in  which  the  principal  office  of  the  authority  is  located.  Makes  other 
conforming  changes. 

S  1217.  2002  TECHNICAL  CORRECTIONS.  Intro.  6/6/02.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Makes  technical  corrections  and  other  changes  as  set  out  below  (references  are  to 
sections  of  the  bill). 

Section  12.  Amends  GS  48-2-601  to  clarify  that  adoption  proceedings  will  be  transferred  from  the  clerk  to  the 
district  court  when  there  are  issues  of  fact,  equitable  defenses  or  a  request  for  equitable  relief. 

Section  21(b).  Adds  requirement  to  GS  163-122(b)  that  petitions  for  nomination  of  unaffiliated  candidates  must 
include  the  name  of  the  office  sought. 

Section  25.  Increases  compensation  of  emergency  judges,  and  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  Court  of 
Appeals  in  GS  7A-39.3(b)  from  $150  to  $300  per  day,  making  it  consistent  with  amount  paid  to  district  and 
superior  court  emergency  judges. 

Section  29.  Expands  power  of  NC  Criminal  Justice  Education  and  Training  Comm’n  in  GS  17C-6(a)  to  include 
regulation  of  school  directors. 

Section  30.  Adds  a  five-day  grace  period  to  GS  20-1 1(j)  to  enable  holders  of  limited  learner’s  permit  or 
provisional  license  to  obtain  regular  license. 

Section  36.  Clarifies  that  GS  87-21,  which  requires  licensing  of  heating  and  plumbing  contractors,  does  not  apply 
to  sales  of  goods  and  associated  installation  services  where  the  seller  hires  a  licensed  contractor  to  install  the 
good. 

Section  41.  Clarifies  that  the  exemption  in  GS  1 31 E-1 84(d)  from  certificate  of  need  review  for  chemical 
dependency  and  substance  abuse  facilities  which  provide  services  to  inmates,  does  not  extend  to  the  portion  of 
facility  serving  the  general  public. 

Section  42.  Amends  GS  1 35-39. 5B  to  authorize  the  development  of  optional  hospital  and  medical  benefits 
programs  for  State  employees. 

Section  43(a).  Amends  GS  136-102.7  to  require  the  Dep’t  of  Transportation  to  take  all  reasonable  steps  to 
reduce  the  impact  of  sound  and  visual  pollution  on  a  public  elementary  school  when  widening  an  interstate 
highway  within  500  feet  of  the  school. 

Section  44.  Expands  the  use  of  Highway  Trust  Fund  money  provided  in  GS  136-176(a1)(1)  to  economic 
development  projects,  in  addition  to  certain  highway  improvement  projects  established  in  the  Transportation 
Improvement  Program. 

Section  45.  Reinserts  provision  in  GS  143-1 28(b)  pertaining  to  separate  bid  requirements,  which  was 
inadvertently  removed  by  Senate  Bill  914  during  the  last  legislative  session. 

Section  46.  Adds  new  subsection  to  GS  143-730  to  provide  for  the  confidentiality  of  individual  health  information 
in  the  possession  of  the  Managed  Care  Patient  Assistance  Program. 

Section  47.  Amends  GS  143B-289. 44(c)  to  require  that  all  entrance  fees  received  by  the  NC  Aquariums  be  used 
for  the  expansion  and  operation  of  those  Aquariums. 

Section  52.  Changes  the  date  referenced  in  GS  160A-23.1(d)  for  local  elected  officials  to  assume  office  from  July 

2002  to  November  2002. 

Section  53.  Exempts  the  national  standard  UCC  forms  from  the  deed  registration  requirements  of  GS  161-14(b). 
Sections  55(a)-55(p).  Amends  various  election  statutes.  Allows  a  candidate  to  file  notice  of  candidacy  by 
commercial  carrier  (e.g.  FedEx  or  UPS)  in  addition  to  U.S.  Mail.  Allows  new  parties  to  nominate  candidates  for  all 
State  and  local  offices,  and  provides  that  the  State  Board  of  Elections  shall  tell  county  boards  about  new-party 
candidates.  Requires  that  county  board  of  elections  notify  new-party  of  Economic  Interest  Statement 
requirements.  Amends  presidential  primary  statute  to  remove  nickel-a-name  fee  for  petition  signatures. 

Transfers  duty  to  check  freeholder  status  of  petitioners  from  county  board  of  election  to  county  tax  office. 
Establishes  opening  date  of  second  Monday  in  June  for  candidate-filing  period  for  soil  and  water  supervisors. 
Allows  for  contributions  over  $100  to  be  made  by  credit  card  or  other  noncash  method  and  deletes  money  order 
as  acceptable  method  of  making  such  contributions.  Requires  that  absentee  ballot  request  be  confidential. 

Section  56.  Amends  GS  163-132.3  to  prohibit  county  boards  of  elections  from  changing  precinct  lines  through 

2003  in  anticipation  of  redistricting  except  under  certain  limited  circumstances. 

Section  57(a).  Adds  new  section  to  GS  Ch.  163,  outlining  method  for  making  absentee  ballot  requests. 

Section  58.  Restores  law  that  provides  that  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  district  judge  will  be  filled  for  the  unexpired 
term  by  a  member  of  the  same  political  party  as  the  vacating  judge  if  the  vacating  judge  was  elected  as  a  member 
of  a  political  party. 
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Section  74.  C\e  fies  that  Section  10.11(c)  of  S.L.  2002-126  provides  that  the  equity  value  of  life  estate  interests 
in  real  property  and  tenancy  in  common  interests  shall  continue  to  be  exempt  when  using  SSI  method  for 
determining  eligibility. 

Section  75.  Clarifies  that  Section  10.10(b)  of  S.L.  2002-126  prohibits  the  Sec’y  of  Health  and  Human  Services 
from  requesting  or  requiring,  supplemental  rebates  from  pharmaceutical  manufacturers. 

Section  79.  Amends  Section  28. 3A  of  S.L.  2002-126  to  state  that  the  annual  leave  bonus  for  State  employees 
only  applies  to  teachers  and  principals  at  the  top  of  their  respective  salary  schedules  who  do  not  receive  a  salary 
increment  for  the  2002-2003  fiscal  year. 

Section  81.  Designates  the  Asheboro  Municipal  Airport  as  the  official  location  of  the  NC  Aviation  Hall  of  Fame 
and  the  NC  Aviation  Museum.  Designates  the  Airborne  Operation  Museum  of  Fayetteville  as  the  official  location 
of  the  Airborne  Military  Museum  of  NC. 

Section  82.  Authorizes  the  use  of  funds  available  to  the  Judicial  Department  to  continue  the  existing  position  of 
judicial  assistant  to  a  regular  superior  court  Judge  in  Superior  Court  District  19B. 

Section  83.  Modifies  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  budget  reductions  provided  in  the  Jt.  Conference 
Comm.  Report. 


S  1217.  2002  TECHNICAL  CORRECTIONS.  Intro.  6/6/02.  Senate  amendments  make  the  following  changes  to 
1st  edition.  Amendment  #  1  adds  new  Section  55(q)  which  provides  that  subsections  55(a)  through  55(o)  become 
effective  January  1,  2003  and  are  applicable  to  all  primaries  and  elections  held  on  or  after  that  date  and 
subsection  55(p)  is  effective  when  act  becomes  law.

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S  1283.  PRESIDENT  PRO  TEM  AND  SPEAKER  APPOINTMENTS.  Intro.  6/10/02.  Senate  amendments  make 
the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Amendment  #1  adds  two  appointments;  increases  the  membership  of  the 
Clean  Water  Management  Trust  Board  of  Trustees  from  18  to  21,  and  makes  conforming  changes;  deletes 
changes  to  the  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  Commission  statute  that  would  have  allowed  the  office  to  be  held 
concurrently  with  others  for  dual  office-holding  purposes;  adds  a  new  provision  increasing  the  membership  on  the 
Auctioneers  Commission  from  five  to  seven;  and  increases  the  membership  on  the  Board  of  Electrolysis 
Examiners  from  three  to  five.

Amends  GS  135.1(25)  to  clarify  that  the  term  “teacher”  shall  not  include  a  "beneficiary”  in 
a  job-sharing  position.

H  348.  TOBACCO  ESCROW  COMPLIANCE.  Intro.  3/1/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  2nd  edition.  Adds  new  Part  2  to  Article  37  of  Chapter  66  entitled  “Tobacco  Escrow  Compliance.”  Adds 
new  section  GS  66-292  which  incorporates  the  definitions  of  “brand  family,”  “nonparticipating  manufacturer”  and 
“participating  manufacturer”  from  the  previous  bill.  Deletes  the  definition  of  “distributor”  and  adds  new  definition  of 
“escrow  agreement.”  Adds  new  section  GS  66-293  which  makes  it  unlawful  for  a  person  who  is  required  to  pay 
certain  cigarette  or  other  taxes  to  sell  or  deliver  certain  cigarettes  from  a  nonparticipating  manufacturer  unless  the 
cigarettes  are  included  in  the  manufacturer’s  list  required  by  new  GS  66-295.  New  section  also  authorizes  the 
Attorney  General  to  impose  civil  penalties  for  violations  and  provides  that  any  such  cigarettes  are  considered 
contraband  and  are  subject  to  seizure.  Adds  new  section  GS  66-294,  which  imposes  certain  duties  on 
participating  and  nonparticipating  manufacturers.  Participating  manufacturers  must  file  an  annual  list  of  the 
manufacturer’s  brand  families  with  the  Attorney  General  and  must  notify  the  Attorney  General  of  any  changes  to 
its  brand  families  prior  to  the  change.  Nonparticipating  manufacturers  must  appoint  a  process  service  agent  within 
the  state,  submit  an  annual  application  to  the  Attorney  General  in  order  to  be  included  on  the  compliant 
nonparticipating  manufacturers’  list,  notify  the  Attorney  General  of  any  changes  to  its  list  of  brand  families,  make 
certain  required  escrow  payments,  submit  an  escrow  agreement  to  the  Attorney  General,  and  only  deliver 
cigarettes  that  are  included  on  the  manufacturer’s  list.  The  nonparticipating  manufacturers’  annual  application 
must  certify  that  the  manufacturer  has  met  all  of  the  above  requirements  and  include  a  list  of  its  brand  families. 
Adds  new  section  GS  66-295,  which  requires  the  Attorney  General  to  prepare  lists  of  participating  and  compliant 
nonparticipating  manufacturers  and  their  respective  brand  families  and  make  such  lists  available  to  the  public. 
Requires  the  Attorney  General  to  provide  supplemental  lists  under  certain  changed  circumstances.  Adopts  the 
proposed  revisions  to  GS  14-401.18(5)  from  the  previous  version  but  deletes  the  proposed  addition  of  new 
subsection  GS  14-401.18(6).  Deletes  the  proposed  revisions  to  GS  105-133.5.  Requires  the  initial  lists  required 
by  the  act  to  be  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General  by  Nov.  1,  2002.  Effective  date  for  new  GS  66-293  and  the 
revisions  to  GS  14-401.18  is  Jan.  1,  2003.  The  rest  of  the  act  becomes  effective  when  it  becomes  law. 

H  1508.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  BIOTERRORISM  PREPAREDNESS.  Intro.  6/4/02.  Conference  report  recommends 
the  following  changes  to  6th  edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Amends  new  GS  130A-476(f)  by 
expanding  the  list  of  identifiers  that  must  be  removed  by  the  State  Health  Director  in  order  for  data  to  be  used  in 
the  emergency  department  data  pilot  program.  Revises  the  proposed  amendments  to  GS  130A-20  to  authorize  a 
lien  on  the  property  of  the  owner,  lessee,  operator,  or  other  person  in  control  of  the  property  where  an  imminent 
hazard  is  abated.  Provides  that  the  person  against  whose  property  the  lien  has  been  filed  may  defeat  the  lien  by 
showing  that  the  person  was  not  culpable  in  the  creation  of  the  imminent  hazard.  Makes  technical  changes.

Adds  new  GS  136-18.5.1  which  establishes  the  “Dale  Earnhardt  Highway”  by  redesignating  State  Highway  136  as 
State  Highway  3,  and  changes  title  accordingly. 

H  1753.  BOND  AND  INCENTIVE  ACT  OF  2002  (NEW).  Intro.  6/17/02.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Replaces  original  bill  with  bill  entitled  “AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  FILM 
INDUSTRY  DEVELOPMENT  ACCOUNT;  TO  AMEND  THE  CONDEMNATION  AUTHORITY  OF  NORTH

Completely  rewrites  bill  to  amend  definition  of  the  term  “convention 
center”  within  ABC  law  to  include  privately  owned  facility  in  a  city  that  has  a  population  between  200,000  to 
250,000  if  the  facility  is  located  within  an  Urban  Redevelopment  Area,  has  at  least  7500  square  feet  of  space 
available  for  public  use,  and  has  gross  receipts  from  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  of  less  than  50%  of  receipts.

Modifies  new  GS  143-59.1  (contracts  with  certain  foreign  vendors)  by  adding  a  new  subsection  on  vendor 
certification  and  modifying  provision  on  ineligibility  of  vendors  incorporated  in  tax  haven  countries.  Reduces  the 
appropriation  for  recurring  expenses  for  three  additional  unsworn  securities  investigators  in  the  Securities  Division 
to  $151,125.

10/1/02  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Replaces  original  bill  with  a  new  bill  entitled  “AN  ACT  TO 
MAKE  CLARIFYING,  CONFORMING,  AND  TECHNICAL  AMENDMENTS  TO  VARIOUS  LAWS  RELATED  TO 
THE  ENVIRONMENT,  PUBLIC  HEALTH,  AND  NATURAL  RESOURCES,  AS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE 
ENVIRONMENTAL  REVIEW  COMMISSION."  Makes  technical  corrections  as  title  indicates.  Deletes  all 
provisions  in  original  bill.

Amends  GS  143-355(1)  to  require  local 
government  local  water  supply  plans  to  include  current  and  future  water  conservation  and  water  reuse  programs. 
Amends  GS  143-355(m)  to  require  that  the  State  water  supply  plan  include  a  summary  of  water  conservation  and 
water  reuse  programs  described  in  the  local  plans.  Provides  that  the  Environmental  Management  Comm’n 
develop,  in  consultation  with  specified  representatives,  permanent  rules  governing  water  conservation  and  reuse 
that  establish  minimum  standards  and  practices.  Establishes  a  goal  to  reduce  water  consumption  by  State 
agencies  by  at  least  10%.

•  Excluding  airports  from  the  public  enterprise  billing  information  privacy  law 

•  Earlier  organization  of  the  General  Assembly  to  expedite  session 

•  Establishing  Mounted  Horse/Caisson  Patrol  Unit 

•  Criminal  history  record  checks  of  long-term  care  provider  employees,  including  federal  restrictions  on 
distribution  of  criminal  history  information  and  lawful  means  of  using  records  checks  to  effectuate  State 
policies,  ways  in  which  record  checks  are  obtained,  solutions  found  by  other  states  and  other  issues 
related  to  State  record  check  requirements 

•  Personnel  system  statutes,  particularly  benefits  enhancements,  career  status,  exemptions, 
compensation,  demonstration  projects  and  employee  relations  and  opportunities  to  simplify  law  to  enable 
State  Personnel  Commission  to  adopt  changes  more  effectively  and  efficiently 

•  Relationship  between  professions  of  engineering  and  landscape  architecture,  including  qualifications  of 
landscape  architects,  definition  of  landscape  architecture,  areas  of  overlap  between  engineering  and 
landscape  architecture  professions  and  governance  of  State  Board  of  Landscape  Architects  and  Board  of 
Examiners  for  Engineers  and  Surveyors 

•  Revival  of  notice  of  settlement  act,  including  need  for  use  of  notice  document  prior  to  real  estate  closing 

•  Ways  to  decrease  homelessness,  including  amount  of  State  resources  necessary  for  local  communities  to 
continue  eligibility  for  McKinney-Vento  Homeless  Assistance  funding 

Extends  termination  date  of  1898  Wilmington  Race  Riot  Comm’n  to  December  31,  2004. 

Creates  On-Line  Voting  Comm’n  and  requires  that  Comm’n  study  feasibility  of  establishing  a  system  of 
internet  voting,  including  existing  technology,  experience  of  other  states,  ease  of  use  and  accessibility  to  on-line 
voting,  and  report  findings  on  or  before  convening  of  2003  General  Assembly. 

Requires  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  study  the  following  topics  and  report  before  January  1, 

2003:  (1)  ways  the  State  can  facilitate  public  access  to  public  and  private  free  and  discount  prescription  drug 
programs  for  senior  citizens;  and  (2)  ways  to  establish  a  group  health  insurance  purchasing  system  for  staff  in 
residential  and  non-residential  long-term  care  facilities. 

Creates  Legis.  Study  Comm’n  on  Companion  Animals  and  requires  submission  of  final  report  to  the  2004 
Regular  Session  of  the  2003  General  Assembly.  Requires  Comm’n  to  consider  operation  of  public  and  private 
animal  shelters  and  ways  to  reduce  the  unwanted  companion  animal  population  by  spay-neuter  programs  and 
resulting  cost  savings. 

Authorizes  Jt.  Legis.  Oversight  Committee  to  study  the  following  topics  and  report  its  finding  to  the  2003 
General  Assembly:  (1)  ways  to  improve  recruitment  and  retention  of  public  school  teachers,  including  salary 
enhancements,  giving  license  reciprocity  to  licensees  in  other  states  and  other  ways  to  make  licensing  easier, 
providing  tuition  support  and  training  for  alternative  licensure  candidates  and  using  recruitment  incentives;  and  (2) 
the  need  for  additional  fiscal  and  administrative  flexibility  for  local  boards  of  education. 

Authorizes  the  Revenue  Laws  Study  Committee  to  study  the  following  topics  and  report  its  findings  to  the 
2003  General  Assembly:  (1)  the  application  of  sales  and  use  taxes  to  asphalt  and  cement  used  in  contract 
performance;  and  (2)  issues  relating  to  collection  of  county  property  taxes  on  mobile  homes. 

Authorizes  the  Jt.  Legis.  Health  Care  Oversight  Committee  to  study  feasibility  of  establishing  uniform 
appointments  process  for  health  care  professional  licensing  boards. 

Requires  Legis.  Study  Comm’n  on  the  Horace  Williams  Airport  to  study  continuing  the  operation  of  Airport 
and  report  its  findings  prior  to  the  convening  of  the  2003  General  Assembly. 

Establishes  Legis.  Study  Comm’n  on  the  Teacher’s  and  State  Employees’  Retirement  System  and  requires  it 
to  study  the  system,  early  retirement,  the  accumulation  of  vacation  benefits  for  those  who  work  8-hour  and  12- 
hour  shifts,  and  other  issues  concerning  financial  health  of  the  system  on  or  before  the  convening  of  the  2003 
General  Assembly. 

Authorizes  Jt.  Legis.  Transportation  Oversight  Committee  to  study  1-95  toll  roads. 
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Creates  State  Disability  Income  Plan  Study  Comm’n  and  directs  it  to  study  the  design,  funding,  and 
administration  of  the  Disability  Income  Plan  of  NC. 

Creates  Statewide  Emergency  Preparedness  Study  Comm’n  and  directs  it  to  study  the  delivery  and  funding 
of  emergency  medical  services  in  the  state. 

Creates  Legis.  Study  Comm’n  on  Securities  Fraud  Enforcement  Laws  and  directs  it  to  study  the  state 
securities  fraud  enforcement  laws  and  the  provisions  of  S  1455,  4’^  Edition. 

Directs  Dep’t  of  Transportation  to  study  the  feasibility  of  charging  a  toll  on  I-95  and  directing  use  of  toll 
proceeds  for  expansion  and  maintenance  of  I-95. 

Directs  General  Statutes  Study  Comm’n  to  study  personal  representatives’  authority  to  take  possession  of 
and  dispose  of  real  property  of  an  estate  without  an  order  of  the  court.  Authorizes  Comm’n  to  study  whether  NC 
should  allow  a  method  for  the  distribution  of  property  coming  to  an  estate  after  the  estate  is  closed  without  the 
necessity  of  reopening  the  estate. 

Creates  House  Select  Study  Committee  on  Video  Gaming  Machines  and  directs  it  to  study,  among  other 
things,  the  regulation  of  those  machines,  problems  associated  with  them,  and  the  potential  impact  on  the  casino 
operations  of  the  Eastern  Band  of  Cherokee  Indians  if  the  machines  were  banned. 

Creates  Legis.  Regional  Economic  Development  Comm’n  Reporting  Requirements  Study  Comm’n  and 
directs  it  to  study  the  current  reporting  requirements  applicable  to  the  state’s  seven  Regional  Economic 
Development  Comm’ns. 

S  163.  LEAS  AND  GROUP  HOMES.  Intro.  2/19/01.  Conference  report  recommends  the  following  changes  to  4th 
edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Amends  GS  122C-23  and  131D-10.3  by  adding  new  subsections  to 
each  providing  the  Dep’t  shall  not  immediately  enroll  any  new  provider  for  Medicaid  home  or  community-based 
services,  or  other  Medicaid  services,  or  issue  a  license  for  a  new  facility  or  a  new  service  to  any  applicant  that 
meets  certain  criteria.  Amends  GS  122C-1 1 1  to  require  the  area  authority  or  county  program  to  monitor  the 
provision  of  mental  health,  developmental  disability,  and  substance  abuse  services  for  compliance  with  the  law. 
Provides  that  such  monitoring  shall  not  supercede  or  duplicate  Dep’t  regulatory  authority  or  functions.  Amends 
GS  1 22C-1 1 5.2(b)(2)  by  adding  a  new  subdivision  requiring  business  plans  to  include  a  description  of  the 
resources  available  and  needed  within  the  catchment  area  to  prevent  out-of-community  placements  and  include 
input  from  the  community  public  agencies.

Amends 
GS  7B-505,  GS  7B-903(a)(2)c,  GS  7B-2502(a),  and  GS  7B-2503  to  provide  that  in  placing  a  juvenile  in  nonsecure 
custody  or  out-of-home  care  the  court  shall  consider  whether  it  is  in  the  juvenile’s  best  interest  to  remain  in  the 
juvenile’s  community  of  residence. 

S  1137.  COUNTY  UTILITIES  AUTHORITY.  Intro.  6/3/02.  Senate  amendments  make  the  following  changes  to 
2nd  edition.  Amend  provisions  on  membership  and  creation  of  the  authority. 

S  1217.  2002  TECHNICAL  CORRECTIONS.  Intro.  6/6/02.  House  committee  substitute  and  amendments  make 
the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Make  technical  corrections.  Delete  Sections  44,  55(k),  and  82.  Make  other 
changes  as  set  out  below. 

Section  29.5.  Amends  the  definition  of  “sports  club”  in  GS  18B-1000. 

Section  31.5.  Provides  that  if  H  314  becomes  law  (1)  the  catch  line  of  GS  20-196.3  is  deleted  and  reads  as 
rewritten:  “Who  may  hold  supervisory  positions  over  sworn  members  of  the  Patrol”  and  (2)  sec.  18  of  that  act  is 
rewritten  to  include  an  effective  date  of  March  1,  2003. 

Section  33.5.  Amends  GS  50-20(b)(4)  to  provide  that  divisible  property  includes  increases  and  decreases  in 
marital  debt  and  financing  charges  and  interest  related  to  debt. 

Section  36.  Provides  that  services  rendered  by  licensee  shall  be  in  accordance  with  local  permit  and  inspection 
requirements.  Makes  subsection  effective  March  1,  2003. 

Section  37.2.  Adds  a  new  section  to  GS  Ch.  108A,  Art.  2,  Part  6  providing  that  in  authorizing  payments  for 
medical  and  other  care,  the  Dep’t  shall  not  exclude  the  care  rendered  by  chiropractors  or  podiatrists. 

Section  37.5.  Deletes  provisions  relating  to  charter  schools  and  replaces  with  the  following.  Amends  GS  1 15C- 
302. 1(j)  to  provide  that  a  teacher  may  use  up  to  30  days  sick  leave  to  care  for  a  child  placed  with  the  teacher  for 
adoption.  Adds  a  new  section  to  GS  Ch.  1 15C,  Art.  23  providing  that  a  school  employee  may  use  annual  leave  or 
leave  without  pay  to  care  for  a  newborn  child  or  for  an  adopted  or  foster  child.  Such  an  employee  may  also  use  up 
to  30  days  of  sick  leave  to  care  for  a  child  placed  with  the  employee  for  adoption.  Provides  that  unless  the 
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employee  ?  d  local  board  of  education  agree  otherwise,  the  leave  may  be  for  consecutive  workdays  during  the 
first  12  months  after  birth  or  placement  of  the  child. 

Section  42.  Deletes  provision  relating  to  the  state  health  plan  and  replaces  with  the  following.  Amends  GS  143- 
128(b)  to  provide  that  when  the  estimated  cost  of  work  to  be  performed  in  any  single  subdivision  or  branch  for 
which  separate  bids  are  required  is  less  than  $25,000,  the  same  may  be  included  in  the  contract  for  one  of  the 
other  subdivisions  or  branches  of  the  work,  irrespective  of  total  project  cost. 

Section  43.  Deletes  provision  relating  to  noise  and  visual  pollution  abatement  near  public  elementary  schools  and 
replaces  with  the  following.  Amends  GS  143-299.4  to  provide  that  if  the  Director  of  Budget  determines  that  the 
agency  liable  for  the  claim  has  the  resources  to  pay  the  full  claim  even  though  it  exceeds  $150,000,  the  Director 
may  require  the  agency  to  pay  the  full  claim.  Also  allows  the  Director  to  limit  the  number  of  agencies  required  to 
transfer  funds  to  the  agency  liable  for  the  claim  to  pay  the  claim’s  balance. 

Sections  57(a)  and  57(b).  Deletes  provisions  regarding  absentee  ballots. 

Sections  57.3.  Amends  GS  163-278.19  by  adding  a  new  subsection  providing  that  if  a  political  committee  has  as 
its  only  purpose  accepting  contributions  and  making  expenditures  to  influence  elections  and  it  incorporates  as  a 
nonprofit  to  shield  its  participation  from  liability  created  outside  this  Chapter,  it  is  not  considered  to  be  a 
corporation  for  purposes  of  this  section.  Incorporation  of  a  political  committee  does  not  relieve  any  person  or 
entity  from  liability,  duty  or  obligation  created  by  the  Chapter.  No  political  committee  shall  do  business  as  a 
political  committee  after  incorporating  unless  it  has  been  certified  as  being  in  compliance  with  the  new  subsection. 
Makes  conforming  changes.  Effective  January  1,  2003. 

Section  57.5.  Amends  GS  166A-6. 01  (b)(2),  changing  the  qualifications  for  eligibility  for  public  assistance. 

Section  58.7.  Amends  sec.  20.12  of  SL  2001-424,  as  amended,  changing  the  date  for  payment  of  the 
appropriation. 

Section  61.5.  Amends  effective  date  of  sec.  4  of  SL  2002-96. 

Section  64.  Amends  sec.  6  of  SL  2002-107  making  sections  1  and  4  applicable  to  bidding  opportunities 
advertised  after  effective  date.  Repeals  section  5  of  SL  2002-107  effective  September  6,  2002.  Amends  GS  133- 
3  to  require  that  alternates  be  selected  from  preapproved  list.  Allows  cities,  counties  and  Office  of  State 
Construction  to  approve  proprietary  building  products  for  use  as  performance  standards  if  they  either  provide  cost 
savings  or  maintain  or  improve  the  function  of  any  process  or  system. 

Section  69.3.  Amends  schedule  for  appropriations  from  the  Highway  Fund. 

Section  69.6.  Amends  sec.  5.2(d)  of  SL  2002-126,  changing  the  allocations  for  each  program  year  for  funds 
appropriated  for  the  Community  Development  Block  Grant.  Provides  that  up  to  $4,000,000  of  funds  appropriated 
in  sec.  5.2  of  SL  2001-424  to  the  Dep’t  of  Commerce  for  Economic  Development  may  be  used  for  Urgent  Needs 
and  Contingency  for  drought  recovery. 

Section  70.5.  Provides  that  provision  authorizing  Dep’t  of  Public  Instruction  to  administer  a  standardized  reading 
test  in  a  pilot  study  to  assess  the  validity  of  K-2  reading  assessments  shall  not  apply  unless  the  state  receives 
funding  under  the  federal  Reading  First  grant. 

Section  76.  Deletes  previous  provision  and  replaces  it  with  the  following.  Repeals  sec.  13.7  of  SL  2002-126. 
Section  77.  Amends  SL  2002-126  by  adding  a  new  section  clarifying  earned  time  for  medically  and  physically  unfit 
inmates. 

Section  80.  Amends  sec.  19.4  of  SL  2002-126  to  change  reporting  date. 

Section  81.  Amends  sec.  21.2  of  SL  2002-126  to  change  reporting  date. 

Section  83.  Establishes  effective  date  of  November  1 ,  2002  for  Sections  4. 1  and  5  of  act. 

Section  85.  Modifies  certain  positions  in  the  Office  of  State  Personnel. 

Section  86.  Requires  that  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  expend  $2  million  in  2002-2003  fiscal  year  for 
purpose  of  planning  replacements  of  Cherry  and  Broughton  psychiatric  hospitals  and  ensure  that  the  use  of  those 
funds  will  not  adversely  impact  Dep’t  services.  Requires  that  those  replacement  hospitals  shall  be  located  in 
Wayne  County  and  Burke  County. 

Section  87.  Provides  that  those  employees  whose  positions  were  initially  subject  to  a  reduction  in  force  as  a 
result  of  Executive  Order  22  but  were  ultimately  funded  shall  maintain  career  state  employee  status.  Permits 
those  employees  to  purchase  vacation  leave  up  to  amount  they  had  accrued,  up  to  a  maximum  of  240  hours.

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Section  91.  Requires  that  the  Sec’y  of  Health  and  Human  Services  maintain  existing  education  and  research 
programs  in  psychiatry  and  psychology  at  Dorothea  Dix  and  John  Umstead  Hospitals  and  that  UNC-CH  shall 
retain  authority  over  ail  such  educational  and  research  programs  conducted  at  those  hospitals  and  any  new 
psychiatric  hospitals.  Further  requires  that  Sec’y  consult  with  UNC-CH  in  planning  for  new  hospitals  to  ensure 
continuation  of  those  programs.

Adds 
appointments  of  the  Speaker  of  the  House.  Increases  membership  of  NC  Board  of  Mortuary  Science  from  9  to  12 
and  reconstitutes  membership,  effective  July  1,  2003.  Reconstitutes  membership  of  Clean  Water  Management 
Trust  Fund.  Increases  non-voting  membership  of  the  Global  TransPark  Development  Comm’n  from  4  to  10  and 
provides  for  appointment  of  new  members.  Increases  membership  of  the  Private  Protective  Services  Board  from 
14  to  16  members  and  provides  for  appointment  of  new  members. 

S  1455.  SECURITIES  FRAUD  PROTECTION  AND  STUDY  (NEW).  Intro.  6/17/02.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  5th  edition.  Modifies  new  GS  143-59.2  (certain  vendors  prohibited  from 
contracting  with  the  State)  by  deleting  provision  stating  the  new  section  does  not  impose  a  duty  on  the  State  to 
investigate  or  verify  information  contained  in  vendor  certifications.  Deletes  sections  establishing  a  Pension 
Assurance  Fund  and  replaces  them  with  provision  directing  the  State  Treasurer,  in  consultation  with  the  Sec’y  of 
State,  to  study  and  report  on  the  best  methods  for  creating  and  funding  such  a  Fund.

Conference  report  recommends  the  following  changes 
to  4th  edition  as  amended  10/3/02  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Deletes  amendment  to  definition  of  sports 
club  in  GS  186-100(8).  Deletes  amendment  to  Art.  2  of  GS  Ch.  108A  which  provided  that  chiropractic  and 
podiatry  care  are  mandated  forms  of  health  care.  Changes  effective  date  of  H  314,  2001  Session  from  March  1, 
2003  to  January  1,  2003.  Adds  renovation  and  expansion  to  purposes  for  which  NC  Aquarium  entrance  fees  may 
be  used.  Amends  Section  4  of  SL  2002-96  to  authorize  Register  of  Deeds  in  any  county  to  implement  act  earlier 
than  July  1 ,  2003.  Deletes  amendment  to  GS  1 33-3  and  replaces  it  with  new  amendment  which  permits  owner  to 
include  preferred  brands  as  an  alternate  to  base  bid  in  specifications  but  requires  that  those  specifications  identify 
the  performance  standards  that  support  the  new  preference  and  that  those  standards  be  approved  in  advance  by 
owner  in  open  meeting.

In  1997,  Article  II,  section  22,  of  the  North  Carolina  Constitution  was  amended  to  authorize  the  Governor  to 
veto  bills  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  and  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the  Governor  and  General  Assembly 
to  follow  should  the  Governor  exercise  this  authority.  Governor  Easley  became  the  first  Governor  to  exercise  the 
veto  authority  when  he  vetoed  S  1283,  the  appointments  bill,  on  November  3,  2002.  In  the  bill,  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  and  the  President  Pro  Tern,  of  the  Senate  made  appointments  to  various  boards  and  commissions. 
Governor  Easley,  in  his  veto  message,  cited  several  reasons  for  vetoing  the  bill:  two  of  the  appointees  were 
deceased,  at  least  five  appointees  were  not  qualified  for  the  positions  to  which  they  were  appointed,  and  six 
appointments  were  made  that  must  be  made  by  the  Governor. 

Since  the  General  Assembly  had  adjourned  sine  die  on  October  4,  2002,  the  constitution  presented  the 
Governor  with  three  choices  as  his  next  step.  First,  he  could  do  nothing,  in  which  case  the  bill  would  become  law 
over  his  veto  on  the  fortieth  day  after  October  4,  the  day  of  adjournment.  Second,  he  could  reconvene  the  2002 
regular  session  for  the  sole  purpose  of  reconsidering  S  1283.  This  choice  had  to  be  exercised  before  the  fortieth 
day  after  adjournment.  Third,  if  a  majority  of  the  members  of  both  houses  signed  a  statement  dated  no  earlier 
than  thirty  days  after  adjournment  that  no  reconvened  session  was  necessary,  the  Governor  would  not  be 
required  to  call  a  reconvened  session  to  consider  the  vetoed  bill,  and  the  veto  would  stand.  In  the  case  of  S  1283, 
this  possibility  could  not,  as  a  practical  matter,  be  implemented  because  of  time  constraints. 

Governor  Easley  choose  the  second  option  and  by  a  proclamation  dated  November  11,  2002,  reconvened  the 
2002  Regular  Session  on  November  13,  2002,  to  reconsider  S  1283.  The  Senate  referred  the  bill  to  the  Rules 
Committee,  thereby  effectively  sustaining  the  Governor’s  veto. 

Carolyn  Justus  (R.-Henderson)  was  appointed  to  complete  the  term  of  Representative  Larry  T.  Justus. 
Speaker  Black  appointed  Representative  Justus  to  the  same  committee  assignments  as  were  held  by  her  late 
husband.
